Selling Short in the Marketplace of Ideas 

'Consequences' wrought in the pursuit of silencing speech should be of deep concern to all

This is the last column for a long time that 
will address the issue of the Dixie Chicks and 
free speech, but it does so because I’m still 
perplexed by many of the responses to my 
two previous columns on the topic. Either 
I’m not making myself very clear or I’m miss- 
ing something pretty basic. 

Free speech: When I write about “free speech” 
in this column, it is almost never a reference to 
the First Amendment to the Constitution, 
which grants all citizens free speech. As with 
the other freedoms guaranteed by the Bill of 
Rights, this means that the government won’t 
prevent speech. When I refer to free speech in 
this space, I am usually referring to the fact that 
a healthy, sane society thrives when there is a 
willingness and atmosphere that encourages 
the free exchange of ideas between all citizens 
(of, in this case, the constitutional republic of 
the United States). The more open the atmo- 
sphere, the healthier the societies; assaults on 
free speech are their most deadly cancers. 

Opinion: This is my opinion and nothing 
more. I am the editor of this weekly, but I have 
no judicial, political, or legislative authority of any 
sort. Not only am I not advocating censorship 
or speech restrictions, but I would fight those 
restrictions, no matter who they were against, 
as well. What I present here are ideas; they are 
absolutely not a call for legislation, boycotts, or 
to shut up, in any way, those with whom I dis- 
agree. The contention here is that, in the Chicks’ 
case, the response was more the result of a 
continued, malicious focus on the topic by some 
of country radio and right-wing talk radio than 
anything else. Rather than being an expression of 
individuals’ disgust, this outrage was manipula- 
tion of the public by overt demagoguery. 

One relatively harmless comment by the 
Dixie Chicks was wildly exploited in a mas- 
sive media campaign (this is not suggesting 


any conspiracy). The response was not a 
nationally spontaneous reaction by individu- 
als but instead was driven by radio’s obses- 
sive focus on the comment. Participating sta- 
tions not only stopped playing Dixie Chicks’ 
music but encouraged people to destroy their 
CDs and not to attend the group’s concerts, 
as well. This was clearly aimed at wrecking 
the Chicks’ career, which both C&W deejays 
and right-wing talk-show radio hosts made 
explicitly clear, usually by stating it outright. 

This campaign had the unavoidable sub- 
text of attacking both the anti-war move- 
ment specifically and, more generally, anyone 
who questioned U.S. policy. Right-wing talk 
radio’s position on the Dixie Chicks mat- 
ter was very much in line with its main 
thesis: that most of this country’s problems 
are really caused by other Americans (clue- 
less Democrats/liberals/progressives/com- 
munist-Marxist traitors). Encouraging many 
Americans to hate many other Americans is 
obscene. Respecting, rather than demean- 
ing, other Americans’ opinions - even when 
disagreeing with them or encouraging others 
to do so - is healthy: Free speech doesn’t just 
invite debate but is dependent on it. 

“Free Speech” and Consequences: It does seem 
that some of the letters on recent columns are 
not disputing points that have been made 
but instead my right to respond. Evidently, if 
I believe in open dialogue and free speech, 
and in addition express ideas that are different 
from other people’s, I am being a hypocrite. 

One letter states that, although I acknowl- 
edge everyone’s free speech rights, I then add 
that I “would prefer that right to be exercised 
without having to worry about censorship or 
retaliation. That does nothing but move the 
debate from the meaning of free speech to 
the meaning of retaliation, since ‘censorship,’ 


properly defined, refers solely to governmen- 
tal penalties. ... If an audience retaliates by 
not buying CDs or concert tickets, that is (or 
should be) perfectly acceptable in a free society 
. . . but that seems to be what Louis’ beef boils 
down to. Unfortunately for his position, saying 
whatever one likes and having immunity from 
the consequences is not free speech but irre- 
sponsible speech. Only dictators get to enjoy 
that one. [His] observation that ‘Criticism is 
not censorship, expressing concerns is not 
demanding legislation, and disagreeing with 
people is not telling them to shut up’ adds 
little light, as it could apply equally well to any 
side of the question - to the Chicks’ criticism 
of Bush or to the resulting criticism of the 
Chicks or to Louis’ criticism of the critics.” 

Actually, of course, that last sentence is not 
true. The Chicks were expressing an opinion 
with no implications of censorship or legislation. 
Yet criticism of the Chicks, hyped up by media, 
was very clearly aimed at telling them to shut 
up. If you feel this wasn’t the result of media but 
a spontaneous protest by individuals, then we 
disagree, and there is no real issue here for you. 

Yes, there can and sometimes should be con- 
sequences to what one says - but disagreeing 
with an opinion is not, in and of itself, suppres- 
sion of that opinion. Unfortunately, the notion 
of consequences is waved as a battle flag under 
whose colors almost anything is justified. 

In an open society with a free exchange of 
ideas, it shouldn’t be the case that we hold 
our noses or are morally repulsed by what 
others say while begrudgingly acknowledging 
that they have the “right” to speak such vile 
lunacy. Instead, many different viewpoints 
and opinions, discussed and debated (even 
viciously), result in the most reasonable con- 
siderations. Free speech is not just a privilege 
granted in the Bill of Rights; it is fundamen- 


Oops! In last week’s story about the

tally necessary and healthy for a democratic 
constitutional republic. “Consequences” that 
are very clearly wrought in the pursuit of 
silencing speech should be of deep concern 
to all. One would think that, whether coming 
from the left or the right, most of us (even, if 
not especially, hardcore conservatives) would 
vehemently object to any such campaigns. 

Outrage should be especially fierce when the 
campaign against particular speech is one that 
is artificially stoked and media-mounted. It 
comes as no surprise that letter-writers on this 
issue address their own motivation because, 
in any seriousness, would anyone really try to 
argue that Natalie Maines’ statement was in 
any way potently anti-American and/or traitor- 
ous? Come on, how upset can one get at “Just 
so you know, we’re ashamed the president of 
the United States is from Texas”? 

If the Chicks (or any group) were from 
Arkansas and, an administration back, had 
said the same thing about Bill Clinton, what 
do you think would have been the hard right 
and talk radio’s response? 

Beating This Topic to Death: Yet Maines’ 
comment resulted in an outrageous, scary, and 
uncalled-for reaction. Sadly, it was not very 
unique; under the headings of “consequenc- 
es” and “patriotism,” assaults on Americans’ 
freedom to speak their minds have become 
commonplace. It is troubling to watch the 
free expression of ideas being met by eco- 
nomic boycott and speakers being person- 
ally attacked and demonized, accompanied

by calls for censorship, repressive legislation, 
and even social ostracism. One would think 
true conservatives would be die-hard defend- 
ers of an open society. In the same ways, 
however, some of them swoon over the pos- 
sibilities of one-party/one-ideology politics; 
they have participated in the administration 
and Republican right’s sustained effort at sup- 
pressing and silencing dissident voices. 

Elements of both the left and the right 
have come to regard dialogue, in general, as 
immoral and cowardly. Debate, especially 
when excited and partisan, is discouraged, as 
there is only one “truth.” Compromise, one 
of the most crucial principles behind the kind 
of government laid out in the Constitution, is 
regarded as selling out. 

My concern is that there is so little respect 
for ideas and opinions, many think that any 
disagreement is not just an expression of 
opinion. Instead, they assume, it has to be 
some kind of call for censorship, legislation, 
retaliation, or a denial of the right to speak 
for those who think differently. Clearly and 
again, this column participates in the ongo- 
ing dialogue among all Americans about 
ideas and philosophies. It does this by pre- 
senting my opinions. One thing I am very 
specifically not doing is asking for any active 
government, community, partisan, legal, or 
consistent response. Suppression, silence, 
acquiescence, or conformity epitomizes the 
antithesis of what is intended. My opinions 
are just more fodder for thought in an open, 
engaged society - and nothing more. ■

Thank you for the hep C reports [“C Sick,” 
Music, Nov. 24; “The Growing Chorus,” Music, 
Aug. 21, 1998]. The word needs to get out truth- 
fully. We think my HCV was contracted in a job-site 
accident where there was blood, and I CPR’d as 
first responder. In those days they trained CPR 
but did not give blood-born pathogen training or 
have Ambu Bags on-site. But the Sixties were 
the Sixties, and drugs, tattoos, and transfusions 
as a source cannot be ruled out in my case. It 


really doesn’t matter how you get it, it’s how to 
stop it that does matter! Maybe if we can get 
our leaders to stop warring for fun and profit, the 
medical community will have time and money for 
treatments besides hard-on pills and butt-bulging 
drugs. Getting tested and treatment is a must! I 
know of two others that responded well and got 
clear through treatment, but in my case, by the 
time it was detected, because of an artery from 
the liver to my heart blowing out creating internal 
bleeding and necessitating surgery, it may be too 
late. I have battled now four-plus years and did 
Peg-lntron treatments for two years with many 
sidecar pills and knocked it down but not out, then 
with continuing sidecars and finally another three 
months of daily Infergen shots (not FDA approved 
yet) and sidecars has not given it the boot.

No drugs or 
alcohol. The viral infection has also attacked my 
heart now giving me an irregular heartbeat that we 
also are treating. So it definitely is the dragon, and 
it is hard to slay, and it is definitely taking lives, 
not only by itself but also with affordability and the 
lack of a real program and push effort on behalf 
of our powers that be. Thank you again for your 
help in bringing this terrible disease to the public’s 
attention. The battle rages on!

NAKED CITY 


The AISD board of trustees approved 11 priorities for the upcoming ses- 
sion of the Texas Legislature. The top priority is pushing for more funding 
from the state, including an increase that takes enrollment and inflation into 
account, and the large number of non-English-speaking and poor students in 
Austin schools. AISD would also like the state to further decrease reliance 
on local property taxes. District chief legal counsel Mel Waxier says that the 
school finance legislation passed during the last special session has helped 
Austin, but not enough. “It increased compensation for teachers and gave 
us property-tax relief. But it did not fully and effectively create adequacy of 
funding for Texas districts. The only way for us to meet state mandates - on 
curriculum and accountability - is with more support from the state,” Waxier 
says. AISD officials hope to influence legislation at the Capitol by communi- 
cating directly with the Central Texas delegates, as well as through interest 
groups like the Texas Association of School Boards and the Texas School 
Alliance. The district also hires legislative consulting firm Moak, Casey and 
Associates to help with school finance issues. - Michael May 

In other education news, UT-Austin has released its annual survey of com- 
munity-college students around the country, the Community College 
Survey of Student Engagement. UT researchers surveyed some 250,000 
students and found that it’s often factors outside of class that determine 


whether students succeed or fail. The results show that full-time students 
are more likely to be successful and engaged than part-time students. For 
instance, students reported that academic advising is the most important 
service they get at college, but 29% of part-time students said they never 
received any advising. Part-time students are also less likely to get career 
advice on campus or discuss grades or assignments with faculty. The sur- 
vey shows that students are often holding down jobs, caring for dependents, 
or commuting long distances to school, and often don’t have time to collab- 
orate with students outside of class. It highlights schools, like Santa Fe 
Community College, that have built facilities to make it easier for students 
to collaborate and have instituted research-based approaches that encour- 
age faculty to partner with students on projects. - M.M. 

Holy hot cross buns. Schlotzsky’s, the Austin-based sandwich deli chain, is 
now part of a national food group that feasts on cinnamon buns, coffee, ice 
cream ... and now dill pickles. The homegrown sandwich concern last week 
changed ownership for the second time in less than two years. Roark 
Capital Group, an Atlanta-based private-equity firm, bought Schlotzsky’s from 
Bobby Cox Cos. Inc., of Fort Worth, for an undisclosed amount. Cox had 
picked up the company for $28.5 million in a bankruptcy sale, closing on 
the deal in early 2005. The one-time publicly traded darling had fallen into a 
deep financial hole, which ultimately led to the August 2004 firing of John 
and Jeff Wooley, who ran the company for two decades. Schlotzsky’s spent 
about three months in bankruptcy court before Cox acquired the now-private 
chain and closed a number of failing stores. Roark controls 1,400 food fran- 
chises under its Focus Brands Inc. portfolio, including Cinnabon, Seattle’s 
Best Coffee International, and Carvel Ice Cream. - Amy Smith 

Anyone interested in the rebuilding of New Orleans should head Saturday, 
Dec. 2, to the Carver Branch Library (1161 Angelina), one of a number of 
community sites throughout the country hosting, via TV link, a Unified New 
Orleans Plan Community Congress about putting the city back together.

Invisible 
No More 

Houston janitors strike a 
mighty blow for the value 
and dignity of labor

Judging by the omens, Capital Metro’s 
Houston-based, union-busting lawyer, Jeff 
Londa, will soon need to spend more time at 
home. Thanks to the heroic efforts of Houston 
janitors organized by the Service Employees 
International Union, culminating in a four- 
week strike that ended Nov. 21, corporate 
lawyers specializing in what they like to call 
“union avoidance” are anticipating a wave of 
new business. One told the Houston Chronicle 
forebodingly a few days before the janitors’ vic- 
tory, “They get the foot in the door, get a 
decent contract, and [SEIU can] use that as a 
marketing tool to show workers in other cities 
how successful they were.” There aren’t too 
many professions for which “a decent con- 
tract” for employees provides an occasion for 
dire warnings to future clients. If there’s any 
justice, Houston contractors and corporations 
will soon have persistent need of the services of 
just such bottom-feeders, as the SEIU organiz- 
ing drive spreads beyond the 5,300 janitors in 
major Houston office buildings to many thou- 
sands more service employees throughout the 
city and - who knows? - elsewhere in Texas 
and the South. 

For the record, the new contract won by the 
Houston janitors is decent only by the dismal 
standards of their prestrike employment. The 
mostly Latina workers earned an average of 
$5.25 an hour, or 10 cents more than the fed- 
eral minimum (often after many years); they 
had no health insurance, paid vacation days, or 
other benefits; and since they were largely lim- 
ited to four-hour shifts, a standard paycheck 
was $20 a day, or $100 a week. Those who 
could worked two or three jobs to try to make 
ends meet. Under the new contract, wages will 
rise to a still-miserly $7.75 over three years, 
and workers will eventually be able to buy 
health insurance for themselves and their fami- 
lies. They will have a grievance procedure and, 
in a cruel irony of the new, part-time economy, 
the right to work longer hours. 

Just as importantly, the workers have won a 
representative voice in their working condi- 
tions and a hard-won sense of dignity. As jani- 
tor Mercedes Herrera told the Los Angeles 
Times, before the union she was “an invisible 
person.” Now, she says, “I’m so happy; I’m so 
excited. We got justice. This will change my life 
for my family. . . . We worked hard, and janitors 
won big.” 


Taking the Chance 

The janitors indeed won big, but only after a 
risky monthlong strike and a series of public

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protests and civil-disobedience actions (my personal favorite 
being an afternoon human blockade in the middle of upscale 
Galleria traffic) involving both local strikers, solidarity “free- 
dom flyers” from other SEIU locals, and volunteers. Because 
office janitorial work is generally subcontracted, the janitors 
are employed not directly by building owners but by national 
subcontractors. By the same token, those subcontractors also 
have SEIU janitorial contracts (paying much higher wages) in 
New York, Chicago, Los Angeles, and elsewhere, and the 
union thereby has the capacity to spread the pressure nation- 
wide. There were some complaints in Houston business cir- 
cles about SEIU “outsiders” messing with the local (presum- 
ably docile) work force. How is it that capital is presumed to 
be free to move at light speed, anywhere across the nation 
and world, but labor is supposed to stay put, keep quiet, and 
accept whatever the local padrones condescend to pay? 

Over the Thanksgiving weekend, I spoke at length with Tom 
Balanoff (a longtime friend), head of the Illinois-based SEIU 
Local 1, which took the lead in the Houston organizing effort. 
SEIU, anchored in the service economy, is now the largest U.S. 
union and one of the few with a growing membership and 
economic strength. Balanoff is passionate about the need for 
the U.S. labor movement to give much more than lip service 
to national organizing, in the South and elsewhere, and he 
sees the Houston effort as a potential watershed moment in 
the fight. “For too long, union leaders have been content to 
manage their power,” he told me, “instead of trying to build 
that power. It’s safer and easier that way. But meanwhile, we’ve 
watched our membership decline and our strength decline.” 

By definition, organizing is risky. Balanoff and the SEIU 
first won recognition for the Houston janitors in 2005 by 
making it clear to the national contractors that their ongoing 
employee relationships depended on that recognition. 
Nevertheless the contractors - and the building owners and 
their investors, who pay the bills - didn’t believe that the 
Houston workers, weak in resources and subject to heavy 
turnover, could effectively be organized. The SEIU provided 
money, strategy, their best organizing teams, and political 
and activist solidarity. The Houston workers responded with 
their own determination to risk their precarious livelihoods 
for the prospect of a better future. “This is the most exciting 
effort I’ve ever been involved in,” said Balanoff. “We can’t let 
it end here - we have to build upon it and carry it on.” 

Respect and Dignity 

UT law professor and labor historian Jack Getman told the 
L.A. Times, “It’s obviously a major victory. Low-wage workers 
will hear the message that in solidarity lies strength. . . . It’s 
not going to immediately usher in the unionization of the 
South, but I think it’s a significant step.” What is most strik- 
ing about the Houston victory is that it was won not simply 
by work stoppages but by reaching out beyond the work 
force and the workplace, to make the janitors’ predicament a 
broadly public issue. At Chevron headquarters and a Greater 


Houston Partnership luncheon, the strikers bluntly com- 
pared the billions in current oil profits to the pittance paid 
to the janitors; others visited J.P Morgan offices to ask how 
to plan for a family’s future on $20 a day. 

As the public support for the janitors grew, cops on horse- 
back attacked demonstrators, putting elderly women in the 
hospital. The Harris County district attorney tried intimidat- 
ingly high bails on arrested protesters. Public support for the 
janitors continued to grow. 

When the strike ended, Mayor Bill White criticized some 
of the strikers’ tactics, but said, “I don’t think people under- 
stood how low the wages were and that some people were 
only working four hours a day.” He called the settlement “a 
milestone in the history of the city of Houston and, more 
importantly, something uplifting the lives of Houston resi- 
dents who are just trying to get by every single day.” A few 
days later, the Houston Chronicle, not exactly legendary as a

friend of the workingman, editorialized, “Living in Houston 
can, and should, be a guarantee that hard work will be 
rewarded with dignified treatment and a living wage. Janitors, 
their employers and labor organizers all deserve thanks for 
making Houston a more fair, more functional community.” 

That’s a sentiment bearing wide repetition, in a state bet- 
ter known for enforcing dirty work at low wages than for 
fairly rewarding honest labor. A few days ago in Austin, Cap 
Metro proudly announced it will provide wireless computer 
networks on its bus routes for suburban commuters; mean- 
while the agency continues outsourcing routes to nonunion 
contractors and finding quasi-legal ways to block union 
workers from its planned commuter rail lines. There could 
hardly be a better illustration of subsidizing privilege at the 
expense of those who make those privileges possible. 

Let us hope that the SEIU victory in Houston sparks a 
wildfire in Texas and the South, and perhaps even a nascent 
reversal of a decadeslong, successful effort by highly central- 
ized, organized capital to undermine the value of labor. It 
would be something to read a Cox newspaper - for example, 
the Austin American-Statesman - applauding “a guarantee 
that hard work will be rewarded with dignified treatment and 
a living wage.” Even better would be to hear many, many 
more voices like that of 63-year-old Austraberta Rodriguez, a 
janitor for 27 years, who told the Associated Press as she 
walked a Houston picket line: “The union has opened our 
eyes and our minds. We want more hours, better pay, but we 
also want more respect and more dignity.” ■

Yup, it’s another quiet one at West 
Second this week. We’re beginning to sense a pattern. 

What heat there is arises from the 


Capital Partners, and Las Manitas dis- 
placers White Lodging Services. Where’s the Austin answer to 
Nancy Grace when you need her?) Also up is expanded zoning for 
St. David’s Hospital, on 32nd, between 1-35 and Red River. The 
Planned Unit Development approval requested by St. D’s doesn’t 
come recommended by staff, as it would “allow incompatible 
height abutting residences to the north of the hospital.” Whether 
council goes with the carrot or the stick (or simply goes to sleep), 
look to it as a possible harbinger of the debate over the forth- 
coming Concordia campus conversion along the freeway. 

Another development-related development is Item 20, 
$750,000 to URS Corp. for decommission and deconstruction of 
Downtown’s Green Water Treatment Plant. With funding for a 
Green-sited central library approved at the polls, the 82-year-old 
plant’s fate was sealed. The structure should be razed by 
November 2008. 


So give it a plaque, already. The only intriguing initiative from 
council is Item 38, allowing for the creation of 10 memorial 
plaques to abut the forthcoming Long Center for the Perform- 
ing Arts. The res from Betty Dunkerley and Sheryl Cole directs 
City Manager Toby Futrell to work with the music commission in 
creating a selection process to name the 10 honorees. Honestly, 
let’s just call it Stevie Ray and nine others, OK?

Burial services for former state Sen. Frank Madia will be at 1pm Friday at 
Texas State Cemetery. Madia, 69, died in a fire at his San Antonio home 
over the Thanksgiving weekend. Candles from a holiday display are believed 
to have caused the blaze, which also claimed the lives of Madia’s mother-in- 
law, Mary Cruz, and 5-year-old granddaughter, Aleena Jimenez. Madia’s wife, 
Helen, remains hospitalized with injuries suffered in the early-morning Nov. 
24 fire. A rosary Mass for the 33-year lawmaker was held this morning 
(Thursday) in Helotes. The conservative Democrat and old-school gentleman 
represented San Antonio for 20 years in the state House and 13 years in 
the Senate. He resigned from the Senate in May, two months after losing a 
brutal primary race to Rep. Carlos Uresti, also of San Antonio. During the 
campaign, Uresti hammered Madia’s record of siding with Republicans on 
critical votes, including cuts to the Children’s Health Insurance Program and 
a constitutional ban on gay marriage. After his defeat, Madia reportedly invit- 
ed Uresti to his office where the two made peace during transition talks. 
Madia was expected to begin a new career as a lobbyist when the next Lege 
opens Jan. 9. In a statement, Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst, a Republican who 
campaigned for Madia during the primary, called him “a courageous lawmak- 
er who always did what he believed was best for his district and for Texas, 
even if it was politically unpopular.” - A.S. 

Gov. Rick Perry has set Dec. 19 for a special election to determine a 
replacement for Rep. Glenda Dawson, R-Pearland, who died in September. 
Dawson’s name remained on the November ballot and her fightin’ spirit went 
on to win the election in House District 29, thanks in part to a slick mailer 
that her campaign sent out just before E-Day. The mailer, which featured a 
photo of a smiling Dawson with U.S. Sen. Kay Bailey Hutchison, urged voters 
to turn out for Dawson but neglected to mention that she was dead. Dawson 
beat Democrat Anthony DiNovo, a physician, with 60.4% of the vote. DiNovo 
is the only Democrat running in this red Brazoria Co. district, while three 
Republicans have jumped into the race, with businessman Mike O’Day con- 
sidered the party establishment’s top choice over Randy Weber and John 
Gorman. O’ Day serves on the Brazoria Co. Groundwater Conservation District 
and has the blessings of Dawson’s daughter and son-in-law, and a number of 
elected officials, including House Speaker Tom Craddick. Weber, a former 


Pearland City Council member, already has three strikes against him: 
endorsements from lame duck U.S. Rep. Shelley Sekula Gibbs, Texas Eagle 
Forum head Cathie Adams, and angry homophobe state Rep. Robert Talton. 
Early voting will start Dec. 11. - A.S. 

With Texas the No. 1 wind-power producing state in the country, it’s dumb- 
founding that no windmill turbines were being produced in-state until 
now. That situation was remedied Monday when Round Rock-based 
TECO-Westinghouse Motor Company announced it would partner with 
Composite Technology Corp. of California to begin producing wind turbines 
next year. According to TECO-Westinghouse spokeswoman Lana DeLeon, the 
turbines (known as DeWind D8.2) will begin blowing out their doors by June 
of next year, once some modifications are made to their facility. About 52 tur- 
bines will be built in 2007, DeLeon said, but that production will balloon to 
more than 200 in 2008. TECO-Westinghouse also expects to add up to 150 
jobs at the Round Rock facility, she said. - Daniel Mottola 

Woo hoo! Six states - Arizona, Montana, Nevada, Missouri, Colorado, and Ohio - 
voted in November to raise their minimum wages above the federal level, stuck 
at a pathetic $5.15 an hour since 1997. Twenty-nine states - the likes of which, 
believe it or not, do not include progressive Texas - have now gone over our inef- 
fective, inefficient Congress’ head to move forward. Has their disobedience paid 
off? Hell yes - at least according to a study released Nov. 27 by labor-focused 
think tank the Economic Policy Institute (www.epi.org/content.cfm/bpl76). In State 
Minimum Wages: A Policy That Works, economist Paul Wolfson concludes that in 
states with minimum wages above the federal level, “wages are higher and 
employment is no lower” than in states with wages at the federal level. The 
median minimum wage in the 17 states on which he focused - those who had 
raised their hourly wage above the federal minimum by 1995 - was “more than 
25 percent higher than the federal value,” according to an EPI briefing. For more 
in the Chronicle on this issue, see “Minimum Wage Murmurs,” Oct. 20, 2006.

Believe it or not, the EPA recognized the Port of Houston recently for renew- 
ing its commitment to the Performance Track program, which challenges com- 
panies and organizations to implement environmentally beneficial practices 
focused on measurable, beyond-regulatory-compliance results. Flanked by 
petrochemical facilities, with visibly funky water, the Port of Houston doesn’t 
appear the picture of environmental utopia on the surface, but since becoming 
the first U.S. port to join Performance Track three years ago, POH has com- 
mitted to reduce total water use by 5%, nonhazardous waste by 15%, emis- 
sions of volatile organic compounds by 15%, and energy use by 10%. It also 
plans to build about 70 acres of wetland from recycled construction material. 
Performance Track, since its inception in 2000, has grown to 417 members 
in 46 states who have collectively reduced their water use by 3.5 billion gal- 
lons, cut the equivalent of 88,000 metric tons of greenhouse gas emissions, 
and conserved more than 14,000 acres of land, according to the EPA. Here 
in Austin, a Performance Track members include 3M, Applied Materials, and 
Freescale Semiconductor.

It's the Carbon, Stupid! 

Though plans by various Texas utilities to build 19 new 
coal-fired power plants have drawn widespread criticism for 
increases in smog, ozone, fine particle, and mercury pollution 
they’ll pump into the air, most acrimonious is the plants’ con- 
tribution to climate change - the impending catastrophe 
caused by fossil-fuel combustion gasses (namely carbon diox- 
ide) building up atmospherically and keeping heat from radiat- 
ing into space. Texas is the nation’s foremost C0 2 emitter (If 
we were a country, we’d rank seventh globally, according to an 
Environmental Defense study), and the new plants would dou- 
ble our output. The good news is that there are viable alterna- 
tives to meet the state’s growing energy needs. The bad news 
is that our state honchos, awash in utility cash, lack the lead- 
ership to pursue them. 

Worse still, as hearings on the coal plants’ environmental 
permits begin this week, many people are shocked to learn 
that the state environmental agency has outright refused to 
consider C0 2 emissions in permitting decisions. Texas Com- 
mission on Environmental Quality spokeswoman Andrea 
Morrow said, “C0 2 is not a regulated pollutant,” explaining 
that if the federal government determines otherwise, “we’ll 
look at it at that point.” Meanwhile, other states and countries 
- including the 165 Kyoto agreement member nations, 5,000 
delegates at a recent United Nations Climate Change Confer- 
ence, 30 U.S. states that have addressed climate change, 
and 14 with specific coal-based greenhouse gas reduction ini- 
tiatives - are acting on stark warnings from scientists that 
some 60-80% of global C0 2 emissions must be cut in order to 
avert climate change’s near-term predicted effects: devastat- 
ing flooding, intensifying catastrophic storms, drought, crop 
die-offs, insect plagues, and species extinction. Observers 
fear utilities are rushing to have their plants permitted - with 
the help of Gov. Rick Perry’s permit fast-tracking executive 
order last October - before an anticipated federal carbon-cap- 
ping legislation is passed, saddling utility customers with a 
higher cost of coal-generated power. 

The justification for the Texas “coal rush” is an estimate by 
the Electric Reliability Council of Texas (which oversees 
85% of Texas’ deregulated energy markets) that electricity 
supplies will dip below the 12.5% mandated reserve margin by 
2008 due to growing populations. The ERCOT estimate was 
cited both by Perry in a September Dallas Morning News op-ed, 
and repeatedly by the massive PR blitz of Dallas utility giant 
TXU, which is proposing 11 of the 19 plants. According to 
campaign finance watchdogs Texans for Public Justice, 

Perry received $242,150 from TXU between January of 2003 
and November of 2006 - including money from TXU’s PACs, 
former TXU executive Earle Nye, and employees who gave 
money directly. 

Carol Biedrzycki, director of the nonprofit Texas Ratepay- 
ers' Organization to Save Energy, points out that TXU has 
a representative on all of ERCOT’s boards. “The generating 
companies go to ERCOT and get them to say that Texas badly 
needs new capacity,” Biedrzycki said. “Then they go to TCEQ 
and say, ‘We’d love to help you reduce emissions, but we can’t 


because ERCOT is telling us we need to keep these dirty old 
plants running and build some new ones because ERCOT is 
worried about having enough electricity to meet demand.’” She 
faulted Perry’s fast-tracking orders for putting TCEQ staffers, 
employed to expertly evaluate the coal permits, in the position 
of disagreeing with the governor if they find a discrepancy. She 
also wondered why Perry’s executive orders didn’t include 
energy efficiency measures, and she ultimately blamed today’s 
woes on the legislature’s 1999 decision to deregulate much 
of the state’s electricity market, which simultaneously eliminat- 
ed long-term state energy planning and the Public Utility 
Commission of Texas’ practice of certifying power plants 
(prior to permitting) based on whether they were the best tech- 
nology, if their added capacity could be met with efficiency 
measures, and their public health and environmental costs. 
Today, “there’s no one at the state whose job it is to lay out a 
long-term strategic energy plan, said Colin Rowan, communi- 
cation director for the Austin office of Environmental 
Defense. “Gov. Perry and the state’s primary source of infor- 
mation is TXU.” 

A study released last week by ED turns the coal-rush argument 
on its head, while illuminating a clean, economical path to main- 
taining energy reserves through 2010. “Assuming the most 
aggressive building schedule, none of these [coal] plants would 
be built until 2009 at the earliest,” the study reads. “The pro- 
posed coal plants will give Texas more power than we need, two 
years after we need it, and more pollution than we can afford.” 
Meeting energy needs with efficiency tactics costs less 
than half as much as the coal plants, according to the study. 
ED calls for a fivefold increase to the state energy efficiency 
standards, which now require utilities to offset 10% of their 
new electricity demand with efficiency programs (such as 
incentives to replace old ACs and appliances and to better 
insulate homes). ED also calls for a doubling of so-called 
interruptible load programs that give utilities the ability to 
cycle off customers’ air conditioners for 10-minute spans dur- 
ing peak demand (some 50,000 Austin Energy business and 
residential customers already participate). In this scenario, 
Texas would have to add only 700 megawatts (about one 
power plant worth) of new generating capacity a year in 2010 
and 2011 to maintain reserve margins, according to the study. 
And if that capacity isn’t achieved through a combination of 
solar, wind, biomass, or geothermal renewable energy (all 
with vast statewide potential), it could come from ultraefficient 
combined heating and power natural gas plants (like the 
one at Austin’s new Dell Children’s Hospital) or through coal 
gasification or integrated gasification combined cycle 
aka clean coal plants, which are up to 90% cleaner and are 
capable of capturing C0 2 . 

TXU has indicated that it plans to proceed with its plant 
applications as proposed. But in a recent statement respond- 
ing to mounting criticism, the company said it’s addressing the 
issue by making new coal plants more efficient, investing up 
to $2 billion in IGCC or related research, and though “there is 
currently no economical technology to capture and sequester 
C0 2 , TXU is investing today to make its [proposed] plants car- 
bon capture-ready.” None of TXU’s proposed plants use IGCC 
technology, though one other utility’s proposed plant will.

Of 19 proposed coal plants seeking permit approval, 
only one would use the newer, cleaner integrated 
gasification combined cycle technology. Energy giant 
TXU wants to build 11 of the 19 plants. 


Perry’s op-ed speciously repeated TXU’s promise to offset 
new plant emissions while reducing its plants’ statewide pollu- 
tion by 20% - reductions critics point out would be mandated 
by federal law regardless. He also characterized those advo- 
cating something other than building new coal plants as an 
“extreme element of the environmental community that oppos- 
es additional energy capacity no matter what,” adding that 
“they want to return us to the era of horse and buggy - except 
they would probably complain about the methane gas from 
horse manure, too.” 

“It’s bad, it’s getting worse fast, we’re running out of time, 
and it’s primarily caused by burning fossil fuels,” said U.S. 
Department of Energy scientist Chuck Kutschner of global 
warming at a recent conference. He insisted that the U.S. 
must lead other nations by example and “factor carbon reduc- 
tion into every energy decision,” and coined the phrase, “it’s 
the carbon, stupid,” an adaptation of the Clinton-campaign say- 
ing, “it’s the economy, stupid.” If only Perry and other leaders 
could get that through their heads. - Daniel Mottola

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Coal's Body Count 


At least 240 premature deaths per year - 
roughly 12,000 over the next 50 years - will be 
caused by toxic pollution from the 19 coal-fired 
power plants proposed for construction statewide, 
according to a report released last week. Tom 
“Smitty” Smith, director of Public Citizen’s Texas 
office, which commissioned the report along with 
the Austin-based Sustainable Energy and Economic 
Development Coalition, called the report’s pre- 
dicted death toll “an unacceptable price to pay 
for power” and said “there are cheaper, cleaner, 
and cooler alternatives that could be used to 
meet Texas’ needs for electrical energy.” 

The analysis for the report, titled Premature 
Mortality From Proposed New Coal-Fired Power 
Plants in Texas, was conducted by Wisconsin- 
based MSB Energy Associates Inc. using an EPA 
model and emissions figures from individual per- 
mit applications filed with the Texas Commission 
on Environmental Quality. The actual killers, says 
the report, are fine particles or particulate mat- 
ter: soot, acid droplets, or metals originating from 
combustion sources such as power plants or die- 
sel trucks. Particulates can be inhaled deeply 
into the lungs and absorbed into the blood- 
stream, evading the body’s natural defenses and 
causing respiratory and cardiac damage and pos- 
sibly cancer. The report said researchers have 
demonstrated particulate-related mortality at low 
concentrations and that victims lose an average 
of 14 years of life. Based on the EPA-established 
$6 million economic cost per premature death, 
the report found the total cost to be more than 
$1.4 billion per year and nearly $72 billion over 
the plants’ life spans. 

Singled out by the report was Dallas mega-utility 
TXU, planning 11 of the 19 total pulverized coal 
plants statewide (the other, proposed by another 
utility, is an Integrated Gasification Combined 
Cycle, aka “clean coal plant,” technology TXU 
claims is too advanced to build). The report says 
pollution from TXU’s plants is expected to cause 
177 premature mortalities per year and 8,869 
over the lifetimes of its plants - equaling 73% of 
the premature deaths from all the plants. 

TXU spokeswoman Kimberley Morgan, in an e- 
mailed response said, “Our families live near 
these plants, and we care about the health and 
safety of our employees and communities. We 
operate in a way consistent with all environmen- 
tal rules and regulations to protect human health. 
TXU is actually reducing key emissions.” TCEQ 


spokeswoman Lisa Wheeler reiterated TXU’s claim 
that it will cut sulfur dioxide and nitrogen oxides 
(smog and ozone causers, which include particu- 
lates, or “PM”) by 20% if its new plants are per- 
mitted. Under those circumstances, “we don’t 
expect an increase in PM, and we don’t expect an 
increase in premature mortality,” she said, adding 
that “Texas is currently in compliance with PM 
standards.” Asked how the agency would ensure 
that TXU makes its promised reductions, TCEQ 
Spokesman Terry Clawson said he was unsure. 
TXU’s Morgan asserted that “there is no link 
between current power plant emissions and 
human health impacts.”

Contrarily, Dr. Lisa Doggett, director of Austin 
Physicians for Social Responsibility said, “Already, 
we are seeing more deaths from pollution than 
from drunk driving or murder. In Texas, as a result 
of global warming and pollution from coal plants, 
we can expect more frequent and severe asthma 
attacks, more strokes, and worsening of heart 
and lung problems. Patients with asthma and 
chronic lung disease already crowd the waiting 
room of my clinic, and emergency rooms across 
our state.” In Austin, she said, the new plants 
would translate to more ozone-related asthma 
and breathing ailments, especially in kids. 
Rancher Paul Rolke, who lives between Waco and 
College Station, about 12 miles from the existing 
Twin Oaks coal plant, founded Robertson County 
Our Land Our Lives (www.ourlandourlives.net) to 
fight the massive TXU Oak Grove plant, which 
would be six miles from his home. “We knew all 
along that there was a body count from these 
plants. Now we have the data to quantify it,” he 
said. “I hope this will wake up our neighbors, 
many of whom have been persuaded that the 
plants are a good thing based on the promise of 
jobs and economic development, and by TXU’s 
relentless PR campaign, which spins the facts 
faster than the steam turbines they are building.”

Kyle looking on board 

The city of Kyle is likely to be among the first jurisdictions to support 
the Austin-San Antonio commuter rail proposal, if only because it’s most 
familiar with the types of financing vehicles that could support the line. 

The Austin-San Antonio commuter rail proposal - not to be confused 
with Capital Metro’s Leander-to-Downtown rail line - has been under 
discussion since 2003. The difference is not only in its route but in its 
financing vehicle. Despite some fits and starts, Capital Metro has man- 
aged to fund its starter rail line under one referendum to one group of 

voters for authorization of one 
bond issue. (A second bond ref- 
erendum on a circulator system - 
actually about four times the cost 
of the starter line - will follow.) 

The Austin-San Antonio 
Intermunicipal Commuter Rail 
District, on the other hand, is at 
the mercy of both the state and 
numerous local jurisdictions. 
Financing this 112-mile commut- 
er rail line with 15 stations 
between Georgetown and San 
Antonio - which will run on a $40 
million a year operating budget - 
will require $612 million bonds 
leveraged off local contributions 
and passenger fares, plus state rail relocation funds, plus annual operat- 
ing funds already offered up by Capital Metro and VIA, San Antonio’s tran- 
sit authority. That’s a lot of moving parts for the rail district to manage. 

Months of meetings have discussed the viability of the rail project - pro- 
jected costs and trip estimates - plus the best way to require the jurisdic- 
tions along the route to participate, either through the number of stations, 
the number of passengers, or the size of the jurisdiction. Austin and San

Antonio, for instance, are the largest cities, and each has four stations. 
San Marcos may have only a single station, but that station may have a 
preponderance of passenger boardings if the rail line has, as expected, a 
broad appeal for college students going to and from both Austin and San 
Antonio. As one board member put it, the city of San Marcos could be 
penalized under such a plan for simply being too popular. 

The rail district finally landed on numbers, and those numbers are 
being rolled out over the next three months to various agencies, from 
city councils to Capital Metro to the Capital Area Metropolitan 
Planning Organization. At a recent presentation of the rail district’s 
proposal at Kyle City Hall, City Manager Tom Mattis and members of 
the City Council and Planning Commission were fairly receptive to the 
plan, despite the annual $1 million to $2 million price tag, which 
would be Kyle’s portion of the bill. 

That’s because the money would come from a tax-incre- 
ment financing district, set up by the city or county, around 
the proposed station. In Kyle, that station will be located on 
a greenfield site just outside the established and popular 
Plum Creek subdivision on FM 1626. Mattis says 
the area around the station - which the rail district 
predicts could bring in about $400 million in 
new tax base - is ripe for development. Kyle 
looks at the site and doesn’t just see the 
rail station; it also sees the neighbor- 
hood retail and new tax base that will 
spring up around it. Despite its size, Kyle 
is no stranger to tax-increment finance 
districts, Mattis said. Much of the recent 
city infrastructure in Kyle, including 
enhanced gateway bridges and the new 
City Hall, was paid for through a TIF zone. 

If the rail district gets significant buy-in 
from the jurisdictions along the line, the 
Georgetown-to-Austin line could be in operation by 
2012. While no passenger fares have yet to be set, the 
one-way fare from Austin to San Antonio would likely be in the 
range of $12. - Kimberly Reeves

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Frank 'the Fetus' Strikes Again 


Seemingly undaunted by his failure to push 
through legislation in 2005 that sought to 
protect “pharmacists of conscience” (that 
is, pro-life pill counters) from having to fill 
scrips for emergency contraceptives - or by 
the larger defeat inherent in the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration’s decision to 
approve over-the-counter sales status for the 
EC Plan B - Rep. Frank "the Fetus” Corte, 
R-San Antonio, is gearing up his 2007 this-is- 
where-life-begins agenda with several pieces 
of prefiled legislation, including a bill that 
again attempts to complicate access to emer- 
gency contraceptives. 

After more than three years of wrangling and 
delays, the FDA on Aug. 24 approved a bid to 
make Plan B (the so-called “morning-after 
pill”) available for OTC sales to women 18 
and older. Plan B contains a higher than nor- 
mal dose of the hormones contained in regu- 
lar birth control pills and is used to prevent 
unwanted pregnancy when taken within 72 
hours of unprotected sex. But Corte’s House 
Bill 23 seeks to codify an incomplete defini- 
tion of EC, requires pharmacists to counsel 
Plan B buyers based on the incomplete infor- 
mation and to post an obscenely large sign 
near cash registers that contains info about 
conception, and, finally, requires pharmacies 
to collect personal information on customers 
to be kept on file for at least two years. 

Specifically, Corte’s front-running legislative 
stinker would define emergency contracep- 
tives as drugs that “prevent pregnancy by pre- 
venting fertilization of an egg or preventing 
implantation of an egg in a uterus,” conve- 
niently leaving out the third way EC can work, 
by preventing ovulation altogether. It also 
requires pharmacists to “inform” Plan B cus- 
tomers - “orally and in writing” - that the 
drug “may prevent” fertilization or implanta- 
tion, and requires all businesses that sell 
Plan B to post signs “in clear view of each 
cash register” that are “at least” iy 2 feet tall 
and 2 feet wide, reading (in “block letters”): 

“If you believe that life begins at fertilization - 
the point where the sperm and egg unite - 
then you need to know that emergency contra- 
ception may either function as a contraceptive 
to prevent the egg and sperm from uniting or 


prevent the implantation of your already fertil- 
ized egg in your womb.” And finally, in addition 
to requiring that customers present valid 
photo identification - Plan B is only approved 
for OTC sales to adults 18 and older - HB 23 
requires customers to sign for the drug and 
requires pharmacists to keep records of cus- 
tomer names and dates of sale for at least 
two years - a provision destined to raise pri- 
vacy issues. 

To hear Corte staffer and spokeswoman 
Kathi Seay tell it, however, Corte’s bill in no 
way seeks to constrict access to Plan B. 
Rather, she says, it’s merely a way to ensure 
“informed consent,” a way to make sure 
that women know exactly what they’re getting 
into - it would protect pharmacists from 
“women, some day, down the line” coming 
back to complain they weren’t aware the pill 
might “prevent fertilization” or egg implanta- 
tion. And, she says, there is no intention to 
mislead by omitting the fact that Plan B could 
prevent ovulation - that, she says, is implied 
in the fact that the pill can prevent fertiliza- 
tion. (Specific language regarding ovulation 
could be added to the text, she said.) 

As innocent as Seay’s explanation may 
sound, Sarah Wheat, former executive direc- 
tor of NARAL Pro-Choice Texas and now public 
affairs director for Austin Planned Parent- 
hood, ain’t buying it: “I think [Corte’s] goal is 
to try to confuse folks about what emergency 
contraceptives are and aren’t.” The decision 
to include medically inaccurate information - 
specifically, she says, by omitting the fact that 
Plan B may function to prevent ovulation alto- 
gether, distinct from preventing fertilization - 
belies Corte’s real agenda, Wheat suggests, 
which is (as it has appeared to be in nearly 
every legislative session) to find a backdoor 
way to legally define fertilization as the point 
at which life begins. “This is an ideological 
definition of what EC is that is not backed by 
science or by the FDA,” Wheat says. 

Although the House State Affairs 
Committee, where Corte’s various pro-life bills 
typically land, is no bastion of liberal (or even 
moderate) thinking, it is entirely unclear what 
lawmakers would do with HB 23. To date, 
Corte’s contraceptive-related offerings haven’t 


wooed the committee members - and HB 23 
is unlikely to break the ice, in large part 
because in approving Plan B for OTC sales, 
the FDA incorporated into its ruling all of the 
guidelines for sale, including pertinent drug- 
fact information. In other words, the feds 
have got it covered and aren’t likely in need of 
Corte’s after-the-fact revisions - including his 
assertion that egg-meets-sperm equals life. In 
short, “If the FDA doesn’t require [these provi- 
sions], I don’t understand why Frank Corte is 
requiring them,” Wheat says. “He is trying to 
make the pharmacy and pharmacist an agent 
for promoting his pro-life agenda.” 

Seay disagrees. She says that while the 
FDA has included relevant drug facts - ones 
that she says are similar to those contained 


in HB 23 - the information, inserted into drug 
packaging, is often lengthy - and, as such, 
people simply don’t read it. “People don’t 
read [package inserts],” she said, “and they 
can be particularly long.” In other words, HB 
23 is designed as something of a CliffsNotes 
for the drug-fact-information-challenged set. 
Indeed, Seay suggests, there’s nothing about 
the signage proposed under HB 23, for exam- 
ple, that is different from other required post- 
ings, like restricting gun-toting in stores or 
selling tobacco to minors - some products 
just “warrant” efforts to provide “extra infor- 
mation,” she says. “If you know, up front, that 
[Plan B] is preventing the implantation of an 
egg, and you’re fine with it, [then] go for it.”

Fam-Planning Uproar 

Twenty-four organizations - including Planned Parenthood 
Federation of America, the National Organization for Women, 
and the Union of Concerned Scientists - signed on to a letter 
sent Nov. 21 to Health and Human Services Secretary 
Michael Leavitt, urging him to reconsider the appointment of 
pro-life, anti-contraceptive doctor Eric Keroack to be deputy 
assistant secretary for population affairs, charged with 
oversight and administration of the nation’s family-planning 
program funds. 

The federal fam-planning program provides reproductive 
health care - often the most comprehensive preventative 
care available to low-income, uninsured women - administered 
with Title X welfare funding, which provides services to 
more than 5 million women a year, on average. Instead of 
appointing a more mainstream health care expert to oversee 
the 35-plus-year-old program, President George W. Bush last 
week tapped Keroack - a proponent of abstinence-only educa- 
tion who is the medical director for the group A Woman’s 
Concern, which operates several crisis pregnancy centers 
in the Boston area, which, under Keroack’s supervision, do not 


provide access to birth control or referrals for women seek- 
ing birth control. 

“The crass commercialization and distribution of birth con- 
trol is demeaning to women, degrading of human sexuality, 
and adverse to human health and happiness,” reads the 
group’s policy on birth control. “AWC also accepts evidence 
demonstrating that distribution of birth control, especially 
among adolescents, actually increases ... out-of-wedlock preg- 
nancy and abortion.” Better than birth control, according to 
AWC, is the pursuit of “sexual purity” - or, in AWC speak, 
“attaining self-mastery through sexual self-restraint.” 

How exactly that righteous-sounding philosophy makes 
Keroack the best choice to head up a program dedicated to 
providing broad access to health care, contraception, and, 
more generally, medically accurate information is a real mys- 
tery. “Given that much of Dr. Keroack’s career appears to 
have been dedicated to dissuading women from availing 
themselves of family planning services, we believe that Dr. 
Keroack would neither be inclined nor should he be trusted to 
carry out and enforce the goals of Title X,” reads the letter, 
signed by a variety of health and family-planning advocates. 
“We strongly believe that ... Keroack’s views are out of step 
with scientific evidence, the mandates of the Title X program, 


and the 98% of American women who will use birth control 
during their reproductive lives. Clients seeking contraception, 
STD testing, information, and counseling have a right to 
expect health services that reflect sound public health goals 
rather than a political agenda.” 

Congressional Democrats - including several likely to 
head up committees that oversee HHS funding and opera- 
tions - also voiced concerns about Keroack’s appointment 
in two letters sent to Leavitt, echoing the content of the one 
penned by the family-planning groups. Nonetheless, it 
appears that, so far, HHS is standing firm. HHS spokeswom- 
an Christina Pearson told reporters this week that Keroack 
isn’t opposed to birth control - he actually prescribed con- 
traceptives while working in private practice - and “did fami- 
ly planning with patients at their request as part of his pri- 
vate physician role,” statements that, nicely yet obviously, 
skim right past Keroack’s more recent involvement with the 
AWC. Further, Pearson told the Washington Post, Keroack 
was a certified ob-gyn for 10 whole years - though he 
recently “inadvertently missed” his recertification deadline. 
Never fear, though. Pearson says Keroack “plans to seek” 
recertification soon.

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Shining Light on Campus Discrimination 


The University of Texas administration 
has publicly condemned acts of racism on 
campus when they’ve occurred, such as at the 
recent Ghetto Fabulous party that featured UT 
law students in black face. But according to a 
new report by the UT Queer Students 
Alliance, the administration has not done 
enough to discourage homophobic behavior, 
and gay students are paying the price. 

Ryan Miller, co-director of the QSA, says 
he experiences regular verbal harassment. “It 
seems like it’s been getting worse,” Miller 
says. “About every week or so, I’ll be walking 
along campus with my friends, and people will 
start yelling at us out of car windows. It’s 
clear that they feel safe harassing us. They’re 
not worried about facing any consequences.” 

The QSA board of directors decided that 
issuing a report would be more effective than 
taking on individual issues one at a time. So 
they surveyed the UT LGBT community to get 


a sense of how gay and transgendered stu- 
dents felt on campus. A majority reported 
having a positive experience overall, but Miller 
says some have had horrible experiences. 
“Many did not feel comfortable being affec- 
tionate with their partners on campus,” he 
says. “Some had even been discriminated 
against in classes, by professors.” 

The QSA’s report is almost 200 pages and 
has around 70 recommendations about what 
UT administrators should do to make LGBT 
students feel more comfortable. Miller says 
the most important step is for the top UT 
administrators to make it clear that homopho- 
bic behavior will not be tolerated. “There 
should be a message of inclusiveness that 
comes from the top,” Miller says. “I want to 
end the silence of LGBT issues on campus. 
This has to come from the president of the 
university, and he can direct other depart- 
ments to make changes.” 


The report recommends everything from 
creating LGBT fraternities to providing bene- 
fits for domestic partners of faculty and staff. 
A few of the recommendations are simple and 
could be easily implemented, Miller says. “The 
lack of individual, gender-neutral restrooms 
on campus is a huge issue for the transgendered

students,” he says. “There are already many 
single-stall restrooms that could easily become 
gender-neutral and have a lock on the door.” 
The university appears to be listening. 

Miller and other QSA members have met with 


UT President William Powers Jr. and other 
top administrators. Gregory Vincent, the 
recently hired vice-president of diversity, says 
the university is still considering which recom- 
mendations can be adopted. “We’ve been 
meeting regularly to figure out the best 
approach,” Vincent says. “One important 
structural change is that the Gender and 
Sexuality Center will be reporting directly to 
my office, which will help us work together.” 
The Gender and Sexuality Center is funded by 
student fees and provides workshops for gay 
and transgendered students, as well as a 
safe space to hang out. 

Vincent sees these concerns as part of a 
bigger challenge. “We are planning to create a 
diversity institute that would offer work- 
shops and classes on diversity,” he says. “I 
would like to partner with the Greek organiza- 
tions and see if they would make diversity 
training part of their orientation. I don’t want 
to mandate classes for student groups, but I 
can provide opportunities and try and partner 
with them.” - Michael May

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Polygamous Prophet Update 


The child bride known in court records as Jane Doe No. 4, the alleged 
victim of a “spiritual marriage” arranged and presided over by polygamist 
prophet Warren Jeffs - leader of the breakaway Mormon sect the 
Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of Latterclay Saints - testi- 
fied in a Utah court Nov. 22 that her forced marriage in 2001 to her first 
cousin was the “darkest time in my entire life.” Her often tearful testimo- 
ny came on the first day of a preliminary hearing in state court that will 
determine whether the state has sufficient evidence to try 50-year-old 
Jeffs on charges of rape-as-accomplice for his role in arranging the mar- 
riage between Doe, then 14, and her 19-year-old cousin. 

Jeffs was arrested this year after being on the lam for well more 
than a year, dodging the Utah charges, lesser state charges in Arizona 
also related to arranging polygamist unions, and finally, a federal 
charge of unlawful flight to avoid prosecution. Jeffs was added to the 
FBI’s Most Wanted list in May and eventually had a $100K booty 
attached to his head. Until his arrest in August by a Nevada 
state trooper, the prophet hadn’t been seen in public since 
January 2004, when he was spotted at the gated FLDS 
compound just outside the West Texas town of 
Eldorado, consecrating the site where the FLDS’ 
first-ever temple now stands. If convicted of the 
rape charges, Jeffs, leader of a 
10,000-member flock of funda- Warren Jeffs 

mentalist Mormons, could face up 
to life in prison. 

To win a conviction, Utah prosecutors will have to 
prove - beyond reasonable doubt - that Jeffs 
ordered Doe not only to marry her cousin, but also 
to submit to sex with him. Under Utah law (which, in 
part, defines rape as sex between a minor - 14 to 18 
years old - and someone more than three years older) 
a third party can be charged with rape if they solicit, 
entice, or coerce the action. In court documents, Jeffs’ 
attorney, Walter Bugden, reportedly asserts that 





Jeffs did not play that role: “merely by acting as the [FLDS’] religious 
leader, [Jeffs] did not affirmatively act to request, command, encour- 
age or intentionally aid ... in enticing or coercing” Doe, Bugden wrote. 
Jeffs claims he didn’t know Doe had consummated her spiritual mar- 
riage - not a legal union, yet nonetheless formal under church doc- 
trine. (For more on the FLDS, see “Meet the New Neighbors,” July 29, 
2005.) Furthermore, Jeffs and followers consider the state’s actions 
nothing more than religious persecution - a defense unlikely to fly in 
court since the Utah Supremes earlier this year ruled that religious 
freedom is no defense to statutory rape. 

Persecution fantasies aside, Doe was adamant in court that she did 
appeal to Jeffs and his father, Rulon, who in 2001 was still officially 
head of the FLDS - although Warren had already assumed many of the 
prophet duties - and other FLDS officials to block the marriage. It 
didn’t work. “I said, ‘I’m not willing to marry my cousin.’ Everything is 
telling me not to do this. Every part of my soul,” Doe reportedly testi- 
fied. But Jeffs told her the marriage “was a revelation from God,” she 
continued, “and this was an honor, (and) if you do not do this, your 
future will be in jeopardy.” Doe said she was threatened with ban- 
ishment and told she would be barred from entering the “celes- 
tial kingdom” if she didn’t submit to the union. She wept 
while being fitted with her gown, she testified, and 
refused to say “I do” during the ceremony, held in room 
No. 15 at the Caliente Hot Springs Motel in 
Caliente, Nev. - roughly 150 miles from the FLDS 
stronghold historically known as Short Creek, made 
up of the twin towns of Hildale, Utah, and Colorado 
City, Ariz., just north of the Grand Canyon - a site 
reportedly chosen in order to duck Utah laws banning 
polygamist unions involving teen girls. “I felt totally 
powerless, trapped,” Doe testified. “I was scared. I 
didn’t have anywhere to go. My salvation was in jeopar- 
dy. I knew nothing else but what was in [FLDS] society. 

. I honestly wanted to die. I was so scared.” 

Jeffs’ preliminary hearing is in St. George, Utah; state 
court will resume Dec. 14. Until then, he’ll remain in the 
Purgatory Correctional Facility in Hurricane, Utah. -Jordan Smith 






FORMER ACTV HEAD 
GETS SEVEN YEARS 

Former Austin Community 
Television Executive Director 
John Villarreal (r) was 
sentenced Monday to seven 
years in jail for embezzling 
$354,000 from the public 
access station, bringing a nearly two-year cycle 
of accusation and investigation to an abrupt end. 
Villarreal was suspended for nonperformance of 
duties on Dec. 21, 2004. Unbeknownst to ACTV's 
board, however, he had drafted a letter of 
resignation the day before, a cryptic, two- 
sentence note saying he was unable to perform 
his duties. His fast departure fueled speculation 
around the station that he pocketed operating 
funds from ACTV's bank account. 

Following investigation by the city auditor's 
office and the district attorney, Villarreal was 
indicted in March of 2006 for aggregated theft over 
$200,000, a felony. (Meanwhile, ACTV was reborn 
under new management as Public Access 
Community Television, or PACT, in September of 
2005.) At sentencing Monday, several details of 
Villarreal's embezzlement were established. The 
largest portion, $193,000, was taken as straight 
cash, while $47,000 went to the purchase and lease 
of used cars. Villarreal also bought season tickets 
for Longhorn football and paid off a student loan. 

Villarreal's attorney, Janet Stockard, citing the 
nonviolent nature of the crime, asked for proba- 
tion for her client, while assistant DA Patty Rob- 
ertson wanted 10 years. Judge Mike Lynch hewed 
closer to Robertson's request, noting the public 
trust Villarreal's former job required. Villarreal 
will begin his sentence next month. - Wells Dunbar

So is Neil. He’s pretending that Ignite! 
would be getting these federal dollars, inves- 
tors, donations, and sales even if his name 
was, say, Neil Jones. 


RESPONDING TO LABOR 

At last, the national government is 
responding to the widening income gap 
and the severe economic side effects of 
greed-fueled globalization by extending real 
power to labor unions and cracking down 
on sweatshop goods. 

Unfortunately ... this national government 
is not our own. It’s China’s. Yes, the Chinese 
rulers, who have a brutal record of repressing 
labor, have suddenly embraced a new doc- 
trine of protecting worker rights. This is not 
altruism at work but self-preservation - the 
ruling elites are in a sweat over massive 
social unrest there. So, they’ve proposed a 
new law to empower formerly toothless labor 
unions to negotiate on wages, safety protec- 
tions, and workplace rules.

Wherein our reporter pursues the bad guys, abhors Problem People, studies community policing, 
and earns a perfect-attendance Koozie in the APD's Citizen Police Academy 


hen you imagine a 10-hour ride-along with a cop, there’s a 
lot of stuff you expect - sirens, squealing tires, tense con- 
frontations, handcuffs . . . mine began with a dead battery 

I was scheduled to tag along on a 3pm- lam Saturday patrol shift with 
Officer George Silvio, a friendly, mild-mannered guy in his mid-30s. He 
jumped the car while I waited in the break room reading the bulletin 
board. I probably read everything half a dozen times - a Cops for Christ 
flier, a fatal-shootings stat sheet, a workers’ compensation notice, a 
memo regarding civil-service proceedings appealing Officer Julie 
Schroeder’s indefinite suspension - before Officer Silvio returned. He 
had us on the road around 4pm; by five, hot on the case of an aban- 
doned Camry in a turn lane, we had a flat tire. 

We’d pulled into a parking lot nearby, where two different people help- 
fully pointed out the flat, and it was there - as a city maintenance truck 
was arriving to change our tire; a tow truck sat idle, having popped a cable 
while attempting to fetch the Camry; a second tow truck was backing into 
the turn lane to try again; and Silvio was directing traffic in his yellow 
reflective vest, which he’d retrieved, neatly folded, from somewhere 
behind his seat - that I realized my turn on the mean streets of Austin 
wouldn’t remotely resemble an episode of Cops or even The Wire. 

Instead, my day-in-the-life-of-a-lawman would be more like one of 
those illustrated pages from a Richard Scarry book. Just like Farmer 
Alfalfa and Grocer Cat, Officer Silvio and his fellow municipal workers 
were each performing a modest but indispensable service in the intri- 
cately connected web of life that is Busytown. 

Citizen Ambassadors 

It turns out there are people riding around with Austin Police 
Department cops all the time, from cadets in training to Victim Services 
Division volunteers to psychology students. There are so many, in fact, 


that had I not ridden this particular weekend, I’d have had to wait a 
couple of months before the schedule opened again - the fate of one of 
my classmates. We were all supposed to ride with an officer the weekend 
of Aug. 11-12 as part of the Citizen Police Academy, a free course 
designed by the APD to show regular people what it’s like to be a cop. 
Though few people really know about citizen police academies (or 
understand them - “Does that mean you can make citizen’s arrests?” 
everyone always asks), they’re increasingly popular. About 45% of U.S. 
police departments offer some kind of CPA, and most of them, like the 
one APD offers, are structured as once-a-week classes stretching over 
about 11 weeks. 

Some CPAs target specific groups, like senior citizens, teenagers, busi- 
nesses, or minority communities, but the basic goal is always the same: 
to create diplomats. CPA graduates go out into the world and tell their 
friends that the police are really just big cuddly teddy bears - or at least 
not some species of unthinking blue ogre ready to pounce on the guilty 
and innocent alike. An added bonus is that graduates tend to advocate 
for things like better police pay, and some even join alumni societies, 
which help police departments in all kinds of tangible, cost-saving ways. 

In Austin, CPA grads volunteer to process crime-scene photos, role-play 
during training exercises, or drink on APD’s dime so that cadets can 
practice field sobriety testing. They also raise funds for things that don’t 
quite make it into the APD budget. If Forensics needs a new microwave 
for the kitchen, they call the alumni society. 

Most police departments try to spice up the typical lecture-based CPA 
curriculum with a lot of hands-on activities, which vary from jail tours, 
CPR certification, and mock trials to driving squad cars, dusting for 
fingerprints, and even shooting guns. But the one thing every decent £ 
CPA seems to have is the momentous, all-roads-lead-here ride-along. | 
Ours fell toward the end of the course, leaving plenty of time for the gj 
suspense to build. 3

Know Your Neighborhood 

Every week our instructor, Senior Officer Joe 
Munoz, would give us a new piece of cryptic 
advice, like, “If your officer gets in trouble, it’s 
your choice whether you want to get out and 
help.” He followed this tip with the story of a 
man who’d stayed in the car while his officer 
got pummeled (and whose classmates wouldn’t 
let him live it down), and a woman who’d done 
the opposite (and had gotten arrested in the 
ensuing confusion). We were advised not to 
bring anything along that couldn’t be tied 
down, giving me visions of being impaled by a 
water bottle. Munoz warned us not to be chat- 
ty, smelly, or intoxicated. More than once, he 
reminded us: “You might be too busy to eat.” 

We returned to class after our ride-alongs 
giddy with stories. Matt got to bust up a party. 
Thomas was hailed by a man whose girlfriend 
was puking in his new Lexus. Charlene told the 
class that she was called to a disturbance in 
Acting Chief Cathy Ellison’s apartment com- 
plex, to which Munoz responded, “Chief 
Ellison lives in an apartment?” Carolyn by far 
had the best time. In one day, she saw a dead 
cow in a median, a security guard who’d shot 
himself in the butt, and a young Target shop- 
lifter who, having been handcuffed, kept ask- 
ing, “Can y’all pull my shorts down so my 
underwear will show?”

The lightheartedness of a lot of my class- 
mates’ stories testifies to how safe Austin really 
is. We’re the fourth safest city in the U.S., 
based on FBI statistics for violent crime, and 
according to Assistant Chief Charlie Ortiz, we 
in large part have APD’s community policing 
program to thank for it. “Community policing” 
- like “new urbanism” or “attachment parent- 
ing” - is the kind of catchphrase that gets 
thrown around a lot in conversations about 
reform. It reflects a shift away from reactionary 
policing (an unfortunate byproduct of the 911 
system) and toward addressing the root causes 
of crime. Community policing requires police 
to have working relationships with the people 
living in a neighborhood rather than just driv- 
ing through it with the windows rolled up. 
Programs that reflect this philosophy (like the 
Citizen Police Academy) became popular recip- 
ients of federal money in the Nineties thanks 
to the creation of the U.S. Department of 
Justice’s Community Oriented Policing Services 
Office, but APD was an early adopter of the 
philosophy. Our CPA began in January 1987, 
placing it among the oldest in the country, and 
to this day it’s been fully funded from within 
the department. 


The People Business 

Until I joined the academy, I had never 
heard of community policing. We didn’t actu- 
ally hear the phrase in class all that often, 




either. (The most notable exception came from 
a police academy instructor who said, “We 
work hard to get away from the military model 
of policing. Community policing is the antith- 
esis of that - it’s about problem-solving, and 
you can’t do that if you need someone to tell 
you what to do.”) Our class manual, however, 
provides a detailed history of the philosophy, 
from its origins in a 1979 article written by 
Herman Goldstein (which was expanded into 
the 1990 book Problem- Oriented Policing) to its 
bumpy implementation in Austin, which 
required sweeping and controversial organiza- 
tional changes, including the elimination of 
the highest promotable rank, a move meant to 
force more independent decision-making down 
through the lower levels. 

This history helps explain the emphasis in 
our lectures on “problem solving” and “discre- 
tionary decision-making.” It seemed to be on 
everyone’s mind, from the 21-year-old police 
officer fresh off his first shift - who told us, “I 
might handle a situation differently than 
another officer, but it’ll still be right. I don’t 
know if I could be a cop if somebody just told 
me, ‘Okay, write this guy a ticket’” - to lecturer 
Sgt. Keith Stoddard, who pointed out that a 
person speeding down the road could turn out 
to have a kid in the back seat having an asthma 
attack. “No one wants an officer not to con- 
sider the circumstance,” he said. Even Charlie 
Ortiz’s explanation of the department’s pursuit 
policy reflects this shift in thinking: “Pursuits 
[used to be] undisciplined relative to today,” 
he said. Now, the stakes have to be pretty high 
to warrant the risks of a high-speed chase. 


Before, Ortiz said, “We would chase people for 
the most minor traffic violation. We’d chase 
’em till the wheels fell off.” 

This notion of discretionary thinking relies 
heavily on the other pillar of community polic- 
ing, which is community involvement. In order 
to use discretion in determining, for instance, 
how loud a party has to be before it surpasses 
the acceptable norm for a particular neighbor- 


hood, an officer has to be familiar with that 
neighborhood. A community-based, preventa- 
tive approach to policing also highlights how 
reliant the police are on citizens just doing the 
simplest things like reporting suspicious behav- 
ior. The lesson that has stuck with me from our 
Sex Crimes lecture was the importance of report- 
ing flashers, something I’d never have done 
before - nakedness seems harmless enough, 
right? But if investigators can pull a DNA sample 
from the scene, they can enter it into the CODIS 
(the Combined DNA Index System) and poten- 
tially pull up a match for a rape or other serious 
offense. I suppose it’s because of this reliance on 
the community that our lectures were filled with 
phrases like “waiting tables is the single best job 
for preparing to be a police officer” and “We’re 
in the people business. If you don’t like people, 
then you’re in the wrong business.” 

While undeniably image-conscious, this atti- 
tude still helped chip away at the bully image 


that cops have; our instructor, Officer Munoz, 
with his gentle demeanor and slight Santa 
belly, didn’t hurt either. He embodied that mix 
of humor, sweetness, and sternness you learn 
to expect from the police as a child - and 
quickly forget as a teenager, the first time a cop 
speaks to you like you’re a criminal apparently 
because you’ve gone through puberty. A 29- 
year law-enforcement veteran who’s received 


Officer of the Year accolades from three differ- 
ent organizations, Munoz was clearly excited to 
watch us learn the ins and outs of policing. 
He’d stand at the back of the classroom grin- 
ning and prodding the speakers: “Have some- 
one put on the vest,” or “Tell ’em about what 
happened last week.” He was often fussing 
with his computer so he could play videos for 
the class - he liked making us laugh with 
scenes from Cops or Reno 911! 

Problem People 

Every member of our class had passed a back- 
ground check to get into the academy, and we 
were required to wear name-tags at all times, lest 
we wander unsolicited into other parts of the 
building - not that we could, as we needed an 
escort each week to enter the building at all and 
to allow us, with a special security card at the 
elevator, up to the fourth floor. This weekly ritual

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started us off with a strong sense of our privileged 
status but also our boundaries: We were civilians; 
they were police. Munoz’s enthusiasm counter- 
balanced this rigidity and offset his own school- 
marm tendencies, clearly honed during the 10 
years he’s spent fine-tuning the academy He kept 
us in fine with a meticulously arranged classroom 
that included assigned seating and nameplates 
printed with the CPA logo. He charged our class 
president, Kari Terrell, with the honor of alpha- 
betizing the nameplates every week after class. 

His sensibility was most embodied in the 
“Types of Problem People” handout he reviewed 
on our first day, which fisted all the possible 
ways we, as students, could annoy him. From 
the Loudmouth to the Latecomer, the Broken 
Record (“they keep bringing up the same point 
over and over again”) to the Interpreter (“always 
speaks for other people”) to my favorite, the 
Headshaker (who “nonverbally disagrees in a 
dramatic and disruptive manner”), Officer Munoz 
left little room for schoolroom mischief. 

Of course, we weren’t a group particularly 
inclined to be rowdy or disagreeable. I wasn’t 
sure exactly what type of person would attend a 
CPA, spending four hours every Tuesday eve- 
ning learning about police procedure, but it 
turned out not to be a bunch of crazies obsessed 
with putting lawbreakers behind bars. Instead it 
was a mix, with ages ranging from late teens to 
mid-60s, of police officers’ family members, 
criminal-justice students or people planning to 
go into law enforcement, people who deal with 
the police in their occupations (such as Anita, a 
facility investigator with the state Department of 
Family and Protective Services, and Sam, a col- 
lege student considering a career in politics), 
and, yes, a few curious citizens, like Carolyn, a 
bubbly redhead who joked that she’d heard 
APD officers were cute - to which Munoz 
responded, “There have been some weddings 
out of this. I don’t wanna fie.” Also included in 
our ranks were members of the Citizen Review 
Panel, for whom the class is required. 

The CRP is one of the bodies that review 
citizen complaints against APD or its employ- 
ees; it shows up in the press whenever there’s 
a high-profile case like last year’s shooting of 
Daniel Rocha by Officer Julie Schroeder. 
Initially, complaints are investigated by the 
Office of the Police Monitor, but if the chief of 
police doesn’t sustain the complaint at that 
point, then either the OPM or the complainant 
can refer it to the CRP. One of our CRP mem- 
bers was Dick Neavel, a retired scientific 
adviser from ExxonMobil, who stood out as a 
tougher sell than most. He maintained a skep- 
tical presence and diligently took notes with 
one of the green pens we’d all been given on 
the first day - having lost mine early on, I 
couldn’t help noticing that he was still using 
his during our last lecture. He asked devil’s 
advocate questions in a class more often char- 
acterized by the empathetic or the purely curi- 
ous. I heard him give a stern “thank you, sir” a 
couple of times to speakers whose lectures he 
particularly appreciated. The only student 
tougher than Dick was Anita Overton. 

One of two African-Americans in the class, 
Anita asked the most vigilant questions, always 
with an eye toward the underdog. Assistant 
Police Chief Charlie Ortiz was a last-minute 
replacement speaker for Chief Ellison one eve- 
ning, and without a prepared lecture he opened 



up the floor for general questioning. Topics 
ranged from what kinds of engines squad cars 
have to how patrol officers remember the hun- 
dreds of city ordinances they’re expected to 
enforce. Then Anita raised her hand. “In the 
wake of the Sophia King, Jesse Lee Owens, and 
Daniel Rocha shootings,” she said, “it appears 
that tensions within the African-American and 
Hispanic communities have increased. What is 
APD currently doing, and what is the long- 
term plan to specifically address and perhaps 
reduce some of those tensions?” (You can 


probably guess that Ortiz chose an answer 
straight from the community-policing play- 
book; the incidents called for a “renewed rela- 
tionship” with the communities where the 
shootings happened, he said.) 

Anita also spoke up when she disagreed 
with a speaker, as when Sgt. Stoddard argued 
against the idea that the Rodney King beating 
was “punitive.” The officers were using the 
“weakest strike” police are trained to use, he 
explained, and it’s meant to subdue a person. 
But when King kept trying to get up, they just 
kept hitting him rather than switching tactics 
- an example of what happens when police 
aren’t trained to use discretionary thinking. It 
was a particularly long and complicated expla- 
nation, and when he finished, the room was 
silent for a moment before Anita raised her 
hand and said what was probably rattling 
around in most people’s minds: “I’m already 
having trouble with this session. ... I don’t see 
how it could take 81 strikes to subdue him.” 

Anita has said since then that she was happy 
with how the speakers took on our questions. 
“I was impressed and pleasantly surprised by 
the fact that each appeared sincere and genu- 
ine in their responses,” she wrote to me in an 
e-mail. “I never got the feeling . . . anyone was 
trying to be evasive or cover up any wrongdo- 
ing or misdeeds.” Despite her biggest reserva- 
tion about the CPA - the fact that there were 
no African-Americans represented among the 
many people who spoke to our class (that’s not 
the case every semester) - she says that overall 
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it was a wonderful experience. She feels 
that it rekindled her respect and admira- 
tion for the police - an endorsement that 
represents precisely the kind of attitude 
CPAs are designed to promote. 

Commencement 

At graduation, we wore our “Sunday 
best,” and we stood for our class picture 
with the tallest person standing in the mid- 
dle of the back row, and the rest of us cas- 
cading down- and outward from there. Cathy 
Ellison and City Manager Toby Futrell were 
scheduled for the program, but an emer- 
gency called them both away, leaving us 
once again with kindly Assistant Chief 
Charlie Ortiz, who once again opened up the 
floor for questions. No one had any, not even 
the few significant others who came to watch 
the proceedings. The CPA alumni were there 
with punch and cake and a merch table full 
of CPA T-shirts, jackets, and teddy bears. 
Our class president gave a speech, and we 
each had our picture taken as we received 
our graduation certificates, commemorative 
police patches, and navy blue CPA mugs. 
Those of us with perfect attendance were 
rewarded with CPA Koozies. 

Taking the class, I’ve realized, really was 
like being a kid again. It was a return to the 
days when policemen smiled at you, eager to 
let you pet the K9, and firemen wanted to 
give you rides in their truck. It’s not hard to 
imagine why people go on to join the alumni 
society, where they can take once-a-month 
ride-alongs and see real-life autopsies and 
attend conventions where they hobnob with 
fancy FBI investigators. I’ve simply returned 
to the name-tagless anonymity of the civilian 
world, where the only police I’m likely to rub 
elbows with are the kind who want to see 
my license and registration. But even this 
workaday place has been painted in bright 
new Richard Scarry colors, because regard- 
less of what I think about cops, I have a 
much better idea of what it means to be a 
citizen - and I have a Koozie to prove it. ■

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CHOOL DAYS 


Our class met on Tuesdays from 5:30-9:30pm at the downtown police 
headquarters on Eighth Street. We’d generally hear two presentations per 
week from speakers representing various departments within APD. Topics 
covered everything from use-of-force to forensic science to the bomb squad. 
Some highlights: 

RECRUITMENT & TRAINING: 

White-collar pastel blues 

Austin Police Academy instructor Sgt. Fred Fletcher 
was wiry and energetic with dark eyes and high 
cheekbones. He spoke really fast and walked around 
the room so that he could look straight at you when 
he said things like, “The badge belongs to the com- 
munity; it’s just on loan to [us].” He and APD recruiter 
Henry Moreno explained that while recruiting in Austin 
is easy - as of the last contract period in 2005, APD 
officers are arguably the highest-paid in the state and 
among the highest-paid in the region - becoming a 
cop here is anything but. We have one of the top academies in the 
Southwest, with one of the longest training periods - up to 8/2 months of 
eight-hour days, each followed by working out and studying to pass exams 
that leave little room for error. The professionalization of policing and the 
academic rigors that come with it are relatively new phenomena, said 
Fletcher, brought on like so many things by 1960s-era demands for change. 
Policing used to be considered blue-collar, he said, but those days are long 
gone. Other notable unpleasantries of law-enforcement training: a back- 
ground check with a finance review (“If you’ve got a police officer in debt up 
to here,” said Moreno, “what’s he gonna be tempted to do?”), an 800-word 
psychology exam, a vocabulary-and-reading comprehension test that “people 
with master’s [degrees] have failed,” a polygraph test, and an oral board so 
intimidating they had to paint the room “pastel blue.” And somewhere in 
there you get Tased in the back and pepper-sprayed in the face. 

THE DISTRICT REPRESENTATIVE PROGRAM: 

One step forward 

“How many of you know your district rep?” asked Sgt. Gina Curtis, our first 
speaker for week three. One person raised her hand, and it wasn’t me. I’d 
never even heard of a district rep, which is too bad because they’re awfully 
handy. There are nine districts in Austin, with a DR assigned to each one, and 
what he or she does is help people with problems they can’t resolve them- 
selves - like squabbles between neighbors (chronic false house alarms, park- 
ing disputes) or larger issues such as too much neighborhood traffic or crime 
(DRs can get speed limits changed and start Neighborhood Watch pro- 
grams). Your district rep is your go-to person for just about any neighborhood 
nuisance, which is especially helpful if the problem requires coordinating with 
other city departments like waste disposal or the fire marshal. Just remem- 
ber: Before you go tattling on your neighbors’ barking dog, you should really 
try talking to them, because that’s the first thing your DR is going to suggest.

FINANCIAL CRIMES: Two steps back 

Until this class, I was happily coasting along thinking that victims of iden- 
tity theft were pop-up-clicking grandparents. Then Financial Crimes Detective 
Shane Lee came along and said, “I can guarantee: Everybody in this room 
will be or will know someone who’s a victim of financial crime.” Apparently 
Internet commerce and plastic money make us all easy targets no matter 
how savvy we are, and while financial crimes have shot up 200 % in the last 
two years, resources devoted to solving them have not kept pace. In 2005, 
APD had four detectives to deal with 6,000 cases (though they’re now up to 
five), which means that most financial crimes don’t get dealt with at all. If 
someone applies for a credit card in your name or starts bouncing your 
checks, you probably won’t get your good credit or your money back without 
doing the investigating yourself. To avoid this fate, which averages 600 hours 
of legwork, Lee recommended a preventative strategy: Check your accounts 
daily, and get a credit report three times a year. A classmate asked why APD 
doesn’t hire more financial-crimes detectives; Lee responded, “What’s more 
important: a homicide or someone who’s got a forged check written on their 
account? The assets that we have have to go to that. If I lose $1,800, I’ll get 
over that. If I lose my wife, I’ll never get over that.” 



GANG UNIT: APD's rock stars 

Top three reasons why the gang unit is the coolest: 1) They taught us all 
about the different types of gangs (turf-oriented vs. gain-oriented; ethnic vs. 
hate vs. prison gangs); the symbols, colors, hand signs, tags, crimes, and 
drug preferences of each; and which ones are prevalent in Central Texas - 
one is actually called Tango Blast, which I love because it sounds so much 
more like a new flavor of Starburst than a gang. 

2) Their slide show (grainy crime-scene photos from APD cases - a car 
with bullet holes in the windows, a pile of cash, 
a dead body - punctuated by tough-sounding 
title cards saying stuff like “Dead Is Dead”) was 
set to Creedence Clearwater Revival’s “Run 
Through the Jungle.” 

3) They arrived late because they “had to arrest 
a few people on the way over.” 


ROBBERY: A victim is a victim 

Robbery Detective Andy Perkel began the class 
with a question: “Has anyone in here ever been 
robbed?” I said yes: My car had been broken 
into two months earlier, and my cell phone had 
been stolen. As it turns out, I was not in fact 
“robbed” but “burgled” - which is great because it’s not only more fun to say, 
but it means I wasn’t attacked, as robbery’s not a robbery unless it involves 
assault. In Austin, we have a much higher rate for solving robbery cases than 
the national average, but we still have serious problems, the main one being 
that robberies here are disproportionately victimizing Hispanics. Making them 
a target is the fact that undocumented immigrants - and therefore anyone 
who looks like they might be one - are assumed both to carry a lot of cash 
around (they don’t use banks) and to be reticent about reporting crimes 
against them. APD has been a leader in initiating programs to counteract 
this trend. Their Banco Facile program - the first of its kind in the country - 
partners with area banks in allowing immigrants to use their Mexican IDs 
(matriculas) to deposit money into accounts. APD has also developed an 
Immigrant Protection Team designed to overcome cultural barriers that pre- 
vent immigrants from asking for help. IPT Community Liaison Manuel 
Renteria spoke to us so passionately about the program that tears came to 
his eyes. “I am the son of an illegal alien,” he said. “I remember the fear that 
my dad had, a fear of systems.” Under former Chief Stan Knee, he explained, 
APD changed its attitude toward immigrants. The conversation used to be: 
“‘You were raped? What’s your immigrant status? Illegal? You’re deported.’ 
The rape was never reported,” said Renteria, “and the rapist was out there 
free.” Now, a victim is a victim, no matter who they are. 

HOMICIDE: Like it sounds ... and smells 

“I’ve never worked so hard in my entire career as in this unit,” said 
Homicide Detective Lisa Morrill. “Your personal life suffers.” Morrill was a 
petite woman with peachy skin tones and dark, curly hair. A 20-year APD vet- 
eran, she looked pretty and tough and tired all at the same time, and she 
said emotional things in the unceremonious, un-self-conscious way only man- 
aged by people completely absorbed in their work. Of the three years she’s 
spent in homicide, she said, “You learn a lot about people’s relationships, the 
most intimate things about them. You go into people’s homes, look in their 
toilet bowls, their trash.” She showed us a slide show: photos of decompos- 
ing bodies (“decomps”); a corpse of a teenager in a car, still seat-belted; a 
mangled body that had been run over by a train; the bloated, purplish-black 
bodies of a double suicide. “You’re watching it on a slide,” she said, “but 
there’s nothing like smelling it. That smell just rapes your nose.” 

SWAT: America - fuck yeah! 

Three SWAT officers equal three superhero jawlines; three sets of gleaming 
white teeth; three tight, black T-shirts with SWAT emblazoned across the 
chest; and an unknown quantity of canned energy drinks and sunglasses. 
Speakers from other APD units looked substantially less Army-commercial 
and a lot more Little League coach-ish, a contrast apparently explained by 
SWAT’s weekly schedule, which includes training four days out of five. On call 
24/7, SWAT officers drive city vehicles everywhere so that they can be off to 
the rescue at a moment’s notice. To drink, they have to get off call; to go out 
to dinner with their families, they have to take separate cars. They wowed the 
class with video footage of real house raids, showing us how the team stands 
in formation, busts down the door, throws a “flash bang” inside to stun its 
occupants, and barrels into the house all in a matter of seconds. It was Anita 
who thought to ask: “Who’s responsible for repairs?” - N.A. 
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T his past weekend marked the opening 
of the National Basketball Association 
Development League’s 2006-2007 sea- 
son, the league’s sixth and the second for 
Austin representatives the Toros. 

The NBDL, or D-League, is the NBAs minor 
league, a system of 12 teams (all affiliated with 
different NBA squads) where potential NBA 
players who weren’t drafted or who were drafted 
but not signed or who were drafted and signed 
but need a little extra work can improve their 
skills under the watchful eye of professional 
coaches and play for NBA scouts, all with the 
aim of one day making it to the big stage. 

Last week I had the privilege of sitting in on 
Toros training camp, 12 grueling days of drills, 
plays, and scrimmages designed to separate 
the wheat from the chaff and dwindle the 
team’s existing roster of 16 down to 10 before 
the start of the D-League season. Under the 
watchful eye and soft-spoken management of 
head coach Dennis Johnson - an NBA legend 
who helped lead two different teams to league 
championships during his time as a player 
- and his assistant, Dale Osbourne, these 16 
players fought, scrapped, and ran with one 
another for two weeks in an attempt to get 
themselves one step closer to their dream of 
playing in the NBA. 

Here are a few of my modest observations 
from those long, hard days at camp. 

Day One: 

Learning the "Poughkeepsie" 

Dennis Johnson has had enough. For the 
last 15 minutes, he’s been watching his team 
run the “Poughkeepsie” play, and so far, he’s 
unimpressed. He walked them through it ear- 
lier, making everyone’s role clear, but at full 
speed, the wheels are starting to come off. The 
passes from the point guard should be crisper, 
hitting teammates right as they come around a 
screen; the picks should be stronger, allowing 
the small forward a chance to free himself from 
the nagging presence of his defender. None of 
this is happening, however. 

Basketball plays are like grandfather clocks: 
a delicate balance of springs, gears, and motors 
whose movements are dependent on the move- 
ments of each surrounding piece. If one ele- 
ment is off-line or out of sync, the timing of the 
whole is thrown off, and you’re either left with 
a basketball team that can’t score a basket or a 
clock that tells you it’s 5:30 when it’s actually 
8:15, meaning you’re late for work. 

The problem, Johnson realizes, is that his 
players aren’t talking to one another: Each 
player is acting like an individual, rather than a 
cog in a great wheel. 

He blows his whistle. “You gotta talk out 
there, “ he says, rising from the bench and

walking out onto the parquet. “Off the court, 
you don’t have to talk to anybody if you don’t 
want to. But on the court you have to build 
trust and communicate with each other. You 
gotta call their names, tell them where you 
are.” Small problem there. Most of these guys 
have never met before, or just met earlier that 
day. They can’t call out their teammates’ names 
because they don’t know their teammates’ 
names. Realizing this, Johnson calls for the 
simplest drill they’ll run all day. 

“Introduce yourselves,” he says. 

And now 16 guys are shaking hands and 
exchanging names, like they’re at a church 
social. Or what I imagine a church social 
would be like. Introductions and pleasantries 


behind them, Johnson’s team gets back to drill- 
ing, though this time the gym echoes with the 
sound of players calling to one another as they 
tighten up the play. 

For Johnson, a truly great basketball player 
is one who mentally sees the game unfolding, 
who slows it down, as they say, and controls 
every aspect of it - not just someone who can 
run fast or jump high. The best players are the 
ones who have a couple dozen set plays stored 
in their heads and know just what their role 
and the role of their teammates are in every 
one and who can improvise within those plays 
when the situation demands it. That’s why 


Johnson starts teaching from his book of plays 
on the first day of training camp: He wants to 
see which players have the mental capacity to 
learn the plays, understand their subtleties, 
and execute them to perfection - in the short- 
est time possible. 

Take, for example the “Poughkeepsie” play 
(not its real name, but I don’t want to give away 
any team secrets here; not before I get my sea- 
son press pass, anyway): The point guard brings 
the ball up the court while the shooting guard 
and the small forward cross paths underneath 
the basket, racing behind the center and the 
power forward, hopefully crossing close enough 
to throw their defenders crashing into each 
other. The shooting guard then comes back up 


near the top of the three-point line, where a 
pass from the point guard is waiting for him. 
Hopefully all that crossing under the basket 
shook the shooting guard’s defender off him for 
a moment, giving him enough room to make a 
pass to one of the two big men, who are waiting 
patiently near the basket. The shooting guard 
then runs right past the big man with the ball, 
with any luck shaking off his defender once 
again while confusing the big man’s defender, 
leaving said big man to either turn and shoot, 
run toward the basket for an easy layup, pass 
to the escaping shooting guard, or pass to one 
of the other three players on his team, who, 


ideally, will have rotated away from the ball and 
found themselves wide open following the mass 
confusion of the defending team. Two points. 

Got that? Well, me neither. I had to write 
down the play in my notebook and watch it 
unfold at least a dozen times before it began to 
make sense. The players at Toros training camp 
were shown it maybe twice before they had to 
start running it. Granted, these guys are profes- 
sionals, but they’re also learning the play from 
one of their heroes in an unfamiliar gym in an 
unfamiliar city at a high-stakes tryout where 
everyone on the floor is fighting to learn the 
same play faster and better than everyone else. 
Plus it’s 10:30am, a time when any reasonable 
man would still be at home in bed. 

Which is exactly the kind of situation coach 
Johnson wants to engender. “That’s why you 
put plays in early on,” he says, “to see who 
can grasp them, see who grabs a hold of your 
offense. And to see who’s lost out there.” Great 
players, regardless of the severity of the circum- 
stances, can learn and recall a “Poughkeepsie” 
(and its several variations), an “Austin” (ditto), 
and a “Horns” (see above) and be ready to run 
them all during a high-speed scrimmage mid- 
way through the first day of training camp. 

And those are the players Dennis Johnson is 
out here looking for. 

□ 

Every year, a small group of D-League execu- 
tives pools its collective basketball knowledge, 
scouting reports, and agent sales pitches and 
chooses 120 to 130 of the best-known pros- 
pects in the country who either didn’t make it 
in the NBA Draft or didn’t go to play overseas 
and then puts those names into the league’s 
Draft Pool. Each team then chooses 10 play-

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ers out of the draft and takes those players 
with them to training camp. Along with four 
returning players from the previous season and 
two “allocated players” (whom we’ll get to in a 
minute), these 10 guys make up the potential 
roster names for each team. 

Which makes the presence of Jonathan 
Burris at Toros training camp all the more 
impressive. Burris, a 23-year-old forward from 
Ann Arbor, Mich., made his way to this year’s 
roster through the most circuitous yet demo- 
cratic of all routes: the open tryout. According 
to league regulations, every NBDL team is 
required to take one player from open try- 
outs to training camp. Back in October, 100 
unknown aspirants gathered at the Delco 
Activity Center in East Austin to try their luck 
with the Toros and to see if their skills could 
stand up under the scrutiny of an NBA legend 
and afford them the opportunity to move one 
step closer to their dream. All for the low, low 
price of $175. 

At the end of that weekend, the last man 
standing was Burris, a lanky swingman out of lit- 
tle-known University of Mary in North Dakota, 
whose quest for the NBA had taken him to three 
different colleges and to a new home in Dallas 
before landing him here in Austin. “I told my 
agent to focus on getting me to the NBA, rather 
than looking overseas,” he says, “either through 
the NBDL or by getting me a tryout with an NBA 
team. Then I read about the tryout and decided 
this was my shot.” 

Now he’s here, a Cinderella story, going up 
against some of the best players in the country 
and fighting for a spot on a professional ros- 
ter. “Basketball is always basketball,” he says. 
“This is just a higher level. Now I have to per- 
form with more speed, more strength. In col- 
lege, you get a good core of guys; maybe one or 
two guys are exceptional. But here everyone’s 
good; everyone can play. There’s no weak link 
at all out there.” 

On the other end of the D -League spectrum 
is Jamar Smith, a serious, soft-spoken 26-year- 
old forward who was one of the stars of last 
year’s team. Along with 2005-2006 league MVP 
Marcus Lizer (who’s since gone to play in Spain) 
and Andre Emmett (currently in Lithuania), 
Smith led the Toros to a .500 record in their first 
season and for his efforts was invited to take 


part in San Antonio Spurs training camp before 
the start of this year’s NBA season. In San 
Antonio, Smith averaged three points a night, 
playing limited minutes, and impressed coach 
Gregg Popovich. Unfortunately, there were six 
guys fighting for one spot, and the Spurs were 
flush with forwards, so Smith was released. 
Though he’s back in Austin, his thoughts are 
never far from the NBA. 

“I’m just going to grind it out here,” he 
says, “and hopefully I’ll get back up to the 
NBA. Coach Johnson is a great coach, and 
he believes in me. I talked to him while I was 
in San Antonio, and he couldn’t even see me 
getting cut. So coming back here, I know he’s 
gonna put me in a position where I can get 
called back up.” 

Day Four: Media Day 

I hate media day. Lor the past four days 
I’ve been the only representative of the fourth 
estate at this damn camp, pulling myself out 
of bed at ungodly hours to watch people I 
don’t even know run up and down a basketball 
court, all out of a deep and abiding love for the 
game and a dedication to the highest journalis- 
tic principles. Now all of a sudden, the gym is 
crowded with a bunch of Johnny-come-latelies 
with their fancy cameras and microphones and 
their so-called “years of professional report- 
ing experience,” and they’re trying to take my 
story from me. I should physically remove 
them all from the gym or try to sabotage their 
interviews somehow. My mind bubbles with 
sinister possibilities. 

In the end, though, I decide the best course of 
action is to mope quietly in the bleachers until 
they leave. I call this “taking the high ground.” 

Most of the reporters and cameramen are 
here to talk to Kris Clack and Brad Buckman, 
two former University of Texas stars and 
Austin natives who have come to the Toros 
as “allocated players.” Before training camp, 
each D-League team is assigned two players 
with strong local ties who will hopefully help 
win new fans to the league in whatever city the 
team is representing. 

Buckman, out of Westlake High School, 
graduated from UT last year, after a successful

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career that included trips to the NCAA’s Sweet 
16, Elite Eight, and Final Four. After gradu- 
ation, Buckman went to Greece, where he 
signed a contract with Olympia Larissa. Then, 
in a truly odd turn of events, the 6-foot-8-inch 
power forward was suspended from the league 
for two years after traces of the doctor-pre- 
scribed attention-deficit-disorder drug Adderall 
were found in his system during a routine drug 
test. Two years seems a harsh penalty for so 
ridiculous an infraction, but the Greeks, appar- 
ently, are stem masters when it comes to bas- 
ketball. So now the prodigal son has returned, 
gunning for the NBA. 

Clack will tell Buckman he’s doing the right 
thing, that Europe is no place for a young 
player looking to make his way to the NBA. 
Clack, a UT hero and a former second-round 
draft pick of the Boston Celtics, spent the last 
five years playing in Italy and believes that, 
despite the higher pay scale across the Atlantic, 
success in Europe doesn’t necessarily translate 
into opportunities here in the states. “If you 
want to get seen and get a shot,” he says, 
“there’s no better place than the NBDL. There 
are NBA scouts at D-League games all the time. 
In Europe, the only scouts that come to games 
are looking at European players.” 

Which is why Clack, a former McDonald’s 
All-American at Anderson High School, is back 
in Austin. After five years of wandering from 
team to team in the promotional desert of 
European basketball, a call from the D-League 
to play with his hometown team was like 
manna to the Israelites. “It would mean a lot 
to me to play in Austin,” he says. “It’ll show 
the people who know me and the people who 
look up to me around Austin that I’m a person 
who continues to fight and continues to try to 
do something with his life.” 

At 29 - an age when most professional bas- 
ketball players are either peaking or beginning 
their long descent - Clack is far and away the 
oldest guy at training camp, running the court 
with guys five, six, seven years his junior. “To 
be able to run up and down and compete with 
these guys at my age shows me that I’m still 
able to play basketball at a high level,” he says. 
“So why not play, if my body is well and my 
mind is right? I might as well try now while I’m 
still semiyoung.” 

There are, however, physical limitations 
and necessary adaptations that come with 
advanced age. Watching him during scrim- 
mages, I notice that Clack isn’t the strongest 
or the quickest player on the court. Instead 
he has to think his way to baskets, using 
the array of clever jab steps, pump fakes, 
and crossover moves he’s accumulated over 
his years as a professional to get over on 
his more athletically able, younger, but less 
experienced opponents. “I can’t jump as high 
as these guys anymore,” he admits. “These 
days, I have to outsmart people.” I remember 
the first thing Clack ever said to me, before 
we had even met. I was sitting in the stands 
watching drills on the second day of camp, 
and he came limping over, an enormous ice 
pack wrapped around his knee. Sitting down 
with a groan, he turned to me and laughed. 
“Old age,” he said. I laughed too, until I 
remembered that Clack is a year younger than 
I am. So much for my late-blooming basket- 
ball career. 


Day Five: Lights Out 

As the days have rolled by, the mood 
around the gym has gotten considerably more 
serious, the air thicker. It spreads even to the 
usually laid-back Johnson, who has grown 
less and less patient with mistakes in execu- 
tion and lapses in judgment as camp has gone 
on. About 30 minutes into practice, while 
players are deep into a scrimmage, trying 
unsuccessfully to remember all the subtle- 
ties of their set plays, the lights over half the 
court start to flicker and die. Probably a short 
somewhere, but a frustrated Johnson sees it as 
a sign. “You all are playing so bad,” he says, 
“the lights went out.” I get the sense he’s only 
half-joking. 

Before they’re students and before they’re 
potential future Toros, these players are born 
competitors: men who hate - above all else 
- to lose. And as the scrimmages roll on and 
as one team gets closer to the seven points 
required for a victory, the desire to impress 
the coaches and earn a spot on the roster gets 
superseded by the far more primal instinct 
to win, an instinct all 16 of these guys have 
cultivated their entire lives. You can’t simply 
shut off this instinct just because you’re in 
training camp. So as the scores get tighter, 
the scrimmages become less professional and 
more playground. 

B.J. Elder, the Toros’ second-round draft 
pick out of Georgia Tech, shows off an array 
of spectacular dunks; Toros veteran Anthony 
Fuqua and sixth-round draft pick Rod Benson 
slam into each other below the basket, wres- 
tling for every rebound; rookie point guard 
Brock Gillespie grabs loose balls and throws 
full-court passes to teammates streaming up- 
court on a fast break. Suddenly players are 
arguing over possession, over the score, over 
fouls, over perceived failures in execution and 
placement. 

We’ve got a game here! Set plays and drills 
be damned; we’ve got a game! 

Coach Johnson, it turns out, is less 
impressed than I am. These scrimmages exist 
for a reason - to show him who’s learned the 
plays he’s taught and who can execute them - 
and he could care less about fast-break points 
and blocked shots, about fancy dribbling and 


fancier dunks. He’s looking for precision and 
basketball IQ; he’s looking for guys who listen 
and learn. Every time he feels the game is 
getting out of hand, he blows the whistle and 
walks his pupils, again, through his plays until 
they get them right. Only then does he let the 
game continue. 

Unfortunately, when you’ve got 16 players 
on the court and only 10 roster spots, some 
guys are going to have to go. That’s just the sad 
truth of it. And when Johnson and assistant 
coach Dale Osbourne start calling people’s 
names at the end of practice, and those guys 
start making the long walk past their camp- 
mates and toward the door to talk to the 
coaches, everybody knows what’s happening, 
though no one acknowledges it. Four will be let 
go today. Two more will get cut on the last day 
of camp, seven days from now. So when those 
first four names are called, there’s no celebra- 
tion for anyone. Because everyone in the gym 
knows that if they don’t keep playing hard and 
listening, they might well be facing the firing 
squad next. 

Walt Waters, a bruising 260-pound forward 
out of Cleveland State, is called out by coach 
Osbourne first. I watch him walk out of the 
gym, looking for some sign of resignation in his 
eyes. Turning back to my notebook, I catch the 
middle of a heated conversation between affable 
forward Tedric Hill, who played at a community 
college in Florida, and point guard Melvin Scott, 
who went to the NCAA Sweet 16 with North 
Carolina. Distracting themselves from the ten- 
sion in the room, they engage each other in a 
disagreement about the relative regional affilia- 
tions of their respective universities. 

“Man, North Carolina ain’t the South,” argues 
Hill. “Just listen to the name: North Carolina. 
How can something ‘North’ be in the South?” 

“Of course North Carolina’s in the South,” 
counters Scott. 

“I guess they didn’t teach you geography 
at UNC,” says Hill. “The South is Georgia, 
Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, and 
maybe - maybe - Texas.” 

Waters comes back into the gymnasium 
looking defeated. He takes a seat on a faraway 
bleacher and stares off at nothing. Coach 
Osbourne calls out for Dustin Brown, a small

forward out of Loyola Marymount, who stands 
up and drags himself toward the door. 

“No,” Scott continues. “The South is 
Maryland, Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, and Georgia. Everything you’re talk- 
ing about is the Dirt y South.” Some of the other 
players laugh at Scott’s hip-hop distinction. 

Hill is fired up now. “Maryland ain’t the 
South,” he bellows. “Only below the Mason- 
Dixon Line is the South. And the Mason-Dixon 
Line starts at Tennessee.” 

Scott shakes his head. “The Mason-Dixon 
Line is right above Maryland, not Tennessee.” 

Brown walks back into the gym looking 
disconsolate. Next, Ty Thomas’ name is called. 
Thomas, a forward who played with Concordia 
after leaving North Texas, betrays no emotion 
as he walks out to face the guillotine. Brown, 
however, can’t hide his disappointment. He’s 
already packing up his gym bag quietly. The 
whole business is starting to become too much 
for me to take. 

Hill and Scott, however, are oblivious. 
They’ve got an argument going. Scott turns to 
me for corroboration. 

“Isn’t Maryland below the Mason-Dixon 
Line?” he asks. 

I absent myself from empathy for a moment 
and assure him that Maryland is, in fact, below 
the Mason-Dixon Line. Scott smiles and turns 
back to Hill. “See? And he’s a highly educated 
man.” Looks like I’ve fooled someone else. 

Hill shakes his head and tosses a ball up toward 
the nearest basket, unconvinced but resigned. 

The last name called - breaking my heart - is 
Jonathan Burris, the hero of the open tryouts, 
who had come out of nowhere to earn himself 
a shot at the NBA dream. I had tried over the 
past days to show a little journalistic objectiv- 
ity with Burris, but damned if I hadn’t come 
to like the guy; and the fact that he had gotten 
here by outrunning, outshooting, and out-hus- 
tling almost 100 other players back in October 
endeared him to me and made me feel like I 
was being cut along with him. It occurs to me 
I may have no idea what “journalistic objectiv- 
ity” means. 

For Walt Waters, Dustin Brown, and Ty 
Thomas, their futures most likely lie back in 
the D-League Players Pool, where they’ll wait 
hopefully to hear from another D-League team 
looking to fill their roster. For Jonathan Burris, 
it could mean anything: going overseas, other 
tryouts, waiting until next season. But for all 
these guys, the NBA dream has been deferred. 

For the lucky 12, tomorrow will simply be 
another day of work: day six of training camp, 
with six more days to follow.

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DAN DIETZ: Breath in Denver 

This is a story about air. Or more accu- 
rately, breath. And voice. And smoke. 

Denver, like many cities, has a smoking 
ban. Makes sense. With crisp, clean, 
someone-oughta-bottle-it air like Denver’s, 
you want it to stay clean. But it doesn’t 
just ban smoking in public places; it bans 
smoking in theatres. Actors can’t even 
smoke herbal cigarettes the way they can 
in other smokeless cities like New York. 

Now, some plays require characters to 
smoke. Sometimes that’s just window dress- 
ing, true. But sometimes it’s crucial to the 
story. Sometimes smoke says something. 

Take my play tempOdyssey. In it, there’s 
a character who believes smoking is an 
essential part of his identity. Within 10 
minutes of walking out onstage, he lights 
up, puffs away, and tells us the story of 
why he started smoking. 

But here’s the kicker: That character 
spends the second half of the play dead. 
He’s walking around, sassing other charac- 
ters, and generally helping drive the play 
to its conclusion, but he’s dead. And we 
only really know this when he tries to light 
up ... and fails. He has no breath, so he 
can’t smoke. 

But if the audience can’t see the char- 
acter smoke in the first half, how can they 
understand that this character is dead in 
the second? 

Chip Walton, who just produced tempOd- 
yssey at Curious Theatre in Denver, 
believed so strongly in the need to main- 
tain the integrity of this moment that he 
challenged the ban and went to court over 
it. The day I flew out there for the last 
week of rehearsals was the day he went to 
court. It should have been a slam dunk. 
But when I landed in Denver and checked 
my cell phone ... 


“Uh, hey Dan, this is Chip. Listen, my 
friend, we, uh, we need to talk about the 
whole smoking issue.” 

My heart felt like a rock. And I don’t mean 
that Bob Seger kind of “like a rock.” 

Turns out the judge ruled that smoking was 
not a form of self-expression. He said theatre 
was a speech-based medium, and since 
smoking wasn’t speech, it wasn’t protected by 
the First Amendment. Put bluntly, according to 
the judge, smoke doesn’t say anything. 

Chip and I bitched about the whole thing. 
We debated and hemmed and hawed. But 
with time running out and an audience on the 
way, we had to make a decision: Do we out- 
right flout the ban, smoke on stage and damn 
the torpedoes ... or do we find some way to 
“smoke” without smoking? 

Fast-forward to opening night. Lights have 
gone down, and stars have come up, and the 
cosmos has flipped into filing cabinets. A 
character stops an elevator between floors 
and turns it into his own private smoking 
room. He pulls out a cigarette, and you can 


feel everyone in the house lean forward all at 
once. He puts it in his mouth and starts to 
light up ... and then stops. With an impish 
grin, he reaches backstage and grabs a cup 
full of water and dry ice. It’s bubbling over 
with rich fog. And on it, written in big capital 
letters, are the words “SMOKE SIMULATOR.” 
He takes a drag off his unlit cigarette and 
blows onto the foggy cup. Smoke puffs out. 

The audience goes wild. Clapping, cheering 
their support. We’ve managed to give this 
ridiculous ban the finger without doing any- 
thing illegal. We’ve peed all over it without 
actually breaking it. 

And this is what the judge failed to under- 
stand. You can say a lot without speaking a 
word. You don’t have to inhale a single breath 
of clean, crisp air to speak your mind. The 
body has a voice. And that night in Curious 
Theatre, it was deafening. - Dan Dietz

AUSTIN SYMPHONY: 

Meeting the orchestra the first time 

When I was very little, I remember sitting on the floor by a spin- 
ning phonograph in my grandmother’s living room in Milbridge, 
Maine, listening to a voice describe for me the qualities of different 
instruments that were playing. It is one of my earliest memories, 
and I wouldn’t at all be surprised to know that I was listening to 
Benjamin Britten’s best-known orchestral work, Variations and Fugue 
on a Theme of Purcell, more popularly known as The Young Person’s 
Guide to the Orchestra, in which a narrator separates the instru- 
ments of the orchestra into their constituents - woodwinds, brass, 
strings, and percussion - as each plays individually and in concert. 

This weekend, the Austin Symphony Orchestra will offer Young 
Person’s Guide as the first part of their Concert for the Young at 
Heart. For most people, says Peter Bay, ASO’s conductor, “whether 
they know anything about classical music or not, the Young Person’s 
Guide and Peter and the Wolf are probably the two pieces [they] will 
know, either because of records or because they were taken to the 
symphony somewhere and these pieces were played.” 

In the second part of the program, Anton Nel, UT professor of 
piano and chamber music and a regular soloist with the symphony, 


will perform Dohnanyi’s Variations on a Nursery Song, which Bay con- 
siders “one of the most enjoyable pieces of classical music in the 
literature because it’s based on ‘Twinkle Twinkle Little Star.’ It starts 
off with this huge, Wagnerian, almost Gone With the Wind-Wke seri- 
ously foreboding introduction, the orchestra playing at full tilt. 

There’s this big timpani hit, and the whole orchestra comes to a sud- 
den halt. Then, the pianist comes in playing the simple tune, and it 
eventually becomes a virtuoso piece for a pianist.” 

Nel knows something about young people and music, as he made 
his debut playing Beethoven’s First Piano Concerto at the ripe old 
age of 12. “I was living on a farm in South Africa,” he says, “and my 
mother, who played the piano, realized that I was very drawn to 
music and listening to the radio and picking out things on the piano. 

I wanted to play, there was no question. But she never taught me. 
She enrolled me in a local music school, and that was how it began. 
It was something that seemed destined to be.” 

ASO will conclude the program with another installment of its two- 
season mission to perform all of Beethoven’s symphonies. This time 
it’s the Second Symphony, surely a fine way to show off any orches- 
tra - or even make an impression that lasts a lifetime. - Barry Pineo

Finding Hope ... in Bed! 

Tim Miller's latest trip to Austin finds the noted 
performance artist optimistic about being gay

The last time Tim Miller came to Austin, he actually had cause to celebrate being a gay man 
- no small feat given the homophobia so deeply ingrained in the Lone Star State, much less the 
hysterical kind that’s been driving national policy for umpteen years. As the performance art- 
ist explains in “Oklahomo!,” an essay in his new book 1001 Beds , he flew here to perform his 
piece Us at the Vortex the day the U.S. Supreme Court rendered a decision on Lawrence v. Texas , 
declaring Texas’ sodomy law unconstitutional. It was a rare victory in the long, bruising battle for 
gay rights - a battle in which Miller has logged a full quarter century on the front lines - and he 
found it strange and sweet to be savoring it in Texas’ capital city, what he calls “the hip town of 
this extremely complex state that ends up controlling the fate of our nation in almost exclusively 
negative ways.” It makes being in Austin, he says, “a very charged and interesting position, as it 
was being in California during Reagan or Nixon.” 

Three years later, Miller returns to this charged city on the heels of another political victory. 
Granted, most midterm elections didn’t directly affect gay rights the way the Supremes’ sodomy 
smackdown did, and the ones that did suffered more losses than wins in the pro-homo column. 
Still, Arizona’s rejection of a constitutional amendment restricting marriage to partners of different 
sexes was significant, as was the trouncing that the politics-of-fear party took in the congressional 
races, and that can’t help but be heartening for the gay rights camp. It surely is for Miller, who 
feels optimistic in ways that he hasn’t in years. After all, he says, “Three years ago, who would 
have thought Tom DeLay would be in incredible legal trouble and have to step down? Anything is 
possible right now. It feels like a very hopeful time.” 

Hopefulness feeds Miller’s work now - both the book, just published by University of 
Wisconsin Press, and the performance work of the same title (which he performs this week 
at, yes, the Vortex). In them, Miller takes stock of his life: as a gay man, as an American, as 
partner of 12 years to Alistair McCartney, as artist and activist. His 1,001 beds refer not to Wilt 
Chamberlain-esque sexual conquests but to the hotel beds Miller expects to have slept in if he 
performs for another 20 years on top of the 21 he has to date. It’s a symbol for what he does, 
what he now considers his life’s work: “doing my lean-and-mean homo-drenched performances, 
my cultural agitating and teaching, and offering myself as a way-out gay role model and/or 
target.” Besides creating “queer space” in unlikely locales - small Southern colleges and fading 
Midwestern cities - he believes he’s touching lives. Tim Miller’s thousand beds also represent a 
couple hundred thousand individuals with whom he’s making connections, and it’s that contact 
that keeps him going. Miller spoke with the Chronicle by phone about his career, his new work, 
and this season of hope.

Austin Chronicle: Obviously both 1001 Beds 
the book and the performance were created before 
the midterm elections, but does the hope you feel 
from that bring anything different into the theatre? 
Tim Miller: This is a pretty hopeful show in 
lots of ways. Within this conceit of 1,001 beds 
and all my travels and efforts to embolden 
queemess, challenge the government, and all 
that, it ends with this big queer orgy over- 
throwing the government, which has felt like 
an exhortation toward engagement and imag- 
ining that we’re in a dramatic time of change 
- which we clearly are, but much more dra- 
matically than I thought we would be, which 
is very heartening, of course. I’ve only been 
doing this show for eight months, but I imag- 
ined this piece to invite in some of that feeling 
of hopefulness and change and optimism. It’s 
also a very romantic piece. Amid all the politics 
I’ve charted around Alistair and me and this 
ongoing jeopardy we are in [McCartney, an 
Australian, has been fighting deportation for 
several years] , I’d never really told the story of 
how Alistair and I met, so it’s lovely to have 
that finally and have it lead toward the gay sex 
orgy that overthrows the government. [Laughs] 
This will be the first performance post-election, 
and I think the end of the show will seem not 
so much a fantasy. It may seem a little more 


like something we can actually do. This coun- 
try is going to look really different in a couple 
of years, I think. 

AC: When you talk about hope, are you draw- 
ing largely from that sense that change is coming 
or from other sources? Because you’re in such a 
struggle, as you say, and have been. It’s an awfully 
cold wind blowing on that tiny flame. 

TM: Right, and certainly another little message 
of this election were the seven states that voted 
to ban civil-marriage equality and all the legal 
rights thereof to gay couples. These [amend- 
ments] are not about marriage; these are 
about denying us any rights under law, period. 
One of Bush’s most hideous contributions 
to undermining democracy in this country is 
the Federal Marriage Amendment that he has 
championed. So that’s pretty grim. 

You know, I was just up in Wisconsin - me 
in the Midwest! - and there was a real feeling 
they were going to beat back this constitu- 
tional amendment to deny gay people any 
relationship rights, but they didn’t, and that 
was very, very upsetting and, for people up 
there, incredibly horrifying. It paints them as 
a “hate state” in a way that is very depress- 
ing. On the other hand, one state, Arizona, 
did defeat these things and was the very first 
state that’s done it. The next time, a couple 



of states will defeat it. And who would have 
thought Arizona would? There is that kind of 
Republican/Libertarian thing in Arizona and 
the Rocky Mountain states that is ascendant, 
so for me that’s incredibly hopeful. So you win 
one, you lose seven. [Laughs] Which may be 
my own American Pollyanna way to look on 
the bright side. But amid all the positive elec- 
tion news, it’s not hard to look on the bright 
side. It was brighter than many of us thought 
it would be. 

My brother’s wife is South Asian, so my 
nephews are Euro/South Asian, and they live 
in northern Virginia, and the fact that one 
South Asian man in Virginia with a cam- 
era basically brought down Senator [George] 
Allen, it just shows the power of one person. 
It’s a testament to YouTube certainly, but also 
to individuality, to risk-taking, and to art as 
well, because for me all that YouTube stuff is 
sort of video-art interventions. 

AC: That seems to be in line with your conclusion 
in the book 1001 Beds, where you’re making 
peace with your role as one guy, traveling around, 
doing your performance pieces, filling time in 
these 1,001 beds so you can make a difference 
where anyone needs you. 

TM: Oh yeah, which would mean that I have 
an investment in believing this stuff does 
anything. But of course it does. I just know 
it does, because I travel so much - it’s like 
I’m constantly running for president, certainly 
with the amount of time I spend in Iowa. In 
some ways, Austin is this whole other species: 
this incredibly hip, liberal town; performing 


at Vortex; doing UT Performance in Public 
Practice, one of the smartest university pro- 
grams around performance and society. But a 
lot of times I’m getting invited to interesting 
Baptist colleges in North Carolina small towns 
- bizarrely, I mean, how does this happen? For 
me, then, when I go do a presentation at an 
Intro to Theatre class with 200 freshmen, liter- 
ally fresh from their Southern Baptist, incred- 
ibly conservative, rural, Republican upbring- 
ings - they’ve never seen a gay person in a 
position of authority, sometimes there’s not a 
single out gay faculty or staff member, no out 
gay students - it’s the opposite of preaching 
to the converted. It’s so completely out there 
in terms of creating visibility and opposi- 
tion and humor and theatricality. And again 
and again after a performance, some guy will 
come up to me, somebody who looks like a 
Southern Baptist, Republican, frat-boy football 
player will come up and identify himself, “I’m a 
Southern Baptist, Republican, frat-boy football 
player, and I don’t know if you and Alistair 
should be able to get married, but you should 
have all the rights of a straight couple.” So it’s 
a huge, wonderful, lightbulb moment, you 
know. The Vegas cherries line up in a jackpot of 
somebody getting it, just as you or I may need 
to get it around issues of male privilege or race 
or whatever. We all have a learning curve. I am 
not complete. There’s stuff I’m working on, 
and artists, writers, and theatre people help me 
do that, so hopefully I can extend the favor to 
other people.

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AC: So do you also draw hope from these 
kinds of experiences, meeting up with the 
next generation whose prejudices aren’t so 
ingrained yet and who might see the world 
in a more humane and compassionate way? 
TM: Oh, for sure. It’s partly why whenever 
some state college in Tennessee wants me to 
come do something for no money, I’m ready 
to go there. The more time you spend with 
18- to 22-year-olds, whether it’s in expensive 
private colleges or underfunded state univer- 
sities, you can’t come away without feeling 
heartened and encouraged and hopeful. The 
crop coming up are going to be really inter- 
esting. I was just hearing something on NPR 
- which means it’s probably old news - about 
some study on the post-9/ 1 1 undergrad popu- 
lation, and they’re very, very interesting and 
skeptical and much more progressive than the 
previous 10 or 15 years of college students. I 
work at a lot of colleges now; it’s sort of where 
the action is. If I’m going to rural Iowa or 
Appalachia somewhere to perform, I’m almost 
certainly performing at a college or university. 
The only people who are going to bring me 
to Boone, North Carolina, is Appalachian 
State University, where I’m going in a couple 
of months. There would just be no context 
otherwise. The more time I spend there, the 
more hopeful I get for what’s coming next, 
these really, really bright, sharp, openhearted 
young people. Not that people don’t get more 
conservative as they get older. People also can 
get more closed-minded. [But these students] 
just endlessly surprise me [with] their open- 


ness and interest. I know sometimes my work 
is really challenging; it’s just not like anything 
they’ve ever seen: this big fag talking about 
sex and radical politics and queer orgies over- 
throwing the government. Actually, they find it 
really funny. Of course, they’re all really inter- 
ested in sex. It’s all they think about. [Laughs] 
Every now and then, I think I’m going to cut 
some part of something out because I’m at a 
Baptist college in North Carolina; then I don’t, 
and that’s the thing the students [love] : “Oh, 


that part was so awesome! That really made 
me want to do a piece like that.” 

I just turned 48. With the freshmen, I’m 
30 years older than them. I might as well 
have been born in the Crimean War. And so 
to have that time and space with them ... 
it’s pretty great. This gives me a whole other 
chance to get to know who these people are 
as they enter their adult lives. I might not 
have that access otherwise if I weren’t in col- 
leges or weren’t a congressional Republican 
perving on the pages. I just brought up 


something completely unrelated. [Laughs] 
I do think that the page scandal, along with 
orgasms and ice cream, is proof of God’s 
existence. I’ll take it as that anyway. 

AC: But hack to that idea that these students 
who are so open now might become more closed- 
minded as they get older We’re all creatures of 
the times in which we live, aren’t we? Certainly, 
our parents and grandparents who grew up dur- 
ing the Depression and World War II had their 
characters shaped for a lifetime by those events, 


and the same could be said for people who came of 
age in the Sixties. Maybe this 9/1 1 generation will 
be influenced for the rest of their lives and shape 
American society in a good way 
TM: That’s pretty much what they were deter- 
mining [in the study] . With 9/11 and the war 
in Iraq, how can you be a young person pay- 
ing any attention at all and not have a healthy 
skepticism about our government - and not 
just Bush, though Bush is liar-in-chief - that 
our government is capable of unbelievable mis- 
chief? That’s a very healthy thing for a young 


person to have early in life. I certainly had it. I 
was growing up in the hometown of President 
Nixon; how could I not have internalized this 
incredible lying psychopath who was running 
the country for six years? It’s informed my 
world-view for my whole life. 

AC: It’s the kind of thing that can echo through 
your being for as long as you live. 

TM: I get these e-mails all the time, say, from 
someone from some college in Arizona that I 
was at five years ago: “I thought about what 


you said ever since. I just want you to know, 
I’m working to help defeat the anti-civil-mar- 
riage proposition in Arizona.” Stuff does stick. 
It ends up resonating for the rest of our lives. 
Which is why I do what I do now. 

AC: You’re George Bailey. 

TM: Oh, boy. [Laughs] Well, we could do 
worse, for sure. ■

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THUNDERSTRUCK 

by Erik Larson 
Crown, 446 pp., $25.95 

Erik Larson’s previous novel, The Devil 
in the White City: Murder ; Magic , and 
Madness at the Fair That Changed 
America, established him as the premier 
contemporary author of literary true 
crime. The publication of Thunderstruck 
maintains his status. 

Larson retells the infamous and oft- 
told tale of the American Dr. Hawley Harvey 
Crippen, who, while living in Edwardian 
London, murdered his aspiring actress 
wife and attempted to escape on an 
ocean liner only to be captured, thanks 
to a new invention: the wireless radio. 

Plotted and paced like a thriller, Larson 
successfully weaves the concurrent sto- 
ries of Crippen, his wife Belle Elmore, 
and Guglielmo Marconi into a fascinating 
view of early 20th-century life. While the 
other threads are intriguing, it is the 
chronicling of Marconi, his radio, and the 
ensuing marketing of the invention that truly fascinates. Historians often paint a 
less-than-flattering image of Marconi, claiming he did not invent the radio; rather, 
that he stole the idea. In Thunderstruck, Larson debunks that idea and envisions 
the young Marconi as akin to the young entrepreneurs who powered Silicon Valley 
in the 1990s. Compared to the Marconi segments, the rest of the characters’ sto- 
ries lack the same charm. I longed for more of Marconi and his invention. 

Thanks in a large part to his realistic portrayal of England and his work’s tense 
pacing, Larson approaches this well-trodden turf - the second-most famous murder 
in England, according to the preface - from a unique and fresh perspective. 
Meticulously researched and well-written, Thunderstruck offers entertainment at its 
finest, sure to enthrall fans of crime and history alike. - Rick Klaw 



MICHAEL MOORE: 

A BIOGRAPHY 

by Emily Schultz 
ECW Press, 245 pp., $24.95 

The cover of Michael 
Moore: A Biography fea- 
tures a rather revealing 
photograph of the provo- 
cateur. He squints into 
the camera from behind 
his cheap-looking every- 
man frames with his huge 
hands held up in front of 
his face. A passing glance 
might mistake this as a 
posed image of the direc- 
tor framing a shot, but a 
second look reveals that 
Moore is actually attempt- 
ing to deflect the cam- 
era’s gaze. This image is 
actually quite a fitting 
metaphor for the dimen- 
sions of this biography, as 
author Emily Schultz seems more committed to 
delineating the boundaries of “Michael Moore” the 
persona rather than Michael Moore the person. 

Schultz’s organization is fairly straightforward, 
moving chronologically, beginning with his nascent 
muckraking tendencies as the youngest person 
ever elected to public office in the city of Flint, 
Mich. A failed stint at Mother Jones and on staff 
for Ralph Nader followed a decade of self-publish- 
ing the Michigan Voice, which Schultz attempts to 
report on impartially, but her exegesis is clouded 


with seemingly unrelated digres- 
sions (or, at the very least, poor- 
ly connected ideas) that do noth- 
ing to enrich her discussion. 
However, Schultz’s concern with 
how public figures “begin to self- 
edit” becomes more interesting 
in the final quarter of the book, 
as Moore’s troubled star begins 
to rise with the successes of his 
documentaries Bowling for 
Columbine and Fahrenheit 9/11. 
She captures this phenomenon 
perfectly when she describes 
Moore’s rationale for his fiery, 
polarizing Oscar acceptance 
speech: “I’m Michael Moore. 
What else was I going to do?” 
And there’s the rub. Because 
she has none of her own inter- 
views with Moore from which to 
build her biography, Schultz has 
had to piece together her text 
using Moore’s words on DVD 
and in previously published interviews with her 
subject, as well as anecdotes from former col- 
leagues and employees. The resulting character 
is ultimately likened to a contemporary Citizen 
Kane. We don’t yet know what Moore’s 
“Rosebud” will be - currently, he’s at work on a 
film about the health care industry - and this 
biography, while an interesting enough read, 
doesn’t offer up any clues. Which is probably 
exactly as he would like it.

My exploration of Asia Cafe (see review, p.54) led me to Asia Market, 
located in the strip center on the southeast corner of Spicewood Springs 
and Research. I love markets that have affiliated restaurants; you get to 
cruise the shelves before and after your meal, and it’s an indication that 
all of the ingredients used in the preparation of the food are authentic. 
Asia Market, to my knowledge, is the only purely Chinese food market 
in town, and it’s unique from the rest of the Pan-Asian, Vietnamese, 
Korean, Indo-Paki, and Japanese markets in Austin. 

The snack shelves are a colorful wall of brilliantly hued packaging, 
with many unusual treats on offer. Near the front of the store, there are 
always lots of different prepackaged dough- and pastry-based foods for 
sale: scallion cakes, red-bean buns, assorted dumplings, and the like. 
The produce section is limited but has most everything you’d need to 
throw a respectable Chinese feast together (for the esoteric produce, 
stick with My Thanh Supermarket). 

The freezer sections are loaded with all kinds of dumplings, sausages, 
fish, sliced meats, and more. There’s an interesting refrigerated section 
adjacent to the produce, which is packed with loads of curious saladlike 
and pickled offerings that require further experimental tasting. The dried- 
food section is amazing: I counted nine different types of dried mush- 
rooms and fungi, including dried enoki. A tray of dried chanterelles set 



me back just more than four bucks, a quantity of mushrooms that would 
cost a day’s pay at some of Austin’s gourmet markets. 

The bottled sauce aisle is a godsend, featuring brands I’ve never seen 
before in any Asian market, including the real traditional Sichuan hot 
bean paste, made with fava beans. The label of sauces that features 
the small black-and-white photo of the chef has proven to be especially 
good. This is an Asian market worth spending some time - and money 
- in, and Asia Cafe is right in the back! - Mick Vann

Somehow, this book passed under 
my culinary radar, sitting in a pile 
of review books for an extended 
time. A friend recommended it to 
me, loaning me his copy, and I was 
entranced. Dunlop’s Land of Plenty 
is a seminal work on the level of the 
late Barbara Tropp’s famed The Modern 
Art of Chinese Cooking. 

Fuchsia Dunlop, a BBC journalist and 
Cambridge graduate, immersed herself 
in Sichuan cuisine and culture, living 
there for two years, while spending her 
time wandering the alleyways, home 
kitchens, and cafes of the province, 
collecting recipes and techniques from 
cooks and chefs alike. She was the first 
foreign student invited to study at the 
prestigious Sichuan Institute of Higher 
Cuisine and speaks, reads, and writes 
the local language fluently. 

Dunlop lucidly chronicles the history, 
culture, ingredients, techniques, and reci- 
pes of China’s most vibrant regional cui- 
sine. Her passion for the food and the 
detail of her research are evident when 
one reads any of the illuminating head- 
notes to any of the recipes in the book. 


The recipes are written in a simple, 
straightforward manner devoid of ambi- 
guity; anyone can cook with confidence 
from this brilliant reference source. 

She covers a representative sample of 
some of the region’s 5,000-plus differ- 
ent dishes, including such old favorites 
(although you might not recognize them 
in their authentic form) as twice-cooked 
pork, dan dan noodles, kung pao (actu- 
ally gong bao) chicken, and my all-time 
favorite, Ma Po Dou-fu (Pock-Marked 
Mother Chen’s Bean Curd). You’ll also 
learn about treasures such as steamed 
pork-and-pumpkin dumplings, pork in 
lychee sauce with crispy rice, or Jade 
Web Soup (which comes from a verdant 
area known as the Bamboo Sea). Land 
of Plenty is essential for any collection, 
a pleasure to read, and a joy to 
cook from. - Mick Vann

F00D-0-FILE

My annual holiday descent into candy hell 
(austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
story?oid=oid%3A190639) began early this year, 
and things are really going much smoother 
than usual - all because of a present I got 
for my birthday in July. I’d seen the metal 
whisk with a thermometer in the handle in 
the King Arthur Flour Baker's Catalogue 
(www.kingarthurflour.com) and put it on my 
birthday list along with a few other tools and 
gadgets that caught my eye. My sisters came 
through in a big way, and the shiny new whisk 
had been waiting patiently for the summer 
blast furnace to fade and candy-making 
weather (cool, dry days) to finally arrive. The 
news couldn’t be better: Being able to use 
one tool to both stir and check the tempera- 
ture of melted chocolate while tempering 
made the always challenging process so 
much easier and more accurate. The first 
batches of toffee were topped in beautiful, 
thin layers of bittersweet chocolate: perfectly 
tempered, with just the right sheen and snap. 
The Cuisipro Balloon Thermowhisk is my 
absolute new favorite toy: not as precious 
and certainly not as expensive as the big 
French copper jam (candy) pot, but an impor- 
tant and indispensable addition to the annual 
holiday candy-making ritual. I’m sure it will 
come in handy with other temperature-sensi- 
tive concoctions as well. The good news is 
that it’s possible to buy the whisk-thermome- 
ters right here in town. They run about $25, 
and I’m assured they are in stock at Breed 
& Co (718 W. 29th, 474-6679; 3663 Bee 
Caves Rd., 328-3960). The manager at 
Faraday’s Kitchen Store (1501 RR 620 N. 
Ste. A, 266-5666) was looking to add them 
to her stock when we talked. Stuff one in the 
stocking of pastry chefs/passionate home 
bakers and confectioners on your Christmas 
list. Get moving Santa!... Hearty congratula- 
tions to Carmelo and Hilary Mauro, who 
recently celebrated 21 years of success at 
Carmelo’s Italian Restaurant (504 E. Fifth, 
477-7497), their downtown mainstay located 
in the lovingly restored, historic Old Depot 
Hotel building... The original Central Market 
(4001 N. Lamar, 206-1000) has added long- 
time Austin chef Fred Geesin to the staff, 
where he will oversee operations in the busy 
cafe... Be sure to ask Hilton Austin (500 E. 
Fourth, 482-8000) Executive Chef Mark 
Dayanandan about his experience judging 
the culinary expertise of the chefs at New 
York’s prestigious private Knickerbocker 
Club at the 70th annual fall fundraising din- 
ner of the Les Amis d’Escoffier Society in 
November. Chef Dayanandan has been the 
society’s resident critic for the past six years, 
and he held posts on hotels all over the 
world before relocating to Austin to open the 
downtown Hilton three years ago.

One advantage of working at the University 
of Texas is that I often mingle with our foreign 
graduate students, who provide excellent rec- 
ommendations on international restaurants 
around town. A friend’s lab partner had told us 
about a Chinese restaurant out north, and on 
further questioning, she told me it specialized 
in Sichuan cuisine. That sealed the deal, and 
plans were made to meet my Sichuan food 
mentor, Mike, there to explore the menu. It is 
all that we had hoped it would be as Austin’s 
only Sichuan restaurant: a very casual spot 
without a trace of stuffiness 
and with excellent food at 
very reasonable prices. Here’s 
how it happens: You stand at 
a counter, usually in a line, 
and place your order from the 
bilingual menu. You pay and 
get a number, go to the end of 
the counter and serve yourself 
cold water or hot tea (or both), 
and grab your utensils and a 
small bowl from which to eat. 

After waiting a few minutes, 
your order is called; you pick 
up your tray of dishes and 
dive in. If you’re sharp, you’ve 
gone to the Web site before- 
hand to peruse the menu and 
have decided what you’ll order 
before you get in line. It takes 
the pressure off. 

My first visit left me giddy. 

We sampled a wide range of 
dishes among the three of us, 
and I was ready for a repeat 
visit by the time the meal was 
finished. Zhong Dumplings 
($4.50) are exquisite: Thick 
handmade pastry surrounds 
juicy minced pork, resting in 
a pool of sweet soy, chile, 
and sesame oils and loads 
of garlic. Spicy Wonton ($4) 
is a large bowl of thin-pastry, 
long dumplings filled with 
seasoned pork, sitting upon a 
portion of pea shoots, dripping 
with a spicy broth of sesame 
with scallion. They have the proper slippery 
mouthfeel for which the dish is prized. Asia’s 
roasted chile oil condiment on the tabletop 
is incendiary and loaded with ma la (Sichuan 
peppercorns), a tingly, mouth-numbing relative 
of our prickly ash tree. 

Water-Boiled Beef ($7.95) is a bowl of 
tender beef slices resting on a bed of brothy 
Napa cabbage with mung sprouts and scallion, 
topped with red oil, roasted chile, and ma la: 
a superb version. Pork With Garlic Sauce ($7) 
is a cold dish of thin slices of pork belly with a 
sweet-spicy sauce of hot bean paste and garlic. 
Stir-Fried Chicken With Hot Chile ($7) is cubes 
of marinated chicken with slices of garlic, lots 
of ma la, peas, carrot cubes, and celery. It was 
the least impressive dish of that visit but was 
much better when eaten later on, cold. Twice- 
Cooked Pork ($7) is made with pork belly, jala- 
peno slices, black beans, and celery, as well as 
roasted chile and ma la: so very much better 
than what you’ve been led to believe this dish 
is, although more traditional leeks would be 
better than the celery. 


Ma Po Tofu ($7) is the finest version around: 
a large bowl of soft tofu with minced pork, in a 
thick sauce of hot bean paste, garlic, scallion, 
with red oil and ma la. Dry-Cooked Green Beans 
($5.50) are superior, as well: nary a trace of 
oiliness, with a rich minced meat and onion 
coating. Shredded Potato With Green Pepper 
($5.50) is a mound of julienned potato with 
shredded green bell pepper, the potatoes tast- 
ing like they had been blanched in a rich broth. 

Trip two started with two cold dishes, simi- 
lar but different. Sichuan Spicy & Hot Rice 
Jelly ($3.50; rice jelly is thick batons of rice 
starch stirred with a coagulant and water over 
heat: translucent and soft-textured) is in a 
sauce that is salty and spicy and loaded with 


garlic, a textural treat. Chicken Delight ($7.50) 
is a bowl of moist, bone-in, steamed chicken 
slices flavored with a sauce of minced garlic 
and peanuts, scallion, ma la, soy, sugar, and 
sesame oil. Wonderful! 

Pork With Dry Bean Curd ($7) was a favor- 
ite of that meal: a mound of slivers of sweet, 
juicy pork and nutty, dry-spiced tofu in a light 
garlicky sauce with soy and scallion. Eggplant 
With Garlic Sauce ($6.50) is the best version 
in town: a perfectly balanced rich, sweet-sour 
sauce loaded with garlic, the Asian eggplant 
chunks just-cooked and still purple. Steamed 
Pork Leg With Dates ($9.50) is luscious: a 
huge chunk of pork leg in a rich broth loaded 
with small Chinese dates. The meat falls apart 
from the silken skin, and the flavor is infused 
with the rich sweetness of the dates. 

There it is: two visits of many dishes and praise 
from all concerned. We proclaim this Austin’s best 
and most authentic Chinese restaurant in town 
(and the only pure Sichuan spot). You have been 
notified, but this is really the kind of place we 
would like to have kept a secret. - Mick Vann

The big buzz on the Belmont has been the 
interior design. Everyone who has been there 
- many of whom are successful young profes- 
sionals - is talking about its retro 1950s Palm 
Springs lounge look. The place is gorgeous, 
both inside, with its plush leather horseshoe- 
shaped booths, and outside, with its inviting 
upstairs patio bar and stylish patrons. 

The owners at the Belmont have lavished a 
lot of attention on their bar with both fancy drinks 
and classics served to exacting standards. 

Their signature drink is the Belmontini ($9), a 
combo of Grey Goose vodka, fresh pineapple 
juice, and Martini and Rossi Asti Spumante. 
Between the sweetness of the sparkling Asti 
Spumante and the pineapple juice, this is strict- 
ly a drink for sugar lovers, but given the owner’s 
experience with bars (the Red Fez, Betsy’s Bar, 
and Hi-Lo), my guess is they know their audi- 
ence, and they will sell a lot of Belmontinis. I’m 
more of a classic drink guy, and their Classic 
Martini ($9) - made with Bombay Sapphire and 
just the amount of vermouth I asked for - came 
out cold and delicious. Ditto for a straight-up 
Manhattan ($9), expertly made with Maker’s 
Mark bourbon (no rye whiskey available) and 
served quickly so the drink was still icy. 

We tried the restaurant twice. Both times, 
the service was on par with Aquarelle or 
Vespaio, i.e., perfect. Waitstaff was informative, 
courteous, friendly, and cooperative. Our needs 
were met with seemingly clairvoyant accuracy 
and speed. 

On our first night for food, we started with 
Cornmeal Fried Calamari ($8), a delicious, 
carefully cooked version with succulent squid 
and two tasty sauces: a tomato-basil dip and 
a lemon-herb aioli. The Caesar Salad ($5) 
was heavily dressed with a normal dressing 
and light on the croutons but fresh and crisp. 
Our Grilled Filet of Beef ($25) was cooked as 
ordered and came with whipped potatoes and 
asparagus. The winner for the night was the 
Honey Chipotle Glazed Pork Chop ($16), served 
with mashed sweet potatoes. The pork chop 
was big, juicy, and perfectly cooked to order. For 
dessert, the Warm Apple Crisp ($5) was just 
as advertised: warm and crispy with the right 
amount of tart vs. sweet and topped with Amy’s 


Mexican Vanilla ice cream. We pronounced the 
night a rousing success. 

We went back a few weeks later, and the apa- 
thetic and unhelpful valet service created a bad 
impression. The Belmont has no parking, so 
you are stuck using the valet. We waited with 
outraged Sixth Street drivers furiously honking 
because we had no place to pull in and no 
valets in sight. When the valet finally arrived, he 
said they were busy and asked if I could park 
my own car. He walked alongside my car to a 
place where I parked; then he asked me for $6. 

Once inside, it was clear the word had gotten 
out about the Belmont. The bar was shoulder- 
to-shoulder, the outside was full, and the res- 
taurant was bustling. We still had a table within 
five minutes, where we met our server, Curtis, 
who again was just perfect. He helped guide 
us through choices, had our drinks to us while 
still fresh, and was always there the second we 
needed anything. Noticing my wife’s black outfit, 
he thoughtfully offered a black napkin. He knew 
when to chat and when to glide by searching for 
something he could make better. 

The wine list at the Belmont is short 
but wisely selected and priced down at the 
Mirabelle level. We picked the Belle Glos Clarke 
and Telephone Vineyard Pinot Noir, a luscious 
big-boned wine that generally runs about $41 in 
the stores, making the $51 price tag a bargain. 

We started dinner with Crab Cakes ($12) 
which were mostly lump meat crab and just 
slightly undercooked but still tasty and fresh. 

We also again ordered the calamari, but this 
time it seemed to be made from the sliced 
pieces of large squid steaks instead of baby 
squid. Worse, they had been cooked to a thick 
rubber-band consistency. The final blow was the 
aioli, which had broken and was just a liquid 
and overly acidic to boot. 

For our main courses, we selected Chef 
Ben’s Famous Spit Roasted Half Chicken ($14), 
which was succulent but way oversalted. We 
also had the fish of the day ($26), scallops in 
a caper-and-b utter sauce. The scallops were 
nice-sized, somewhat overdone, but with a 
nice crust. Unfortunately, the sauce tasted as 
though it was mostly the juice from a bottle of 
capers - vinegar and salt. For dessert, we tried 
the Molten Chocolate Cake ($5), a perfectly 
made and delicious version of the classic dish. 

Final verdict: excellent bar, world-class ser- 
vice, but the kitchen needs a little attention.

CREW STORIES 

Tommy Sturgis 


The film is over; credits roll across the screen. Actors, 
producers, directors, costume designers, and ... boom 
operators? “Gaffer and best boy are some others that 
people latch on to,” says Tommy Sturgis, known to his 
crewmates as “Sturge.” He is one of the premier boom 
operators in town, and today - Tuesday - is his day off. He 
eases his massive frame into the opposite chair, beer in 
hand, and begins to explain life behind the scenes of a film. 

The boom is actually the stick that holds the mic, and 
boom operating is microphone placement to record dia- 
logue and effects. The microphones must be held in des- 
ignated places to catch the sound perfectly, and they 
must be as close to the actor as possible without getting 
in the shot or “dipping in.” Microphones get into the 
shots a lot, meaning another take. “If you don’t dip in, 
you’re not doing your job,” Sturgis says. "Either that or 
you’re the most awesome person ever.” 

Sturgis’ impressive resume comprises The Ringer, 

Friday Night Lights, Infamous, Grindhouse, and every 
Richard Linklater film since Waking Life, including Fast 
Food Nation. “All of Rick’s shoots are good times,” he 
says about working with Linklater. “For Fast Food Nation, 
we’d go and shoot Mexican slaughterhouses for a day and 
then go to the bar and let loose.” He is currently working 
on the set of Gary the Tennis Coach in and around Austin. 
“I had to turn my head a couple times this week to keep 
from laughing,” Sturgis says. “Every take ends with the 
crew cracking up. It’s a good, old-fashioned comedy.” 
Sturgis did a lot of sound work while earning his film 
degree from Florida State University. No one wanted to do 
sound, and he loved everything about filmmaking, so he 
began to do grip and electric work. He took a gig helping 
out a graduate student with a road movie that brought 
him to Austin where he began filling in when others took 
days off. Eventually he built up enough experience to 


begin working as a freelance boom operator primarily with 
sound mixer Ethan Andrus. 

For every take of every shot, 12 hours a day, five days 
a week, Sturgis is on his feet, boom in hand. At times it 
can take more than 30 takes to get a shot right, hence 
this saying among crews: “What’s the most exciting day 
of your life? Your first day on the set. What’s the most 
boring day of your life? Your second day on the set.” 

However, as it goes with most jobs, some days are 
more exciting than others. One film shoot had actors 
wading through a Louisiana bayou at night. The director 
tried to convince the crew to join them, arguing that they 
were receiving hazard pay for such situations. “If you took 
a light and shined it, you could see 100 pair of golden, 
glowing alligator eyes,” Sturgis says. He and his col- 
leagues refused. - C. Amber Pearce 



DVD WATCH 

0. HENRY'S FULL HOUSE 

20th Century Fox, $19.98 

“People ask me how I manage to 
come up with that 'fine little twist’ to 
my stories,” intones the supremely 
self-confident voice of 0. Henry in a 
rare audio recording made just 
before his death in 1910 (one of sev- 
eral unexpected bonuses on this 
DVD). “I always tell ’em that the 
unusual is the ordinary, rather than 
the unexpected.” 

Like countless Austinites before 
and since, young William S. Porter 
floundered at just about everything 
he attempted during his formative 
years here before finding his true 
calling: a failed pharmacist, a bored 
bookkeeper, a bankrupt bank teller, a 
fledgling publisher, and, most fateful- 
ly, a careless embezzler. After skip- 
ping town for the Big Easy, he 
changed his name and his destiny, 
going on to become the Norman 
Rockwell of American literature in the 
process. His popular (and populist) 
short stories pretty much invited 
adaptations, a calculated risk that 
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Hollywood decided to gamble on in 
1952, when 20th Century Fox released 
0. Henry's Full House, an omnibus 
showcasing five of the author’s most 
celebrated short stories. 

The studio hedged its bets, stack- 
ing the deck with the talents of five 
different directors (including Howard 
Hawks and Henry Hathaway), a score 
of seasoned script doctors (with 
uncredited input from Ben Hecht and 
Nunnally Johnson), a semi-all-star 


cast (including a young Marilyn 
Monroe as New York’s most fetching 
streetwalker), and topped it all off by 
recruiting John Steinbeck, gruff and 
ill at ease in a frumpy wool jacket, 
for the professorial introductions. 

Like most anthology films, Full 
House yielded a mixed bag, with the 
episodes running the gamut from the 
whimsical (“The Ransom of Red 
Chief”) to the maudlin (“The Last 
Leaf”) to the iconic (“Gift of the 
Magi”) - not the first time Hollywood 
has compromised the power of the 
pen in favor of the rewrite. This bar- 
gain-priced DVD features a digitally 
restored print and enough bonus fea- 
tures to justify an anthology of its 
own, including a video tour of the 0. 
Henry Museum on Fifth. - Steve Uhler 

ALSO OUT NOW 

Star Trek: The Animated Series 
(Paramount Home Video, $54.99): 

This long-lost stepchild in the Trek uni- 
verse - containing all 22 episodes from 
the Saturday-morning TV series aired 
from 1973 to 1974 - finally beams 
down into the marketplace, featuring 
the voice talents of the original crew.

ALTMAN AT THE END 

A fictional take on S.R. Bindler’s 1997 documentary Hands on a 
Hard Body was on the fast track when Robert Altman died, with an 
early 2007 start to filming planned. Now, the project is in limbo. “All I 
know at this point about the future of Hands on a Hard Body is that 
Robert Altman will not be directing it,” says Stephen Harrigan, who 
had penned the screenplay. “But I’m grateful I had the chance to 
work with him and happy that he was so excited about the movie. The 
last time I talked to him, about a week and a half before he died, he 
was brimming over with enthusiasm and energy about the casting and 
the shooting schedule. It’s nice to know that, until the last day of his 
life, he was looking forward to his next project.” As you read here 
back in October, Hard Body was to be Altman’s fictionalization of the 
Longview contest in which contestants vied for a free vehicle as the 
last one to take a hand off of it. Variety quotes Picturehouse head 
Bob Berney as saying no final decision has been made. No matter 
the outcome, Harrigan counts himself lucky to have worked with the 
famed director. “He had no tolerance for anything that struck him as 
cliched or conventional or predigested,” Harrigan says. “He had no 
apparent interest in character or plot. He just wanted to create, with 
every movie, something authentic and new.” 

SHOTS FIRED IN FILM INCENTIVES WAR 

Is Angelou Economics of Austin working to pump up Alabama’s film 
industry? That’s the gist of an editorial in The Anniston Star that 
eagle-eyed Angela Lee sent my way. Seems the effort aims to turn a 
former military installation into an economic hub, including a one-stop 
film-production shop. They’ve already hired a main player behind 
Louisiana’s surge onto the film scene. Of course, Alabama’s plan 
depends on its Lege approving filming incentives. The firm, headed by 
Angelos Angelou, former honcho with the Greater Austin Chamber of 
Commerce, also prepared an economic development plan for the city 
of Santa Fe in 2004 that advised using the Austin Film Commission 
as a model to take advantage of New Mexico’s filming-incentives pro- 
gram. We can only hope he’s also putting in a good word for filming 
incentives at the Texas Capitol. More to come when our Lege arrives 
in town early next year. 

NOW SHOWING (AND NETFLIXING) 

Two films from Austin creators are finding a wider audience. Turk 
Pipkin’s Nobelity, a doc featuring Nobel Prize winners talking about how 
to save the world, is now in national release, but just as important, 
you can find previously unseen footage of Nobel winners including 
Desmond Tutu and Rick Smalley at Nobelity.org for your perusal free 
of charge. Also, Pipkin and crew have formed the Nobelity in Schools 
program aimed at putting the film in eighth- and ninth-grade class- 
rooms across the nation. Meanwhile, film shooter PJ. Raval says you 
can now find Kyle Henry’s Room available on Netflix for your viewing 
pleasure. If you missed the film at the Sundance or Cannes film fests 
- or during its Austin screenings - you now officially have no excuse. 

AND THE REST ... 

As we went to press, there was word of the Austin-produced Chalk's 
nomination for the Independent Spirit Awards’ John Cassavetes prize, 
given to the director, writers, and producers of “best feature made for 
under $500,000.” In Chalk's case, those would be, respectively, Mike 
Akel; Chris Mass and Akel; Akel, Angela Alvarez, Graham Davidson, 
and Mass. Past Cassavetes nominees with Austin ties include The 
Puffy Chair and Room. The ceremony will take place on Feb. 24, 
2007... Bennie Klain’s short film “Share the Wealth” premiered this 
week on the opening night of the Native American Film + Video 
Festival in New York City. The short follows the travails of a homeless, 
middle-aged Native American woman on a busy city street... Eight new 
programs of East Austin Stones from a class at the University of Texas 
will be shown at 7pm, Dec. 12, at Our Lady of Guadalupe Church and 
at 9pm the same night at Cafe Mundi. Plus, many of the short docs 
can be seen at EastAustinStories.org or can be downloaded as pod- 
casts for you iPod-enabled types... Local filmmaker Arnie Reyes has 
teamed with writer/director Yehudi Mercado to shoot the short 
“Monster Job Hunter” at Austin Studios early this month. Robert 
Rodriguez’s Troublemaker Studios is helping out by donating set 
materials... Mark your calendar: A holiday party presented by Reel 
Women and the Alliance is Monday from 7 to 10pm at Hi-Lo, with tick- 
ets a measly $5. On Sunday from 6 to 10:30pm at Trophy’s Bar and 
Grill, the oft-postponed benefit for John McLean’s Z: A Zombie 
Musical, which came back from faulty hard-drive hell but still must pay 
the bills, is expected to finally happen. Really. I mean it this time.

Cliff Bleszinski, lead designer for Gears of 
War, stated that his influence for making this 
game realistic was his personal experience 
playing paintball. So the question is, did the 
experience pay off? 

All the hype that’s been churning about 
GOW’s graphics is essentially true. Not only 
are the characters finely detailed down to the 
spherical droplets of slime on the aliens’ faces, 
but the settings are simultaneously breathtak- 
ing and nauseating. GOW takes place in a 
renaissancelike infrastructure that’s painted 
with war desecration. Your character is Marcus 
Fenix, a re-enlisted ex-Marine whose mission is 
to eliminate an Earth-devouring alien race. 

Though the 
graphics are grue- 
somely spectacular, 
it is the comple- 
ment of fluid phys- 
ics and realistic 
action that really 
assaults the eye- 
balls. Landscapes 
that tremble from 
bomb blasts and 
spraying gunfire 
induce vertigo, mak- 
ing you feel as if 
you’ve been huffing 
paint thinner. In the midst of mayhem, you have 
to avoid injury by hiding, jumping, and remain- 
ing limber, which, if you’ve ever played paintball 
before, is harder than it sounds. 

Fenix is loaded with an assortment of weap- 
ons to help him rise from his ashes, but the 
lancer assault rifle is what alien-slaughterers’ 
dreams are made of. Get in brawling distance 
of an oversized locust, and you can crank the 
rifle’s chain-saw bayonet, transforming Fenix 
from a Marine hero into Leatherface in a crim- 
son-splattered nightmare. The buzzing scenes 
are bloody, brutal, and beautiful and will induce 
flashbacks the next time you hear your neigh- 
bor’s weed whacker. This single device is the 
zenith of GOW and sets a higher bar for shooter 
games’ tools of the trade to follow. 

The online-play options will keep any guil- 
der hooked, which is one reason GOW is 
being referred to as the next Halo. As far as 
Bleszinski’s experience cashing in, I’d like to 
play a paintball game that’s as exhilarating as 
GOW. Dear Santa, please stuff my stocking this 
year with a lancer assault rifle equipped with a 
chain-saw bayonet. - Carson Barker 


SPLINTER CELL: DOUBLE AGENT

You’re an under- 
cover agent, deep 
classified shit. The 
terrorist organiza- 
tion you’re working 
for wants you to 
execute an innocent 
man. Do you: a) 
gain the organiza- 
tion’s trust but lose 
your agency rep by 
putting one in his 
ear or b) pretend 
to miss, showing 
you’re willing to 
deep-six a bitch but also that you’re the kind of 
amateur who misses from 6 feet? If you’re play- 
ing Splinter Cell: Double Agent, the most com- 
mon response is probably c) screw up and die. 

At its heart, Double Agent is a Hindu game: 
You spend life after life getting your ass handed 
to you until you learn to play through the level 
without embarrassing yourself. Fortunately for 
you, no matter how much you screw up in your 
current life, you never come back as a cock- 
roach. You keep reincarnating as Sam Fisher, 
coldass secret agent mofo. 

Stick with this game, and you’ll be rewarded 
with the kind of “I’m awesome even though I’m 
just sitting on my couch” moments that mark 
any of your sweeter video games. For example, 
swimming under ice, for some reason, plays 
heavily in the game. Swim under a hench- 
man, and you get the chance to break through 
the ice, pull him down, and stab him in the 
chest. Who knew tapping “A” twice could be so 
badass? As always in the Splinter Cell series, 
we get more cool gadgets and moves than we 
deserve, and one of the best online multiplayer 
games going. But we get even more of a chal- 
lenge in the trust meter, which forces your 
two-timing self to balance both sides of the 
law. Playing Double Agent is like watching The 
Departed but with way more parts where you 
curse and throw your controller at the screen.

Most of the game is very routine stuff, such as sword 
swings, kick attacks, and jumping over obstacles, but 
there are a few levels where you will take command of Rita’s boat - the Jammy Dodger. 
However, similar to some of the other gameplay mechanics, the ship’s targeting is not very 
intuitive, and the first few times around you will take some major hull damage. You will also 
find that Rita’s bungee-cord swing move will cause equal frustration as you repeatedly fall to 
your doom in the rat-infested sewers. 

Other than the thumb-straining time it takes to master some of these moves, you can fin- 
ish the game in just a couple of hours. The three added minigames do allow for a change of 
gameplay by utilizing the DS stylus and microphone, but they are very basic and don’t boost 
the title’s lasting appeal. Besides some cool graphics and voiceovers, the game leaves you 
pretty unsatisfied. Unless you really enjoyed the movie, stick with one of the other DS plat- 
formers released this fall, such as New Super Mario Bros, or Mega Man ZX. - Paul Warner 

LEGO STAR WARS II: THE ORIGINAL TRILOGY

At first glance, Lego Star Wars II seems to be marketing to an 
odd audience. Sure it’s the perfect game for Star Wars freaks 
to play with their nerdlings, but how many of us dudes in Boba 
Fett Underoos have actually had the chance to procreate? I’m 
sure the number’s a lot higher than you’d like to estimate, but 
whatever the case, the game is a must-have for anybody who 
complains when Han doesn’t shoot first. 

Not only is this probably the only next-gen video game we’ll 
see faithfully re-create every key scene from the good Star Wars 
trilogy, its too-cute Lego gibberish and two-second controller 
mastery (“See the blue button there? Press it forever.”) make it 
perfect for your gamer-challenged friends or (dare I suggest it?) 
your significant other. 

Free play mode and a freakish amount of custom character-building options give the game 
a surprising amount of replay value, and if you’ve actually managed to reproduce, Lego Star 
Wars II can’t be beat for a good Jedi brainwashing. “Obsess about this franchise you shall.”

And so enters a world of hit points, 
“magick,” and other D&D-inspired accoutre- 
ments. By popular demand, Final Fantasy XII 
varies little in terms of gameplay from its 
predecessors: Come across an enemy, kill 
enemy, gain money and experience to make 
your characters stronger, kill bigger enemy. 
Crowd-pleasing FFXITs slight variations on this 
theme consist of a system of licenses that 
require that you pay a certain amount of dues 
before you can wield the mystical battle-axe 
you’ve been eyeing. This can be viewed as an 
impediment to the 
action or another 
way to obsess over 
the minutia of your 
party of characters. 

Therein lies the 
difference between 
an RPG and an 
action game. Any 
RPG worth its salt 
rewards, if not 
insists on, some 
amount of repetitive 
character-building. 


Don’t be fooled when an ally says, “We must 
hurry,” for the exact opposite stands to be the 
best course of action. Why else would the game 
offer greater rewards for killing the same enemy 
over and over. The beauty of RPGs and FFXII in 
particular?

The rising destruc- 
tive capability of 
evil men threatens 
global stability. And 
so, you must take 
control of a team of 
Marvel superheroes 
and form the world’s 
mightiest counter-ter- 
rorism unit! But you 
won’t find Spider-Man 
turning his sarcas- 
tic wit against the likes of Osama bin Laden 
or Mahmoud Ahmadinejad in Marvel Ultimate 
Alliance; instead, you will encounter a fantasti- 
cal adventure that takes you from the gates of 
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hell to the beer halls of Valhalla, battling villains 
of every stripe, even including the cosmic entity 
Galactus, Devourer of Worlds, who apparently 
has half a mind to, well, eat Earth. 

Yes, it is, in large part, the epic story that 
makes MUA such a compelling diversion. That’s 
not to say that the gameplay isn’t a lot of fun; 
it is, but gamers who were drawn to the role- 
playing aspects of earlier installments in Raven 
Software’s superhero RPG series should be 
forewarned: This time around the role-playing 
elements have been diminished in favor of 
more traditional arcade action gameplay. No 
longer will you be able to distribute stat points 
after leveling up, and experience is essentially 
a nonfactor since it’s divided evenly among all 
of your heroes. New features include the abil- 
ity to pick up and wield weapons (think Double 
Dragon), a chargeable jump attack, and various 
special moves requiring fierce, occasionally 
exhausting button mashing. 

While the loss of customization is disap- 
pointing, it’s easily forgotten in the depths of 
the Marvel Universe and the simple pleasures 
of throwing around Captain America’s shield, 
plunging Wolverine’s claws into so many faces, 
and terrifying poor sinners with Ghost Rider’s 
penance stare. - Tim Warden

Your char- 
acter advances and takes on your personal 
strengths. Good English students establish 
insult comedy and backhanded compliments for 
defense, while loaner jocks get better at throw- 
ing things at people. 

Jimmy rides karts, skateboards, tractors, 
bikes, and can leave graffiti tags, but Tony 
Hawk’s been doing that for years. Long load 
times, infrequent saves, and lack of a multi- 
player mode are big problems, too, perhaps due 
to lazy developers. 

Originally Bully was called a “violence in 
the schools” game, but humor and teen 
angst more than fighting are the norm: no 
guns, knives, or blood. Teachers, however, 
misbehave and can be blackmailed as a con- 
sequence. Overall Bully is a great game if you 
are patient with the long loads of the slowly 
expanding Bullworth universe.

Xmas- Rated?

What makes a Christmas special a classic? 
There are several factors, the most significant 
being how impressionable you were when 
you saw said special and the influence of your 
respective demographic. For me, the animat- 
ed Rudolph, the Red-Nosed Reindeer (1964), A 
Charlie Brown Christmas (1965), How the Grinch 
Stole Christmas (the animated 1966 version nar- 
rated with Grinchy glee by Boris Karloff), and 
J.T (1969) are among my favorites. Not so keen 
on the most recent ascendant to holiday classic 
status, A Christmas Story (1983), which was 
first released when I was in my mid-20s. Still, 
it’s a bona fide favorite, airing in a marathon 
starting on Christmas Eve on TBS. 

Every year, someone tries to reconstitute 
the Christmas movie that will strike gold on 
the small screen. This year’s entry is The Year 
Without a Santa Claus. Based on the book by 
Phyllis McGinley, it has many of the hallmarks 
of a holiday classic in waiting, the most crucial 
being a disenchanted main character. Here, 
it’s Santa himself, played by John Goodman, 
who frets that the spirit of Christmas has been 
lost: “If [kids] can’t see it or buy it, it doesn’t 
exist to them.” Even the North Pole - where 
the Christmas spirit (minus the religious over- 


tones) should be secure - has fallen under 
the thrall of commercialism, thanks to the 
leadership of head elf Sparky (Chris Kattan, 
Saturday Night Live). Santa’s toy factory is now 
known as SantaCo, and Sparky is its ambitious 


CEO. After attending a pre-Christmas 
toy expo where the toy-making elves 
present loud and violent video games 
and toys that require multiple tie-in 
purchases, a disgusted Santa decides 
to skip Christmas altogether. 

Goodman is a down-to-earth Santa 
Claus, playing old St. Nick as a very 
large kid lumbering around in a cyni- 
cal romantic’s tired body. To prove him 
wrong and save Christmas, two side char- 
acters step up: elves Jingle and Jangle, 
played by Eddie Griffin (Scary Movie 3) 
and Ethan Suplee (My Name Is Earl). 

Like other holiday films, The Year 
Without a Santa Claus trades on the 
“What happened to the Christmas 
spirit?” theme by critiquing modernity, 
in this case through pop cultural refer- 
ences. Jingle is a TV junkie, and his 
references are incessant and curious, 
given that online media is challeng- 
ing TV’s influence. (Is that handheld 
TV Jingle totes around wireless or 
run by magic?) No matter: It’s his TV 
habit that helps the pair locate Iggy 
Thistlewhite (Dylan Minnette), a boy 
who they think can convince Santa 
Claus that the Christmas spirit lives. 
There’s only one problem: Iggy doesn’t 
believe in Santa Claus. 

From here, we get the sneaking- off-without- 
permission device and all the necessary obsta- 
cles. The film jogs along nicely enough, with 
the exception of a bloated side story about 


Mother Nature’s (Carol Kane) dueling sons, 
Heatmiser and Snowmiser (Harvey Fierstein 
and Michael McKean). Kane is enduringly 
charming - and Fierstein and McKean suitably 
doofy - but time is sorely wasted in a plot 
device that exists merely so that Santa Claus 
can keep his promise to Iggy once the required 
conversion experience occurs. Wouldn’t magic 
have been quicker? 

There are several humorous cameos in this 
film, including an uncredited actress who plays 
the Greek Goddess Artemis working under- 
cover on Earth as a gym teacher. This actress is 
gut-bustingly funny in a role that is far too brief 
when compared to the time spent on Heat- 
miser and Snowmiser. In fact, her role is part of 
the underlying, richer story about the role that 
myth and story plays in cultures, even modem 
ones. That this theme struggles to make itself 
known while the Mother Nature story takes 
up too much space and time is unfortunate. 
But I’m admittedly old-school. The rapid loca- 
tion jumps, wacky antics (including a scene 
in a video arcade), and the overall goofiness 
will please those schooled in short-attention- 
span theatre. And there are enough pop cul- 
ture references to keep older children happy, 
while adults will appreciate references to prior 
Christmas classics. Is this iteration of The Year 
Without a Santa Claus a new Christmas classic? 
Not for me, but I’m not in the demographic 
that decides. 

The Year Without a Santa Claus airs Monday, 
Dec. 11, 8pm on NBC.

A CAPITAL SLIGHT? 


Everyone who thinks Austin takes itself a bit too 
seriously got plenty of ammunition last weekend, 
when a graphic accompanying the Nov. 25 front- 
page New York Times article, “Cities Compete in 
Hipness Battle to Attract Young,” labeled Austin the 
“live music capital of the South.” Naturally, this 
didn’t sit too well with locals who prefer the broad- 
er, self-proclaimed, and virtually impossible to prove 
(or disprove) honorific “live music capital of the 
world.” News 8 Austin was the first to pick up on 
the (non)story, and at Monday’s press conference 
unveiling the supersized Gibson guitar sculptures 
(above) to be displayed around town and auctioned 
for charity, Austin Mayor Will Wynn joked to Fox 7 
News about canceling his Times subscription and 
said, seriously, that he and Ray Benson plan to 
write a letter to the editor. Perhaps they weren’t 
aware that two weeks before, in the lead Sunday 
Arts & Leisure article about foreign indie rock 
bands’ double duty as government-subsidized cul- 
tural ambassadors, the first person quoted was 
Austinite and SXSW creative director Brent 
Grulke. Besides, recognition from the nation’s 
paper of record (unless you’re Bill O’Reilly) as the 
musical capital of a region responsible for every- 
thing from Dixieland jazz and Southern rock to 
Delta blues and booty rap is about as good as it 
gets. No one, Times or otherwise, disputes Austin 
as a national and even global model for converting 
live music into both cash and civic identity (again, 
above), but the more umbrage our elected officials 
take over such semantic trifles, the more provincial 
we appear. Fox 7 buried the story after a brief piece 
on the Kinky Friedman campaign’s upcoming 
office-furniture fire sale, but it wouldn’t die quite so 
easily: Wednesday, Times news blog “Lede” clucked 
at the “heated exegesis,” whatever that means, 
stirred up by the paper’s word choice. 



FUN FUN FUN HOUSE 


Some music festivals are the product of months upon months 
of backbreaking legwork and meticulous planning. Others just sort 
of happen, as is the case with Friday’s first-ever Fun Fun Fun 
Fest in Waterloo Park. FFFF point man and Emo’s talent booker 
Graham Williams says it came about when acts kept contacting 
him for shows on Dec. 1, but Buffalo, N.Y.-born/Tampa, Fla.-raised 
death-metal choirboys Cannibal Corpse were already booked. So 
was every club to which Williams referred the bands. 

“Peaches, Circle Jerks, Dead Meadow, none of them could 
get a show in Austin,” he says. “So I decided I’m gonna put it 
together. It just kept getting bigger and bigger.” 

As it stands now, even after Calexico and Sweden’s Sounds 
dropped out, FFFF spans three stages and 26 performers (see 
“Music Listings” for a full lineup and interview with a reunited, if 
not reformed, Negative Approach). Williams asserts there’s still 
plenty of room for a local festival with a more underground vibe. 

“I think ACL is really well-done, but it only touches on that sort 
of music,” he says. “I don’t want to make a giant festival like that, 
which everyone likes. I want to do one that’s very specific.” 


FFFF’s lineup was finalized in mid-October, when Williams 
rounded up familiar Emo’s faces including Riverboat 
Gamblers, the Octopus Project, Lower Class Brats, Krum 
Bums, and the Applicators. He approached several hip-hop 
acts, including Aesop Rock and Atmosphere, but they were 
unavailable. Austin’s psychedelic death-mongers the Black 
Angels were the last to come aboard after the Sounds rerouted 
their tour. 

“There were tons of other locals I would have liked to have on,” 
Williams says. “If it goes well, and I get to do it again, I’d like to 
include more people.” 

Williams enlisted Alamo Drafthouse founder Tim League, 

with whom he worked on last year’s aborted Cinemania and the 
periodic Austin Fusion DJ/multimedia shows (also in Waterloo 
Park), to help with staffing and other logistics. With barely six 
weeks to assemble and promote the festival, he thinks everything 
has gone smoothly, including ticket sales. 

“They’re about what I expected,” he says. “Our worst-case sce- 
nario is breaking even.”

WHISTLING DIXIE 

With unapologetic documenta- 
ry Shut Up & Sing currently at the 
Arbor, the Dixie Chicks’ politics 
continue to dominate the trio’s 
press clippings. In the mean- 
time, the Texans have accom- 
plished a feat almost unheard of 
in modern pop music: a largely 
successful audience transplant. 

By now it’s clear that most of the 
fans alienated by Natalie Maines’ 

March 2003 anti-George W. Bush 
remark aren’t coming back, and main- 
stream country radio has long since 
raised a new crop of videogenic, feisty 
female vocalists in Carrie Underwood, 

Miranda Lambert, and the Wreckers. 

However, by making the recently platinum 
Taking the Long Way an adult-contemporary 
album, and frankly addressing their recent history 
in the lyrics, the Chicks have tapped into a VHl-friendly fan base more 
in line with their beliefs and equally willing to buy their music. Moreover, 
Maines’ comments helped wedge open a door of dissent that was 
slammed shut after 9/11 but is now permanently ajar. Speaking out is 
her constitutional right, and ironically, the uproar surrounding “We’re 
ashamed the president of the United States is from Texas” has helped 
create an environment where, for the hour or two the Chicks are onstage 
each night - Frank Erwin Center, Monday, Dec. 4 - band and audience 
alike are satisfied to let the songs speak for themselves.

Playing Dominos with Bobby Whitlock Y JIM CALIGIURI 


Austin has its share of genuine rock stars. 
Few come as pedigreed and charismatic as 
Bobby Whitlock, however. 

Who’s Bobby Whitlock? His main claim 
to fame comes as songwriter, vocalist, and 
keyboardist for Derek & the Dominos, Eric 
Clapton’s post-Cream wrecking crew that 
gave the world seven breathtaking minutes of 
“Layla.” Beyond that endlessly radiant moment 
in 1970, Whitlock’s story is truly incredible. 

For starters, he and the other Dominos were 
George Harrison’s core band on All Things Must 
Pass. Hardly confined to the Beatles camp, he 
also appears on the Rolling Stones’ Exile on 
Main Street, albeit uncredited. A 
prime component of Dominos 
precursor Delaney & Bonnie & 

Friends, Whitlock has had his 
songs cut by John Prine, George 
Jones, Tom Jones, Michael 
Nesmith, and others. 

One Monday night last month, 
the cream of those compositions 
set Austin’s Saxon Pub alight. It 
hardly mattered that the South 
Lamar institution was modesdy 
peopled or that Whitlock and his wife CoCo 
Carmel performed as a duo on acoustic instru- 
ments. They ran though the balance of Layla 
and Other Assorted Love Songs, “I Looked Away,” 
“Keep on Growing,” ‘Anyday,” “Tell the Truth,” 
“Why Does Love Got to Be So Sad,” “Thom Tree 
in the Garden” - all songs Whitlock co-wrote or 
wrote - and they did them with ferocious soul. 
That soul comes natural for Whitlock, who was 
bom in Memphis in 1948 and recording for Stax 
Records by the time he was 15. 

Home of Otis Redding, Isaac Hayes, the 
Staple Singers, and a whole lot more, Stax 
attempted a pop imprint called Hip in the mid- 
Sixties and Whitlock was the first white artist 
signed to it - the kid who also stepped in on 
occasion as singer for Stax’s legendary house 
band, Booker T & the MGs. “Steve Cropper 
was my mentor,” beams Whitlock in the music 
room of his new digs near Manor. “I learned 


how to play the B-3 by watching Booker T. It 
was a great time to be in Memphis. Albert King 
and I also became very close.” 

Late in ’68, Delaney and Bonnie Bramlett, 
who had just released their first album for 
Stax, came to Memphis. That was Whitlock’s 
ticket out of town. As he spins another tale, the 
still boyish musician’s innate Southern gentle- 
manliness blooms. He’s obviously spun these 
stories before, but he revels in telling them. 

“Bonnie’s reputation was ‘The White Aretha 
Franklin.’ They came to see me play and 
afterwards they said, ‘We’re putting a band 
together. Do you want to come to California?’ I 
had only ever been to Atlanta, 
so I said, ‘Hell yeah!’ That 
was a Thursday night, and I 
was gone by Saturday. When I 
got there, they had Carl Radle 
on bass, J.J. Cale on guitar, 
Leon Russell on keyboards, 
and Bobby Keys on horns. It 
was like a dream. I went from 
where I had my feet firmly on 
the ground to a completely 
foreign land. In Los Angeles, 
suddenly, we were what was going on.” 

With that, Delaney & Bonnie & Friends 
scored the opening slot on the Blind Faith 
tour in 1969. One of the era’s first super- 
groups, Blind Faith was guitarist Clapton and 
his Cream bandmate Ginger Baker on drums, 
Steve Winwood from Traffic on keys, and Rick 
Grech on bass. 

“Delaney and Bonnie was on tour with 
Blind Faith and kicking their ass!” exclaims 
Whitlock, eyes aglow. “It was a stomping band. 
Every review said that Blind Faith was getting 
blasted by this gospel/country-rock/soul band. 
Eric got close to us because we were a tight unit 
that was always singing and playing music. He 
had never experienced that and wanted to be 
part of it. When we were playing in Toronto, 
Delaney asked me what I thought about him 
playing with us. I said, ‘OK, but he’ll have to 
do something about those pink pants.’ 



LAYLA AND OTHER ASSORTED LOVE SONGS 
BY DEREK & THE DOMINOS 

by Jan Reid 

Rodale, 174 pp., $16.95 

“Every young man has a Layla in his life,” writes Jan Reid, “or 
failing that, in his imagination.” That Eric Clapton’s was the wife 
of his best friend George Harrison, about whom the Beatle wrote 
“Something,” forced God’s own guitarist to mask his shrieks 
of desire in the name of an ancient Bedouin heroine. And opi- 
ates. (“They left large bags of heroin and cocaine lying around.”) 

Like the harrowing classic rock staple itself, Austin’s Redneck 
Rock biographer rips into the legend of 1970’s Layla and Other 
Assorted Love Songs with all the grinning gusto of Duane Allman’s 
impromptu, seven-note intro to the title track. Reid’s lean, gutsy 
prose locks down a rhythm akin to a John Ford Western, at whose 
heart are four Southern boys conducting Clapton’s open-heart surgery. Two died prematurely, 
one murdered his mother, and Layla ' s compositional catalyst - Bobby Whitlock - just pulled 
into River City. On your knees. - Raoul Hernandez 
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“A couple of weeks later, I’m the one wearing 
pink pants.” 

After the tour, Clapton returned to England, 
and most of the Friends left the Bramletts to 
join Joe Cocker’s Mad Dogs & Englishmen. 
Whitlock wasn’t far behind. After another of 
his employers’ marital blowouts, the keyboard- 
ist called up Steve Cropper, who suggested 
contacting Clapton. The guitarist agreed to a 
visit, so the next day Cropper paid Whitlock’s 
way to England. 

“I get on a plane and show up at Eric’s door, 
and he goes, ‘What are you doin’ here?’ I told 
him he’d said, ‘Come on over.’ And he says, 
‘Well, I really didn’t think you’d do it!’ 

“I lived at his house for about six months.” 

It was during that time that most of the 
original songs on Layla were composed. The 
two made an odd pair, the British superstar 
and a soul-crazed youngster from Memphis, 
but they connected on their love of blues, espe- 
cially Albert King. Derek & the Dominos didn’t 
come together as a band until George Harrison 
called Clapton for what became AH Things Must 
Pass. Two other Delaney & Bonnie alums, bass- 
ist Carl Radle and drummer Jim Gordon, were 
the final Dominos falling in place. 

Those who’ve never heard Layla and Other 
Assorted Love Songs are missing out on one of 
rock & roll’s singular recordings. Whitlock, 
who’d previously co-written only one song 
with Delaney, pushed Clapton to emotional 
heights that the guitarist never again reached. 
The appearance of Duane Allman in the mid- 
dle of the recording sessions drove the guitar 
histrionics even higher. The sordid story of the 
album’s birth is available in Jan Reid’s bottled 
lightning new book. 

“After the recording,” recounts Whitlock, 
“we were on the road, and we scored an enor- 
mous amount of drugs to take with us. That 
was the beginning of the end for us, because 
we had a whole lot of cocaine. We did 50- 
something dates in the same amount of days. 


[Still] , on our worst night we were the 
best band on the planet. It was impos- 
sible for us to play badly.” 

Though the double album stiffed, 
achieving immortality only two years 
later when FM radio began playing the 
LP’s title track, the band attempted 
a follow-up, which disintegrated when 
Clapton and Gordon almost came to 
blows in the studio. Whitlock remained 
in England to see if Clapton would 
regroup, but that’s when the guitarist’s 
four-year tailspin into heroin took hold. 

Whitlock’s subsequent solo career 
resulted in four albums. The first 
eponymous LP was well-received for 
Whitlock’s soulful Southern charm, but 
the others garnered diminishing notic- 
es. He finally called it quits in 1976. 

“It wasn’t hard to stop,” Whitlock 
grins, “because there was nothing going 
on in music. You know I’m indirectly 
responsible for disco? [Clapton’s man- 
ger] Robert Stigwood took the Dominos’ 
money, used it to create RSO Records 
and record the Bee Gees. My deepest 
apologies to the entire music world.” 
He retired to a farm in Mississippi, 
married, and raised two children. He 
built his own recording studio and 
did occasional guest shots for the likes of Jeff 
Healey and Buddy Guy. He met his wife initial- 
ly in 1990 when Delaney Bramlett brought his 
mother to Mississippi to see her dying sister. 
After Bonnie, CoCo Carmel was Mrs. Bramlett 
for 13 years. Once together, the duo’s act was 
bom after Whitlock spotted The Layla Sessions 
20th Anniversary box set in a store. 

“I thought, ‘I’m not buying my own record 
when nobody’s ever heard but one, possibly 
two songs from it!’ 

“That’s when a light came on. The songs on 
that album are as new today as they were then. 
They just never had 
anyone perform them 
that had anything to 
do with them. I made 
one phone call to Allan 
Pepper, the man that 
owned the Bottom 
Line in New York. I 
told him I had an idea 
of me and CoCo play- 
ing the songs on Layla 
acoustically. He invit- 
ed us up to open for 
someone, and after we 
finished, people lined 
up to talk to us.” 

A good representa- 
tion of what they do is available on their live 
disc, Other Assorted Love Songs (Domino), from 
2003. After living in Nashville for almost a year, 
the duo moved to Austin about a month ago. 

“I was a little too soulful for Nashville,” 
laughs Whitlock. “We spoke to David Milsap, 
guitarist for Delbert McClinton, in Fort Worth 
earlier this year. He told me Austin was the 
place to be. It reminds me of Memphis in 
1965, when it was about the music, and every- 
body was supportive of everybody. Now I can’t 
imagine living anyplace else.” ■

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS 
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Second Coming 

Tia Carrera's Jason Morales riffs on the Melvins' 'Lysol'

There are dimensions of the mind that only 
music and a handful of pills can unlock: the 
dark side of the moon, an octopus’ garden in 
the shade, a stairway to heaven. One impro- 
vised jam at a time, Austin metal trio Tia 
Carrera follows its muse into a surrealistic ter- 
rain where each chord progression represents 
another possible path. Yet it’s not about the 
destination but rather a bleeding of the colors 
- the spontaneity and creativity aroused in this 
portal of the moment. 

“The experience lets your mind wander,” 
ventures the group’s guitarist, Jason Morales. 
“It doesn’t give you a lot to grasp on to, so you 
have to create your own meaning.” 

And it’s not hit or miss. Instead, each mem- 
ber hits it twice, passes it to the left, returns 
to the tonic, drags on the root, and unleashes 
“Morales Riff No. Four Hundred Twenty.” As 
many a local hoot night has proven, from the 
Who to the Rolling Stones and the Beatles, the 
trio also has an uncanny ability to reinterpret 
the past, exploring the voids left in the wake of 
rock & roll’s forefathers. 

Behold Tia’s telepathic trinity, then. Bassist 
Andrew Duplantis has backed everyone from 
Son Volt and Jon Dee Graham to the Meat 
Puppets and Bob Mould, while his rootsy ven- 
ture with the Unfaithfuls continues to leave audi- 
ences Colorblind (austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/ 
lssue/review?oid=oid%3A402937). Erik Conn, 
who also handles the sticks for Those Peabodys 
and Migas (with Morales), is the centrical force 
driving Carrera. Morales, meanwhile, like J 
Mascis before him, is a drummer turned guitar 
god who specializes in psychedelic sludge. 

In the wake of Tia Carrera’s new self-titled 
disc on Australian Cattle God (austinchronicle. 
com/gyrobase/lssue/review?oid=oid%3A418644), 
seven jams recorded at Cacophony Recorders 
and the Launch Pad over the past two years, 
and the group’s return from the CMJ Music 
Marathon in New York City, the Chronicle 
engaged Morales in an e-mail dialogue about 
an album that influenced the band’s sessions. 
His choice? The Melvins’ copyright-infringing, 
1991 classic, Lysol, subsequently re-released as 
The Melvins. The epic, one song, six-part album 
practically birthed stoner and drone metal in 
a mere 30 minutes. It remains, arguably, the 
band’s heaviest work to date. 

In retrospect, the connection is obvious. For 
one, there’s Morales’ thick black ’fro, which 
recalls the Melvins’ King Buzzo. Then there’s 
the lone Native American warrior basking 
in the sun on the cover of Lysol, his remains 
resurrected 15 years later for Tia Carrera's art- 
work. Perhaps it’s the “Second Coming” Lysol 
once prophesied. Oh yeah, and then there’s 
the shared obsession with “Tone, Levels, and 
THC.” Let it burn. 

□ 

Austin Chronicle: I got into the Melvins a bit 
later than everyone else. My cousin, who moved to 
Seattle in 1991 to be a part of the whole Northwest 


music explosion, came down for Christmas one 
year with what he considered the best of the best 
for me to check out, and Lysol was one of those 
albums. Needless to say, it melted my face off. Do 
you remember when you first got the record or 
what your initial reaction to it was? 

Jason Morales: I don’t remember what my 
initial reaction was when I first heard the 
album; I just knew it was dope! I had already 
been a Melvins fan since Gluey Porch Treatment, 
another one of my faves (if you haven’t heard 
that one yet, you really need to), and Lysol 
took me back to the Gluey days right in the 
first track (“Hung Bunny”) and the fact that it 
was all one track. I think it was the first time 
in their work where they were toying with their 
fans, which seems something that has lasted in 
their work since then. 

AC: What is it about Lysol that’s had a lasting 
influence on your work with Tia Carrera? What 
is it that makes it stand out from Bullhead, 
Houdini, and the four EPs (Eggnog, King Buzzo, 
Joe Preston, Dale Crover) that were also released 
around that same time? 

JM: Tension. The way they make you wait in 
that first song, through the long, deep, heavy 
guitar chords, then a little bass, then the drums 
kick in. That, to me, was awesome. They make 
it last like 10 minutes!! Tia can be, well ... very

long-winded, too, and I like to think that we 
create some of that same tension in our songs 
as the Melvins achieved with Lysol. 

AC: I actually don’t prefer listening to stoner 
metal when getting stoned, so I don’t have any 
really interesting experiences to share regarding 
Lysol. Is this one of your choice albums when pass- 
ing the bong or taking that quick hit before bed? 
JM: Very funny! 

AC: In terms of relating Lysol to Tia Carrera, I 
hear a connection just in the fundamental tones 
of the music. Are you striving toward that same 
heaviness? 

JM: It’s always been a part of my guitar play- 
ing, even back in my old bands like Starfish 
and Hell Trout. That aspect really hit home to 
me, the idea of really slow metal. 

AC: The way Lysol plays through as one 31 -min- 
ute song broken into six movements seems funda- 
mental to the way Tia Carrera rolls, especially on 
2003 ’s November Sessions where each song, like 
“Doom” for instance, has separate sections (1. 
The Riff, 2. The Four Open Six, 3. Hey! Do some

drum intro thing, and maybe give us a yell). But 
more broadly, with the improvisational nature of 
Tia Carrera, all the music seems based on these 
changes in dynamics, these drastic differences 
between highs and lows. How did Lysol influence 
you on that level? 

JM: Well, I think the Melvins really set the 
tone for this type of metal, as I mentioned 
before, the tension, the real heavy, slow riffs, 
the dynamics in their long epic songs, etc. It’s 
just something I really like about them, and I 
think Erik, our drummer, digs the Melvins in 
that way, too. So, when it comes to us laying 
down some shit, it just comes naturally, and 
honestly the titles and all of that crap come 
last. We were just jammin’ that day, and that’s 
how it came out. 

AC: Lysol is thick as brick. The first two move- 
ments, “Hung Bunny” and “Roman Bird Dog,” 
are essentially nothing but feedback and drone, 
which I feel creates this really slow burning sensa- 
tion. At times, you seem to do the same thing, just 
hold one note for a long time. Is that to create the 
same effect, or is it more of a technique to let the 
rest of the band catch up when jamming? 

JM: A little of both. We definitely don’t plan it 
that way. A lot of times it’s because I’m trying 
to think of the next chord I want to go to. It’s 
hard to choose that perfect chord in the middle 
of an improv metal jam, one that just takes the 
whole thing to the next level. And in doing 
that, we’re creating this dramatic, intense 
moment. Everyone in the room - the band, 
the audience - we’re all wondering where this 
thing is gonna go. 

AC: To me, what’s really interesting is the way 
that Flipper’s “Sacrifice” and Alice Cooper’s 



“The Ballad of Dwight Fry” are reworked into the 
context of Lysol as a whole. Tia Carrera’s always 
done a phenomenal job of making others’ music 
their own, be it the Who or the Beatles or whatever. 
How do you know when there’s a song that could 
really work well within Tia Carrera’s format? 

JM: That’s hard, too. Basically, the song needs a 
cool riff, like “While My Guitar Gently Weeps.” 
From there, it’s all about us doing what we do 
best, which is not thinking too hard about it 
and jammin’ like we’re in the middle of a live 
Hendrix jam where he takes a 20-minute solo 
and the rhythm section is knockin’ the shit out 
of the root. 

AC: I spoke to King Buzzo recently, and one of the 
interesting things he told me was that all the dif- 
ferent band lineups over the years kept his music- 
writing fresh. The nature of Tia Carrera writing 
an album is obviously different in that it’s based 
more on spontaneous creativity and capturing 
moments in time, but the new disc also has a few 
collaborations as well. How did working with Ezra 
Reynolds and Jeff Swanson change the recording 
process for you? 

JM: It was really cool to add some different 
textures to the jams. The work that those two 
did took the jams to a different level. Plus, it’s 
something that we’ve tried live a few times, too, 
so it was cool to capture it on tape, because we 
never really had heard what it sounded like 
other than being right there playing the show 
and then afterward trying to remember if it 
sounded cool or not. 

AC: If King Buzzo wanted to join Tia Carrera, 
would you let him sing? 

JM: I’d let him moan a bit, like in “Hung 
Bunny,” but that’s about it. ■

BIG BOSS MAN: THE LIFE & MUSIC OF 
BLUESMAN JIMMY REED 

by Will Romano 

Backbeat, 360 pp., $17.95 (paper) 

Fifty-one was a helluva age to go considering the tremen- 
dous influence Jimmy Reed’s simple, solid blues had on 
modern music. Big Boss Man shadows the Mississippi-born 
guitarist’s life through the recording and drinking years and 
medical and money woes to his last dry days. Romano 
relies on guitar geek-speak - notes, chords, mic brands, 
and chart action - which isn’t a complaint, even if it some- 
times reads repetitively, because the author deftly explains 
the mojo of blues and how Reed worked it. And work it he 
did: From Chicago to the Chitlin Circuit, Reed cut a smoky 
swath of hardcore blues with “Baby, What You Want Me to 
Do,” “Bright Lights, Big City,” and “Big Boss Man.” Those 
songs are still guitar-and-harmonica staples of Blues 101, 
rendered by Reed and his partner Eddie Taylor to eager 
imitators including Elvis and the Rolling Stones. Romano’s 
emphasis on Reed’s one and only gig at Antone’s will warm local hearts. Clifford Antone not 
only brought Reed to play Antone’s, he was responsible for bringing Reed and Eddie Taylor 
back together after years of estrangement. The weekend after Reed’s 1976 death, a huge 
funereal wreath hung behind the bar. The ribbon read, “Jimmy Reed RIP.” - Margaret Moser 

SKYDOG: THE DUANE ALLMAN STORY 

by Randy Poe 

Backbeat 320 pp., $24.95 

Astounding as it may seem, it’s taken 35 years for 
someone to write the definitive story of Duane Allman. One 
of rock’s most enduring and influential guitarists, Allman 
died at 24 in 1971, just as the band he had formed with his 
brother Gregg was achieving worldwide acclaim. Featuring 
a foreword by ZZ Top’s Billy Gibbons, Skydog does a nearly 
impeccable job of conveying his life from a childhood in 
Nashville and session work with soul and jazz legends like 
Wilson Pickett and Herbie Mann to the rough, often drug- 
fueled life of his own bands. Poe brings Allman’s spirit 
back with a passion for detail and through well-researched 
interviews of those who remember him. The description of 
the moment when the original sextet known as the Allman 
Brothers Band realizes they’ve achieved the sound they’d 
been searching for - one that still defines Southern rock 
- will raise the hair on the back of your neck. Skydog also 
includes a comprehensive discography of Allman’s work, entertaining itemization of his studio 
and stage gear, and a look at the continuing lives and careers of Allman’s friends and band- 
mates that makes this book even more valuable. -Jim Caligiuri 
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THE STORY OF AC/DC: LET THERE BE ROCK 

by Susan Masino 
Omnibus Press, 244 pp., $22.95 

With the noted exception of Chuck Berry, who transfixed 
Angus Young into his eternal “School Days,” AC/DC defines 
rock in a way mostly unattainable throughout music his- 
tory. As such, the story of the Aussies is the music itself: 
the sexual escapades (“Whole Lotta Rosie,” “Go Down”), 

“Bedlam in Belgium,” the transition from Bon Scott to Brian 
Johnson. Susan Masino’s Let There Be Rock merely fills in 
the remaining voids with dates, numbers, and awards, trac- 
ing the band’s “long way to the top” from their first show 
in the states at Austin’s Armadillo World Headquarters in 
1977 through the band’s canonization into the educational 
curriculum by way of Jack Black and Richard Linklater’s 
School of Rock. Her writing is reminiscent of AC/DC’s abun- 
dant filler - simple, consistent, completely forgettable. Her 
insight is disappointing, viewing the band from the perspec- 
tive of a super fan and blind to the fact that by the time the 
band was touring with a 38-foot bronze statue of Angus, the group had become a caricature of 
itself. More frustrating, she never dishes dirt on any “Dirty Deeds Done Dirt Cheap.” Rock & 
roll damnation. -Austin Powell 



U2 BY U2 

by Bono, the Edge, Adam Clayton, 

Larry Mullen Jr. 

Harper Collins, 353 pp., $39.95 

As big as the band itself, U2 by U2 is so 
massive it can hardly be done justice in a short- 
form review. So here’s “In the Name of Love,” a 
midpoint chapter whose oral history traces the 
genesis of 1984’s The Unforgettable Fire through 
the Irishmen’s star-making Live Aid performance 
in July 1985. The Edge has just had his first 
child. Larry Mullen adds “Junior” to his name 
so his dad won’t get his tax bills. First-time 
producers Brian Eno and Daniel Lanois bunk 
down in manager Paul McGuinness’ mews (i.e., 
stables). Bono says the album’s theme is “a 
flirtation with death, nuclear fission, raw materi- 
als,” but admits, “I’m not sure how much of that 
is articulated on the album.” The title track was 
inspired by their Japanese publisher, “Bad” by 
heroin-plagued working-class Dublin, and Bono’s crowd-surfing Live Aid theatrics nearly caused 
the Edge, Adam Clayton, and Mullen to fire him afterward. The other 11 chapters are similarly 
exhaustive (and exhausting); there’s so much copy here - not to mention about 1,500 photos, 
many never before seen - that even the famously taciturn Mullen seems loquacious. Hefty as 
it is, U2 by U2 is without question the piece de resistance of any true believer’s library.

DIRTY BLONDE: 

THE DIARIES OF 
COURTNEY LOVE 

by Courtney Love 
Faber & Faber, 

285 pp., $35 

Courtney Love has 
become famous for the 
circus that surrounds 
her - the assaults, 
overdoses, plastic sur- 
geries, and famous dead spouses. Dirty Blonde, 
said to be pieces of her life up until 2001 (and, 
naturally, a teaser for her upcoming album), is 
proof. From pages chronicling her early years as 
a juvenile delinquent and stripper, there is the 
human element: She’s a lonely, insecure girl, 
thirsty for fame and validation. You’ve got to 
hand it to Love; she never stopped striving for 
the rock & roll dream. An entry titled “Things to 
Teach My Children” is prescient: “Never let any- 
one see you be self promoting.” Her obsession 
with celebrity and her own career trajectory is 
an interesting study in worship: Photos of blond 
icon Jean Harlow (“a perfect example of how 
you create illusion”) next to letters to John Peel 
and the “right guy at 4AD” demonstrate her 
“mojo.” Kurt Cobain shows up mostly in photos, 
scrawled postcards, and lists (“Hate: Nirvana- 
mania, drugs, being pregnant ... Love: drugs, 
Yoko Ono”), but there’s no real insight into their 
relationship. A more recent e-mail exchange 
with Lindsay Lohan about the media and “sicko- 
fans” is telling; at this low point in celebrity 
worship, are her diaries anything other than 
self-promoting? - Audra Schroeder 



FOOL THE WORLD: 

THE ORAL HISTORY 
OF A BAND CALLED 
PIXIES

ed the Pixies’ first official 
session at Massachusetts’ 

Fort Apache Studios in 
1987, describes the quartet’s bizarre appeal 
this way: “They seemed like regular, normal 
people, and yet they were doing this thing that 
was from another planet.” Indeed, in Austinite 
Josh Frank and Spin Associate Editor Caryn 



Ganz’s oral history, the four Pixies themselves 
offer almost no hint of the twisted minds that 
spawned college-radio classics like “Gouge 
Away,” “Wave of Mutilation,” and “Bone Machine,” 
and they seem almost apologetic for writing the 
perfect pop song in “Here Comes Your Man.” 
They’re almost too nice, shrugging off the hard 
feelings that arose between founder Charles 
Thompson (aka Black Francis) and bassist Kim 
Deal due to the latter’s unexpected star quality, 
evident at their earliest gigs at Boston rat holes 
(including, appropriately enough, the Rat) and 
full-blown after Deal sang lead on Surfer Rosa’s 
“Gigantic.” Luckily, Beantown scenesters like 
Smith, Deal’s ex-husband John Murphy, and 
Throwing Muses Kristin Hersh and Tanya 
Donelly fill in the blanks, and a chorus of musi- 
cians (Bono, James lha, Shirley Manson, Ian 
MacKaye) gladly testify to the Pixies’ profound 
impact on an unsuspecting, and still grateful, 
rock world. - Christopher Gray

Incorporating luminaries 
such as Ishmael Reed, 

Thurston Moore, and 
Harvey Pekar, a collection 
of 50 writers recounting 
their most memorable con- 
cert-going experiences 
should provide a more 
compelling read. Despite reports from the 
Rolling Stones’ first New York City show in ’65, 
James Brown’s broadcast set that spared Boston 
from riots the day of Martin Luther King Jr.’s 
murder in ’68, and Nirvana’s return to Seattle 
at the end of their triumphant Nevermind tour in 
’91, many of the revisited accounts suffer from 
hazy recollections and lazy storylines. Fortunately, 
The Show I'll Never Forget does manage a few 
jewels that make the book worthwhile. The 
story of a teenage Thomas Beller being dragged 
into the bowels of Madison Square Garden to 
be beaten by police officers after an ’81 Kinks 
concert certainly spares no degree of intrigue. 
Likewise, John Albert leaves shattered glass in 
his wake as he describes the lengths it took for

GORILLAZ: RISE OF THE OGRE 

by Cass Browne and Gorillaz 
Riverhead, 298 pp., $35 

Bigger than Jesus (when laid end-to-end), more popu- 
lar than the Beatles (among members of the key 12- to 
15-year-old Malaysian male demographic), and infinitely 
cooler than Tank Blur, Grammy-winning virtual superstars 
Gorillaz bare all beneath the microscope’s monkey trials 
and two-dimensional popstars in this overstuffed, super- 
saturated, behind-the-bullshit tell-all. Feast your eyes and 
gloat your soul on their accursed awesomeness: Stoke- 
on-Trent, U.K.-born satan ist-cum-base-ist Murdoc Niccals’ 
unlikely role as band Reichsfuhrer; the creation of Kong 
Studios and the subsequent arrival of hordes of insatia- 
ble zombie flesh eaters; and the band’s shocking, bizarre 
ties to once-upon-a-time teenypopper Damon Albarn and 
gin-soaked doodle monkey Jamie Hewlett. Like Gorillaz 
music, Rise of the Ogre benefits from repeat visits. It’s riddled with obscurantist arcana 
(Niccals’ grimoire is the Pseudomonarchia Daemonuml) and drolly psychotic commentary 
from guitar-slinging Tokyo tweener Noodle; skeletal, sclerotic frontman 2D; and Yank skins- 
man Russel, as well as oodles of bent dope from the likes of Shaun Ryder, Ike Turner, Dennis 
Hopper, and random knobhead Brian Burton. So Gorillaz newest media cri de guerre appears 
to be “Today your coffee table, tomorrow the ottoman.” Let ’em have it: Conquering footstools 
is a fool’s errand, but a Noodle on your cocktail table is a religious experience. Screw the 
Bible, baby; this is evolution. - Marc Savlov

I WAS THERE WHEN IT HAPPENED: 
MY LIFE WITH JOHNNY CASH 

by Marshall Grant with Chris Zar 
Cumberland House, 358 pp., $24.95 

Marshall Grant played 
bass in Johnny Cash’s 
Tennessee Two for nearly 
30 years, during which 
time he bore witness to 
the rise of one of the 
greatest songwriters of the 
20th century and to his 
long, drug-induced decline 
and fall. In addition to 
being a lovingly drawn first- 
hand account of life on the road, Grant’s / Was 
There When It Happened (a title taken from the 
gospel song Cash and his band first played for 
Sun Studios founder Sam Phillips) is a caution- 
ary tale for anyone thinking about cultivating an 
addiction to amphetamines: Taken together, the 
stories in this book are enough to make even 
the most decadent man swear off good times 
forever. What Grant lacks in writing ability he 
makes up for in enthusiasm and an archivist’s 
attention to detail. Whether recounting the ser- 
endipitous creation of the famous Johnny Cash 
“boom-chicka-boom sound,” the first fateful 
meeting of Johnny and June Carter, or fascinat- 
ing incidents in the lives of music legends (like 
Elvis Presley building a career on the severely 
injured back of Carl Perkins), Grant approaches 
his book like a born raconteur telling tales over 
a bottle of whiskey. - Josh Rosenblatt

EARTH IN THE AIR: 

LEGENDS OF WEST TEXAS MUSIC 

by Christopher J. Oglesby 

University of Texas Press, 287 pp., $22.95 (paper) 

Lubbock’s Buddy Holly Walk of Fame is strict- 
ly for tourists. I lived there 23 years and never 
visited. For years, I thought Holly was a thick, 


black glasses pioneer 
and Waylon Jennings a 
cameo on Sesame 
Street’s Follow That Bird. 

In slightly more academic 
terms, University of Texas 
professor Christopher 
Oglesby addresses simi- 
lar misconceptions in Fire 
in the Water ; Earth in the 
Air. Oglesby, another 
Lubbock expat, seeks illu- 
mination in interviews with fellow Lubbockites 
Joe Ely, Jimmie Dale Gilmore, and Mac 
“Happiness is Lubbock, Texas, in My Rearview 
Mirror” Davis but never reaches much of a con- 
clusion beyond “there’s nothing else to do.” 
What’s left to say after lead-in interview Terry 
Allen sums it up note perfect: “People in 
Lubbock decide who they are ... and ‘Fuck you 
if you don’t like it”'? In Oglesby’s oral history, 
two themes appear throughout: First, isolation 
and lack of local support cause West Texas 
musicians to create their own standards, and 
second, most Lubbock luminaries move to 
Austin. Holly, ridiculed in life and celebrated in 
his hometown mostly as a tourist attraction, 
should’ve lived so long. - Jeremy Martin 

DARKER THAN THE DEEPEST SEA: 
THE SEARCH FOR NICK DRAKE 

by Trevor Dann 
Da Capo Press, 288 pp., 

$16.95 (paper) 

Most Americans of a 
certain generation were 
introduced to Nick Drake 
in 2000 via a Volkswagen 
commercial featuring 
the song “Pink Moon,” 
but it’s probably safe to 
say that few of them 
then extended their 
interest enough to buy 
a copy of the album of 
the same name. Trevor Dann, once head of the 
BBC’s Music Entertainment, has gone to pains- 
taking lengths to present the story of this tragic 
young Brit, who died in 1974 at the age of 26 
due to an accidental overdose of prescription 
drugs. Dann posits Drake as the Byron of the 
free love age: privileged, aloof, brilliant, and

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AMERICA'S SONGS: THE STORIES BEHIND 
THE SONGS OF BROADWAY, HOLLYWOOD, 

AND TIN PAN ALLEY 

by Philip Furia and Michael Lasser 
Routledge, 328 pp., $29.95 

As integral to the identity of 20th-century America as 
Prohibition, the Cold War, or the New York Yankees, the songs 
of Tin Pan Alley are the closest things we have to a national 
poetic language. Let the English have their Wordsworths, their 
Shelleys, their Gilberts & Sullivans. Irving Berlin, Rodgers & 

Hart, Cole Porter, and the Gershwin brothers are our guys: 
sons of the American immigrant experience who created a 
new musical vernacular by combining the formality of high 
European romance with the wit, urbanity, and unmitigated 
moxie of the modern American city. The results are a collec- 
tion of songs that have since become immortal (“Night and 
Day,” “Blue Moon,” “My Funny Valentine,” and a thousand oth- 
ers), interpreted by countless singers and jazz musicians in 
countless bars, nightclubs, and concert halls around the world - wherever a heart is breaking. 
America's Songs doesn’t claim to be an exhaustive historical text or a work of high intellectual- 
ism. Rather, it’s an anecdotal trip through the creation of some of the greatest compositions of 
our recently deceased century, a trip filled with classic collaborations, booze-filled inspiration, 
and moments of almost divine serendipity. -Josh Rosenblatt 

MOTOWN IN LOVE: 

LYRICS FROM THE GOLDEN ERA 

edited by Herb Jordan 
Pantheon, 196 pp., $23 

At the dawn of the rock-book era, 1970, stood Richard 
Goldstein’s The Poetry of Rock. Light on text but varied in 
its songs, the book’s brilliance was simple: Rock lyrics are 
an awkward extension of traditional poetry. That year also 
marked the waning days of Motown’s magic touch on radio 
as the singles-dominated airwaves of the Sixties gave way to 
album-oriented formats. Yet one of Motown’s enduring lega- 
cies was the timeless classic written by its tower of power- 
ful talent, including Smokey Robinson, Marvin Gaye, Stevie 
Wonder, and heavy-hit teams such as Valerie Ashford and 
Nick Simpson, Barrett Strong and Norman Whitfield, and the 
unstoppable Eddie Holland, Lamont Dozier, and Brian Holland. 

Collected by scholar-composer Herb Jordan, Motown in Love 
illustrates how the indie label’s many muses shaped pop music well before The Poetry of Rock 
posited “Duke of Earl” with “Motorcycle Irene.” Songs such as “My Girl,” “Heard It Through the 
Grapevine,” and “Stop! In the Name of Love” weren’t only sophisticated poetry without a whit 
of awkwardness; they also taught rhyme, assonance, metaphor, simile, and meter with a lotta 
heart and a lotta soul. Forget the finger-popping beats and stellar musicianship: A Motown lyric 
is as emotional a declaration of love then as now. - Margaret Moser 




spectacularly self-destructive. To his credit, the 
author refuses to romanticize the ambitious but 
clinically depressed singer-songwriter while simul- 
taneously illustrating the various callous and 
sloppy ways in which Drake’s career was so gro- 
tesquely mismanaged. Mixing personal anec- 
dotes, interviews with Drake’s former cohorts, 
and detailed descriptions of Drake’s surroundings 
during various phases of his life, Dann paints as 
complete a portrait as possible of the man 
whose life and death pose the eternal question 
mark.

THIS IS YOUR BRAIN ON MUSIC: 
THE SCIENCE OF A HUMAN 
OBSESSION 

by Daniel J. Levitin 
Dutton, 314 pp., $24.95 

As a musician-turned- 
neuroscientist, McGill 
University professor 
Daniel Levitin is in a 
unique position to tack- 
le questions about 
what constitutes music, 
what role music plays 
in various aspects of 
the human condition, 
and why it cannot be 
dismissed as just a happy evolutionary acci- 
dent. While most of us will have to digest the 
research findings described in This Is Your Brain 
on Music very slowly, Levitin transcends peer- 
reviewed turgidity with concise summations and 
a ready wit (i.e., explaining that having no cere- 
bellum does not constitute a lobotomy, as the 
Ramones would have you believe). Levitin 
begins by reviewing the elements of music - 
pitch, rhythm, tempo, melody, harmony, and tim- 
bre - then explains how different areas of the 
brain process these elements. Development of 
musical anticipation and the engagement pro- 
duced by confounding expectations is illustrated 
with examples running the gamut from Haydn to 
Creedence. Levitin explains how we tend to 
seek more complex musical surprises as the 
brain develops, yet too much complexity tends 
to drive listeners away. When the author con- 
templates the evidence of music’s role in human 
evolution, it’s hard to fathom a more profound 
way of appreciating music. - Greg Beets 

THE PRODUCER: 

JOHN HAMMOND 
AND THE SOUL 
OF AMERICAN 
MUSIC 

by Dunstan Prial 
Farrar, Straus and 
Giroux, 347 pp., $27 

In the final lines of 
Dunstan Prial’s zippy, 
ultimately astute biogra- 
phy of the 20th centu- 
ry’s most prescient 
music talent scout, the author ascribes the cru- 
sading Vanderbuilt scion a singular place in 
American civil rights history. By championing 
Austin-born pianist Teddy Wilson to his future 
brother-in-law Benny Goodman, John Hammond 
directly, and, more importantly, with intent, helped 
break the race barrier on stage more than a full 
decade before Jackie Robinson’s Brooklyn 
Dodgers proved equally color-blind in 1947. So 
much for jazz doubling as America’s pastime. It 
was Hammond’s certainly, a lifeline out of the 


family’s Fifth Avenue mansion in Manhattan, 
where the rhythm and blues of the kitchen 
tracked straight uptown to Harlem. “Absolutely 
overwhelmed” stamps his initial discovery of 
Billie Holiday. Hearing Count Basie on his 
tricked-out car stereo, he raced to Kansas City 
sight unseen. Charlie Christian, the patriarch of 
modern electric guitar, another virtual unknown 
the Columbia Records man brought to Goodman. 
Prial’s “Second Act,” three quarters in, races 
through Hammond’s “discovering” Aretha Franklin, 
Bob Dylan, Bruce Springsteen, Leonard Cohen, 
and finally bookend device Stevie Ray Vaughan 
at the expense of The Producer, who was any- 
thing but a studio craftsman yet so much more 
than a music industrialist. - Raoul Hernandez 

SOMETHING IN THE AIR: RADIO, 
ROCK, AND THE REVOLUTION THAT 
SHAPED A GENERATION 

by Marc Fisher 

Random House, 400 pp., $27.95 

Though it reads for stretches like a particu- 
larly well-cited eulogy, Washington Post colum- 
nist Marc Fisher refuses to pronounce his true 
love dead in Something in the Air, choosing 
instead to offer other, often pat, pronounce- 
ments. “Radio isn’t what it used to be, but it 
never really was,” he writes late while discuss- 


ing Clear Channel, 
satellite, and pod- 
casting. “Despite its 
troubles, radio is as 
much about the 
future as it is about 
the past.” Perhaps, 
but it’s tough to tell 
from this solid anec- 
dotal history sagging 
with nostalgia. Fisher 
profiles postwar 
radio men with 
microphones - Todd 
Storz, Hunter Hancock, Cousin Brucie, Alan 
Freed, Jean Shepherd, Tom Donahue, Bob Fass, 
Lee Abrams, Paul Sidney, and even Austin’s Dr. 
Hepcat for a few pages - and ties their trajecto- 
ries to those of Top 40 radio, civil rights and 
the Sixties, the Federal Communications 
Commission, and beyond. In doing so, he 
attempts to convince that American pop culture 
as we know it is the product of slick, creative 
marketing and innovative media strategy, out- 
cast voices in the night, and desk-to-dance-floor 
community-building. By no means has he failed 
- this is a fun book full of great moments - but 
he hasn’t found a strong signal, either.

James Barron’s Piano:

Concert Grand joins 
Simon Winchester’s The

Rhodes’ The Making of the Atomic Bomb in the 
ranks of exceptional “making-of books” written 
for an audience beyond the academic experts 
who might ordinarily be expected to take an 
interest in their topics. For the right person, 
these books are page-turners, not how-to books. 
With Piano, one comes away with a depth of 
knowledge, appreciation, and perhaps affection 
for one of music engineering’s greatest achieve- 
ments, not to mention the stubbornness and 
glory of a company that continues to craft in the 
grand old tradition. While its competitors have 
moved into the age of mechanization and beyond, 
Steinway still builds an amazing amount of its 
pianos virtually by hand. The biography follows 
its main character, the Steinway concert grand 
named K0862, from the lumberyard to the con- 
cert stage with stops along the way to explore 
the history of Steinway and Sons. Painstakingly 
researched and engagingly written, the book is 
a quick and satisfying read. Now find an upcom- 
ing UT faculty piano recital at Bates Recital Hall 
and go listen to the crown jewel of Austin pia- 
nos, the Bates’ Steinway D. - Graham Reynolds 

THE DAWN OF 
INDIAN MUSIC IN 
THE WEST 

by Peter Lavezzoli 
Continuum, 456 pp., 

$39.95 

Deep into his well- 
informed but only sporadi- 
cally entertaining tome on 
the influence of Indian 
music on Western musi- 
cians, Peter Lavezzoli quotes Indian-born poet 
and colonial apologist Rudyard Kipling. “Oh, 

East is East, and West is West, and never the 
twain shall meet,” wrote Kipling in “The Ballad 
of East and West.” Lavezzoli hopes to have the 
final say on lingering schisms between East and 
West - musically, at least - trotting out high-pro- 
file musicians from around the globe to illus- 
trate just how critical Indian influence was for a 
generation of English and American artists, 
whether taken as whirling Sufism, Hindu ragas, 
or Indo-Persian instrumentation. Interviewed are 
figures from the rock pantheon, including Dead 
percussionist Mickey Hart and George Harrison. 
The author also offers discussions with the 
likes of Ali Akbar Khan, a legendary player of the 
lutelike sarod, while Ravi Shankar penned the 
introduction and is later profiled along with his 
daughter Anoushka. Passages on John Coltrane 
and other jazz greats who adopted Indian con- 
cepts and styles emerge as most compelling, 
but given the grab-bag oral history, personal 
chronology, and music theory that informs this 
book, it’s too bad the pages on Indo-jazz fusion 
aren’t expanded. Another omission is any up-to- 
date consideration of electronic music or Bollywood.

WHERE MUSIC STILL MATTERS 
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BY CHUCK SHEPHERD 



Dead candidates continued to enjoy electoral success, with at least four winning hard- 
fought races in November. Katherine Dunton tied in an Alaska school-board race but, though 
dead, won the coin toss and was elected. Glenda Dawson won her Texas state House seat, 
thanks in part to a colorful campaign mailer that went out a month after her death, touting 
her achievements (but making no campaign promises). And Sam Duncan won a seat on a 
North Carolina county soil and conservation board, which was such a low-key race that even 
some of his backers were surprised to learn after the election that he had died in September. 


LEAD STORY 

Celebrity Trademark News: The gruff, former 
Chicago Bears player and coach Mike Ditka 
recently teamed with a California winery to sell 
a signature line of wines, including a premium 
taste retailing for $50 a bottle. And actor Andy 
Griffith filed a lawsuit in November demanding 
that the former William Fenrick change his legal 
name back from Andy Griffith, which he admit- 
ted he acquired only to help himself get elected 
sheriff of Grant County, Wis. (he lost). And a 
man in China’s Fujian province applied to the 
government in November to sell female sanitary 
pads under the trademark Yao Ming (China’s 
superstar pro basketball player), catching Yao’s 
agents dumbfounded at the man’s audacity. 

CULTURAL DIVERSITY 

• Among the indigenous rituals that survive 
today in Madagascar is the quinquennial (or 
so) “turning of the bones,” when families dig 
up their ancestors’ remains, polish them, show 
them around the village (so the departed can 
see how things have changed), and redress 
and reinter them. Not to partake is to show 
disrespect, bring bad luck, and risk one’s own 
unsatisfactory afterlife, according to an October 
Wall Street Journal dispatch from Antananarivo. 

• Asia’s Game: According to an October report 
in the Asian Wall Street Journal, golf camps in 
China, Japan, South Korea, and Singapore teach 
kids as young as 2, in many cases merely because 
parents are awed by the financially successful pro 
golfer Michelle Wie, who started at age 4. Some 
adult golfers in Thailand understand the obses- 
sion, such as those who play the Kantarat course 
in Bangkok, whose fairways are between active 
runways of Don Muang Airport, with the “smell 
of kerosene on the first tee” and the occasional 
need to dodge planes to play a tough lie. And 
China’s Xiamen University recently began requir- 
ing that students majoring in management, law, 
and software engineering take a course in golf to 
round out a “socially elite” education. 

ELECTION ROUNDUP 
(CONTINUED) 

Smashmouth Politics: Barbara Cubin bare- 
ly won re-election to the U.S. House from 
Wyoming after she angrily threatened to slap 
her wheelchair-confined opponent over a com- 
ment about campaign finance reform after an 
October debate. And former Texas state House 
member Rick Green took a swing at the man 
who beat him in 2002 when both arrived at the 
polls to vote at the same time. 


LATEST RELIGIOUS MESSAGES 

• Bad Water/Good Water: Some churches in 
Canada have begun actively condemning com- 
mercial bottled water (except where no other 
sanitary water is available), either as environmen- 
tally destructive or as the commercialization of 
God’s gift of life (according to a September report 
in Toronto’s Globe and Mail). At the same time, in 
Mumbai, India, as many as 1 million Hindus once 
again this year ritually dunked handmade idols of 
the elephant-headed Ganesh, thus worsening the 
hopelessly polluted waters around the city. 

• New York City Episcopal priest Timothy 
Holder (“Poppa T”), whose HipHopEMass and 
“Hip Hop Prayer Book” have turned South 
Bronx youth into parishioners over the last 


two years, issued a music CD in November 
featuring Bible stories in street language. For 
example, the 23rd Psalm: “The Lord is all that 
/ I need for nuthin’ / he ’lows me to chill.” 

QUESTIONABLE JUDGMENTS 

Frank Williams, 48, filed a lawsuit in Pittsburgh 
in August, accusing the state Department of 
Corrections of improperly punishing him four 
years ago when he was immediately ordered 
back to prison for missing a parole appoint- 
ment. Williams said he was not able to contest 
the decision then because he was hospitalized, 
unconscious, having been shot on his way to 
the appointment, and in the intervening years, 
his medical condition has worsened because of 
inadequate medical care in prison. 


PEOPLE WITH MUCH WORSE 
SEX LIVES THAN YOU: 

1) Michael McPhail, 26, was arrested in 
Spanaway, Wash., in October after his wife said 
she caught him having sex with the couple’s pit 
bull terrier. (Washington’s new anti-bestiality law 
took effect in June, passed after the highly pub- 
licized 2005 death of a man in Enumclaw who 
allowed himself to be penetrated by a horse.) 2) 
Bryan Hathaway, 20, was arrested in Superior, 
Wis., in October and charged with molesting a 
deer carcass that he said had sexually aroused 
him when he saw it in a ditch. (Hathaway’s law- 
yer has raised the defense that the anti-bestiality 
law only applies to sex with live animals.) 

BUT FOR ALCOHOL, 

THERE'D BE LITTLE 
NEWS OF THE WEIRD 

Twice in October, motorists were arrested for 
DUI after driving up to the security guard house 
at the nuclear power plant in Braidwood, 111., by 
mistake. According to police, Lloyd Kuykendall, 
38, drove up and handed the guard $1, thinking 
it was a highway toll booth, and 10 days later, 
Stanislaw Drobrzawski, 51, tried to align his car 
with the guard house, thinking it was a gas sta- 
tion pump. And in Des Moines, Iowa, in October, 
customer Michelle Marie Engler, 45, was arrested 
for public intoxication at the Big Tomato Pizza 
restaurant after boisterously demanding to know 
why her food was taking so long. (An employee 
explained that she hadn’t ordered yet.) 

UPDATES 

Since 1999, “News of the Weird” has report- 
ed stories of perhaps the same man who, posing 
as a cop, made periodic phone calls to manag- 
ers of fast-food restaurants in several states 
demanding that a young female employee be 
interrogated about a crime while he listened in 
and steered the questioning to sex. Last year, 
police finally made an arrest after identifying 
the purchaser of a calling card used to phone a 
Kentucky McDonald’s as David R. Stewart, 39, 
of Fountain, Fla. (The caller had demanded that 
the employee undress and jump up and down so 
that the manager could sniff her sweat for traces 
of drugs.) However, a jury in Shepherdsville, Ly, 
acquitted Stewart in October. The employee still 
has a lawsuit pending, and authorities in other 
states want to talk to Stewart.

Mandola Estate Winery, outside of 
Dripping Springs, pairs handmade Italian-style 
wines with a Texas accent to an Old World-style 
Italian market and restaurant. Founded by the 
Mandola family, who also operate the popular 
Austin eatery under the family name, the win- 
ery announced its first release last month after 
more than four years of preparation. 

“Food and wine are meant to be fun,” says 
Mark Penna, the winery’s winemaker as he 
led a small tour. “We’re starting a quiet revo- 
lution here in the Texas wine industry,” he 
says. “We want to set new trends and draw 
attention to Texas wines.” 

Starting a winery was a long-held dream of 
her husband, says Trina Mandola. Damian 
Mandola has been a fixture on the Houston 
restaurant scene for more than 30 years. He 
opened his first restaurant as a college 
senior in 1975. Damian’s Cucina Italiana was 
a hit in the downtown Houston theatre dis- 
trict when he helped start the chain of 
Carrabba’s Italian Grills with his nephew, 
Johnny Carrabba. In March 2006, Damian 
and Trina opened the Mandola Market at 
North Lamar and 47th Street in Austin. 

The Mandolas partnered with their Houston 
neighbors, Drs. Stan and Lisa Duchman to 
bring the million-dollar Hill Country winery facil- 
ity on line. “They keep telling me not to quit 
my day job yet,” says Stan Duchman, a 
Houston cardiologist with a passion for wines. 

“The really hard part of starting a winery is 
finding a good winemaker that you can work 
with,” Duchman says. Penna has the rare mix 
of expertise and pleasant personality. 


With a thick beard and glasses, Penna 
looks more like a college professor than a 
winemaker. “Don’t get me started talking, or 
I’ll bore you with the minutiae,” he tells the 
tour group with a laugh. A 1990 graduate of 
Texas A&M, Penna has more than 20 years of 
winemaking and vineyard management experi- 
ence on the High Plains south of Lubbock. 

Despite the warning, Penna’s winery tour 
is anything but boring. As he walks around 
the new winery, his demeanor seems to alter- 
nate from being in a cathedral to being in a 
play room. He’s respectfully having a lot of 
fun, and when he starts talking about experi- 
menting with traditional Italian blended 
wines, his eyes sparkle. 

“We’ll be working entirely in Italian vari- 
etals,” he says. “Italian grapes do very well 
in Central Texas and on the High Plains.” So 
far, they have planted 8 acres of 
Montepulciano, Moscato, Barbera, and 
Sangiovese grapes. Eventually, more than 20 
acres of vines will surround the winery built 
to look like an Italian villa. Produc-tion is tar- 
geted for 20,000 cases a year. 

With its high ceilings, the tasting room 
looks like a grand dining room. Visitors can 
belly up to the bar to sample the first six 
releases from the new winery. Using the 
equipment at the nearby Driftwood Winery, 
Mandola Estates began making wine while 
the vineyard and winery were being built. 

The initial releases are respectable. Using 
grapes from California, the winery’s Viognier 
and Pinot Grigio are excellent light wines for 
hot Texas weather. Penna says the Viognier 



will eventually be discontinued, and that they 
have started buying Pinot grapes from an 
organic cotton, peanut, and grape farmer out- 
side of Lubbock. 

The winery’s Sangiovese and Syrah are 
also on the light side, with the Syrah being 
the more interesting. Under the Canto Felice 
label, the winery mixes Sangiovese, Syrah, 
and Pinot Grigio grapes for a lightly sweet 
wine that is easy and fun to drink. 

Penna made only 290 cases of the 2004 
Nebbiolo, a classic Piedmont grape that is 
rather rare in the States. It is a robust wine 
that gives hints at the new direction the win- 
ery is taking Texas winemaking. The Nebbiolo 
grape can also be very difficult to work with 
in the field and in the fermenting tanks. 

Mandola Estate Winery is down the road 
from the Salt Lick Barbecue on FM 150. The 
tasting room opens Monday through Saturday, 
10am to 6pm, and on Sunday, noon to 5pm. 
For information, call 512/858-1470, or go to 
www.mandolawines.com. Trina Mandola says 
they hope to add a restaurant at the site by 
June 2007.

Life is a complicated thing. Few things in life 
are more complicated than love, and few styles 
of storytelling have made love more complicated 
than Restoration comedy. If you’re unfamiliar with 
the term, think of Restoration 
comedy as the style that became 
popular after Shakespeare’s death, 
a comedy of manners satirizing 
all things courtly and all things 
romantic, and you won’t be far off. 

In The Way of the World, 

Mirabell is in love with Millamant, 
but Millamant’s aunt, Lady 
Wishfort, hates Mirabell because 
he once pretended to love her and so refuses 
the match. Fainall is married to Lady Wishfort’s 
daughter, who is a former lover of Mirabell. 

Fainall has a mistress, Lady Marwood, who, not 
surprisingly, also is in love with Mirabell. (As you 
can probably tell, Mirabell is a player.) In order 
to marry Millamant and thus receive her dowry, Mirabell must find a 
way to trick Lady Wishfort into consenting to the marriage. 

As I said, complicated, and that’s really only the beginning of 
William Congreve’s story, one so complicated that even audiences at 
the turn of the 18th century had difficulty following it. Given such a 
difficult script, filled with what is now considered archaic language, 
why might you be interested in attending this UT Department of 
Theatre & Dance production? The reasons are myriad. From Mirabell 
and Fainall’s first languid entrance into the chocolate shop, director 
Jesse Berger makes you feel as though you’ve been entirely trans- 
ported to another time and place. While Sarah Davidson’s scenic 
design is appropriate enough with its open stage and simple wooden 
set-pieces, Sarah Mosher’s costumes are things of decadent beauty. 
Few periods outside the Restoration offer so much room for a cos- 
tume designer to stretch, and Mosher takes full advantage. The men 
wear long, curling, flowing wigs, with hankies poking out of sleeves 
that seem to go on forever, legs encased in hose, and bows topping 


off even their shoes. The women are encased in skirts, overskirts, 
and bustles, sometimes with long trains flowing outward, and feath- 
ered hats and headpieces abound. Of course, the costumes wouldn’t 
work nearly as well if they weren’t worn well, and the actors, as a 
group, show their accoutrements off to great effect, strutting and pos- 
ing and preening throughout. 

The only thing that falls down is the story, and while I’m tempted, I 
can’t fault the actors or even director Berger for it. Congreve’s script 
is such a mishmash of complications that I’m not sure any group of 
actors, or any director, could make sense of it all. As a group, the 
actors, from Corey Jones as the charming Mirabell to Jeremy Selim as 
the country bumpkin Sir Wilfull to Blake DeLong as the fop Witwould, 
effectively embody their characters physically and vocally. And while 
on occasion they move too quickly through the text, I’d much rather 
have actors going too quickly than too slowly. All in all, The Way of the 
World is by far the most effective UT production I’ve seen in years.

And now for something completely Different Stages. This company 
drives Christopher Durang’s holiday spoof like a kamikaze hayride into 
a merry miscellany of Christmas entertainments. Lampooning the one 
time of year that seems to have more stories than any 
other season, Durang has fashioned a portmanteau 
of two of the most venerable (albeit not the oldest) 
Christmas tales: Charles Dickens’ A Christmas Carol 
and Frank Capra’s It's a Wonderful Life. 

The playwright splits the spotlight between Scrooge 
and a depressed Mrs. Cratchit, adding a lot more to 
her and Bob Cratchit’s backstory. (Turns out her capri- 
cious hubby brings in enough foundlings for a small 
militia but never enough money for food.) You’d have 
thought that Dickens would have wanted her to be 
the kindest of gentlewomen and as blithely spirited as her husband 
- and maybe he did, but this Mrs. Bob comically downs a few hasty 
shots and splits, threatening to throw herself off the London Bridge, 
but not before she falls ... in love with the scowling miser. 

Dickens’ three spirits are compressed into one - one with a 
sassy voice and penchant for Billie Holiday, no less - but in her red 
Converse heels the Ghost of Christmas Past, Present, and Future 
(Julianna Wright) walks us through the familiar steps of Dickens’ tale, 
beginning with the young and old Ebenezers meeting one another. 

That, however, turns out to be the needle scratching the record, 
altering the story and setting the zany tone for the show. For some 
inexplicable reason, the ghost’s magic keeps transporting the skinflint 


to Mrs. Cratchit, who, 
as played by Nicole 
Marosis, sports a per- 
manent frown, making 
her a well-suited battle- 
axe for Scrooge. Eric 
Porter creates a memo- 
rable Scrooge, with 
toadlike lip-licking, a 
croaking evil laugh, and 
enough arthritic shak- 
ing that if he put on 
sunglasses, he’d look 
like Ozzy Osbourne. A 
whirlwind of plot twists 
spin us through paro- 
dies of more Dickens 
(Oliver Twist and The 
Old Curiosity Shop), 
plus 0. Henry’s “The 
Gift of the Magi” and 
that Capra-esque angel 
“getting his wings.” And 
Kirk German blows the 
show wide open with 
Mr. Fezziwig’s song, just one of a handful of random musical numbers. 

It is a frenetic yet humorous mess. The props are two-dimensional. 
Actors occasionally call other actors by their real names. There are 
side-splitting moments when the collective energy of the cast of 10 
seems to burst into improvisation. Wildly imaginative and off-the-wall, 
this production is ideal if you’re looking for a Christmas story that’s 
goofy but with a decent ending. - Patti Hadad

There is art, and then there is Art. While art can hang 
on our walls and match our sofas, Art redefines the space 
it is in and questions its relationship to its viewers and its 
surroundings. While art can be colorful or black-and-white, 
three-dimensional or paper-bound, Art operates to rethink the 
medium itself. With all this in mind, “Testsite 
06.5: I Want to See My Skirt” is decidedly Art 
with a capital “A.” Its work in film, poetry, and 
bean-bag sculpture is beautiful in itself, but it 
exists primarily as a form of questioning that 
revitalizes lives, not just rooms, and makes 
us into people ready to rethink, revisit, and 
reinvent, as well. 

For Testsite ’s current and characteristic 
collaborative pairing of writer and artist, film- 
maker Cauleen Smith began with two black-and-white photo- 
graphs taken by Malick Sidibe (Mali, 1935-), best-known for 
his images capturing popular culture in the the Niger Valley 
during the 1960s. From Sidibe’s image of a little girl, top- 
less yet beaming in her apparently new gathered skirt and 



large hoop earrings, “I Want to See My Skirt” takes both its 
impetus and its name. Drawing from these images, poet A. 
Van Jordan has written a group of short texts that serves as 
the literary foundations for this collaboration. In Jordan’s able 
wording, the young girl of Sidibe’s photograph grows into a 
young woman, whose life, culture, and attitude were visible, 
if nascent, on the day she asked a photographer to “please, 
help me see my skirt.” And in Smith’s breathtakingly rich 
filmic imagination, this girl and her journey into womanhood 
trace the impact of that skirt and its significations across 
continents, across growth stages, across generations. 

For anyone who is lucky enough to arrive at Testsite’s 
space at night, both the beauty and provocative question- 
ing of “I Want to See My Skirt” begins before the opening 
of the gallery door. In shadows on the grass outside, one of 
Cauleen’s most stunning film contributions reflects off the 
gallery windows and echoes its images on host Laurence 
Miller’s lawn. While this crossing of interior and exterior 
boundaries is simple, its beauty and significance are a pre- 
view to the work within: where bean bags shaped as the 
oceans dividing Europe, Africa, and North America stack into 
a sensuous, spirited fabric heap and where Smith’s richly 
colored films and Jordan’s descriptive poetry set up a world 
that is both vintage and modern, that is both placed and 
placeless, that is both beauty and questioning. As the work 
of these collaborators illustrates the flow of pop cultures in 


music, fashion, and ideas among the United States, Europe, 
and Africa, it also illustrates the thin line of cohesion between 
objects and identities, between skirts and self-understanding, 
and between a tailor and a generation of the early globalized 
and the soon-to-be multicultured. Through the eyes of Sidibe’s 
camera, Smith’s cinematography, and Van Jordan’s poetry, we 
see not only a pretty little girl on the verge of womanhood but 
the way we see ourselves and how those visions influence 
who we will become. - Nikki Moore

It’s got a good creative pedigree and 
confident execution - as well as nifty 
design, down to its Hammond-organ 
Photek soundtrack and desert chic 

- but this ensemble piece set in a rural 
mobile-home park steps off the trail into 
melodrama from time to time. First-time 
director Matzner’s assured visuals (shot by 
Jonathan Sela, videographer to J. Lo and 
La Lohan) create a shimmering, miragelike 
atmosphere of Big Sky, convenience stores, 
and cracked-leatherette shotgun seats - a 
refuge for broken-down people in the sun. 
Audrey (Bruckner) is a recent high school 
graduate living with her father (Corbett, who 
seems young for the part but is excellent), 
an agoraphobic widower who won’t leave 
the park. Audrey’s best friend (Garner), who 
has recently renamed herself Calista, has 
been arrested in girlhood by a diagnosis 

of multiple sclerosis; she fantasizes about 
being Miss America and flounces around in 
a tiara and ball gown. Enter Mookie (Long), 
a college ballplayer with a blown-out knee 
and a retired rock & roll mom (Gershon, 
who ups the quirk as Twin Peaks bad guy 
Mulkey accompanies her on pedal steel). 

As they move in like the Joads, Calista 
sees Mookie first. But Audrey loves him, 
too, despite the ready attentions of a 
convenience-store beatnik (the fine Brian 
Klugman). The script (by Tom Willet, of The 
Cassidy Kids) is bigger-than-life at times 

- dangerous bees, boyfriend ex machina, 
voiced-over poetry, and a ball-gown Vespa 
accident to rival that of Wild Things 2 

- and it’s probably meant more winkingly 

than Matzner renders it. Though its mood 
swings are too forcibly dramatic, the film’s 
emotional center is also very solid, with 
thoughtful meditation on Audrey’s role as 
community enabler. The performances 
are all fine, with Bruckner and Corbett 
the standouts as a parent and child with 
roles reversed after a death in the family. 
Bruckner has a starlet quality - she used 
to be on The Bold and the Beautiful - but 
she’s also very ordinary and authenti- 
cally teenage, like Claire Danes as Angela 
Chase. Plain and conventional from some 
directions, and pretty from others - kind of 
like the movie itself. - Marrit Ingman

DECK THE HALLS 

D: John Whitesell; with Danny DeVito , Matthew 
Broderick ; Kristin Davis, Kristin Chenoweth, Alia

What’s interesting about typical 
Hollywood Christmas movies is that regard- 
less of how crass, vulgar, or mean-spirited 
they may be, by the last scene they will 
inevitably try to wrap viewers in a blanket 
of warm seasonal cheer. There isn’t a man 
alive, these movies argue, “be he ne’er so 
vile,” whose condition wouldn’t be gentled 
by a little Christmas spirit. Deck the Halls 
is as crass, vulgar, and mean-spirited as 
Christmas movies come, but the last thing 
its protagonists have to worry about is a 
lack of enthusiasm; on the contrary, their 
sins are the result of overabundance. 

When boorish used-car salesman Buddy 
Hall (DeVito) moves in across the street 
from mild-mannered optometrist Steve 
Finch (Broderick), he’s unaware that his 
new neighbor is the local “Christmas guy,” 
a man who prides himself on being in 
charge of the town’s winter carnival, wear- 
ing reindeer sweaters, and growing his own 
fir trees, etc. In fact, Finch is so consumed 


with the idea of creating the “perfect” 
Christmas for his family, he’s blind to the 
fact that his obsession is driving them 
to bitterness. Meanwhile, Hall, who’s 
suffering through an epic midlife crisis, 
comes across a Web site where one can 
view satellite images of one’s own house 

- provided the house is big enough, of 
course, which Hall’s isn’t. In this omission 
Hall sees a cruel metaphor for his entire 
meaningless little life, and he decides right 
then and there that he’s going to create 

a Christmas light display on his property 
of such garish magnitude that it will be 
visible from outer space, thereby grant- 
ing him some small recognition from the 
world and filling the lingering hole in his 
heart. And so begins a Yuletide battle of 
almost biblical proportions, a collection of 
pranks, tricks, and assaults on property 
and person that leaves both men broken, 
humbled, and alone on Christmas Eve 

- a time, commercials tell us, when every 
man should be with the ones he loves. 
Luckily for Finch and Hall, it’s also the time 
in every Christmas movie when salvation 
swoops in on its golden sleigh, accompa- 
nied by carols, candles, and fresh snow- 
fall. Deck the Halls jumps clamorously from 
scene to painful scene without any con- 
cern for plot development or consistency, 
and with the single aim of scoring only the

Like the very word on which this documentary 
sheds light, F*ck is all over the place - some- 
times a verb, sometimes a noun, adjective, or 
expletive; a word with fascinating ramifications 
in the realms of history, culture, politics, reli- 
gion, and linguistics. Anderson’s 
documentary attempts to 
marshall the far-flung uses, 
abuses, excuses, and muses of 
this loaded word, and present 
his findings for our edification. 

Some viewers are bound to 
find his film a means to cheap 
exploitation, titillation, or gra- 
tuitous smut. Be advised, this 
film is not for those who are 
offended by the word “fuck”: This profanity is 
uttered more than 800 times throughout the 
course of the film. However, everyone else is 
likely to take away some revelatory nuggets 
of historical information, cultural perspective, 
and political ammunition. Commentators as 
varied as Hunter S. Thompson, Miss Manners, 

Steven Bochco, Sam Donaldson, Bill Maher, 

Alan Keyes, Kevin Smith, Pat Boone, Ice-T, Alanis Morissette, various 
linguistics scholars, and many more, weigh in with their thoughts on the 
subject. Some, obviously, are more enlightening or entertaining than 
others. Deft editing frequently creates the illusion that one speaker 
is responding to the comments of another - as when it appears as 
though Judith Martin (Miss Manners) has taken off her microphone 
and walked off in response to something said by porn star Ron Jeremy. 
The “profaners” definitely outnumber the “prudes,” who nevertheless 
maintain a good-natured attitude toward the film. Animated sequences 
by Bill Plympton also help keep the presentation lively, as does footage 
of the patron saints of profanity’s freedom of expression: Lenny Bruce 
and George Carlin. F*ck divides its survey into sections which examine 
the word’s impact in various segments of our culture. The organization 
ebbs and flows in its content and focus, and viewer interest is likely to 


wax and wane in response. Anderson’s sections on politics and movies 
are the strongest. He shows the distance our culture has traveled from 
the first use of the word in a Hollywood studio film in 1970 in MASH to 
its use 182 times in Scarface just 13 years later. By 2001, Kevin Smith 
can brag of using the word 228 times in Jay and Silent Bob Strike Back, 
while HBO’s Deadwood can count 861 mentions in its first season. 

F*ck works best when it directs its focus to the hypocrisies engen- 
dered by the word: the prevalence of near-smut titles such as Meet the 
Fockers and Fuddruckers restaurant chain, and the inconsistencies of 
the Federal Communication Commission rulings and its former chief 
Michael Powell. F*ck manages to strip some of the mystique from the 
forbidden word, and in the end, despite some road bumps, is a satisfy- 
ing f*lm. ( Plays Mon day-Wed nesday only.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

basest comedic points. Why, for example, 
if Hall is only interested in his house being 
seen from space, would he concern him- 
self with a live manger scene? Surely the 
satellites on MyEarth can’t pick up a baby 
in swaddling cloths, not even if that baby 
is the light of the world. The answer can 
only be that it provides director Whitesell 
an opportunity to cover Broderick in sheep 
feces and camel spit later in the movie. 
And what could be more Christmas-y 
than that?

I definitely have the wrong travel agent. 

In Heading South, which is set in the late 
Seventies in Haiti, North American women 
of a certain age are sex tourists at the 
seaside resorts, where strapping young 
rent-boys are a tacit part of the summer 
package. French filmmaker Cantet - whose 
previous films Time Out and Human 
Resources revealed to U.S. audiences the 
director’s proclivity toward issues of class 
and money - uses this setup to coax out 
the comparisons, contradictions, and mutu- 
al exploitations between black and white, 
rich and poor, power, reality, and delusions. 
It’s a wonderful story, and one I can’t recall 
having been told in just this way ... and 
that’s why it hurts that this isn’t an even 
better movie, one that perfectly nails (rath- 
er than dances around) its subject matter 
and invents characters capable of expres- 
sive depths. Heading South is provocative 
and prodding, but apart from its queen bee 
Ellen (the marvelous Rampling), the char- 
acters are representational types instead 
of fleshed-out human beings. Furthermore, 
when a little bit of dramatic suspense 
is introduced midway through the story, 
it seems both too little and too much. 
Monologues about themselves that the 
central female characters deliver directly 
to the camera also seem to convey an 
embarrassing excess or aimless little. Still, 
there’s the glorious Rampling, whose sharp 
tongue and unleashed libido make her the 
planet around which all the others revolve. 
These women from the United States and 
Canada vacation in their island paradise 
completely oblivious to the rampantly mur- 
derous regime of Haiti’s strongman Jean- 
Claude “Baby Doc” Duvalier (which would 
be overthrown in just a few more years). 

We also see bits of indigenous perspec- 
tive from the viewpoint of hotel concierge 
Albert (Ambroise), who is the son of 
Haitians who fought the American invasion 
in 1915 but now resents his tourist guests 
for coming armed with weapons more 
dangerous than the guns of the previous 
invaders: These tourists come with dol- 
lars. Of Legba (Cesar), the obvious favorite 
among the women’s lovers, we learn very 
little, even though the story’s dramatic 
crisis concerns his welfare. Though Ellen 
and newcomer Brenda (Young), who is 
returning to the resort she once visited 
with her ex-husband, would be reluctant to 
admit it, each harbors unvented illusions 
about her importance in Legba’s emotional 
life. Heading South opens up a fascinating 
world of complexities, some of which are 
there on the screen although others open 
up only once the horizon line moves past 
the screen’s edge. - Marjorie Baumgarten

(Castle-Hughes) and her new husband, 
Joseph (Isaac). The film follows the 
teenage bride from the time an angel 
appears with news of her fate through 
the couple’s journey to Bethlehem 
and, ultimately, to Jesus’ birth. In 
the interim, Mary must explain to 
her parents and new husband that 
an angel of God visited her, that she 
has remained true to her promise of 
chastity, and that she’s not completely 
insane. Unfortunately, Castle-Hughes 
gives such a stone-faced perfor- 
mance, it’s difficult to experience the 
humanity of the person. Despite her 
charming breakout in Whale Rider, 
Castle-Hughes’ restrained Mary 
becomes an ethereal stoic instead of 
a frightened teenager approaching an 
unfathomable challenge with growing 
faith. Isaac is endearing as the self- 
less Joseph, but his noble character 
is so beyond reproach that he seems 
completely unreal. Furthermore, 
where’s the fear and the nail-biting? 
What about the utter astonishment 
and disbelief? In effect, where’s the 
messiness? Enter King Herod (Hinds) 
who snarls through his scenes like 
a first-century Hitler. Every appear- 
ance of the curly-haired menace is 
accompanied by pounding drums but 
no exploration into his motivation. 
Amusing liberties are taken with the 
three wise men: oddly placed comic 
relief presented as bickering codgers. 
Meanwhile, a few moments of intima- 
cy between Joseph and Mary resonate 
as powerful. But in the end I was just 
plain bored. The story is good, but 
the execution favors the safe over the 
challenging. Personally, I’d rather just 
read the Bible. - Toddy Burton

Genre fans will remember director 
Stockwell from his role as good-guy 
Dennis in John Carpenter’s adapta- 
tion of Stephen King’s killer car opus 
Christine (or possibly as Spider in 
Losin’ It), but he’s grown up in the 
interim and helmed a pair of inof- 
fensive wetsploitation numbers (Blue 
Crush, Into the Blue) that were filled 
with the sort of tanned, lithe teenage 
bodies that, in horror films, tend to 
spurt the most post-canoodle gore. 
With Turistas, Stockwell dives head- 
first into a veritable riptide of churning, 
vicious exploitation cinema, and the 
result is surprisingly effective. Taking 
many of its cues from genre bible The 
Texas Chainsaw Massacre, Stockwell 
and writer Michael Ross have man- 
aged to update the tired and tiring 
tropes of your standard teens-in-peril 
outing by taking them south of the bor- 
der (to Brazil) and stranding them in 
the at-first lush and inviting, then hos- 
tile rain forest, where they run afoul of 
a rural sawbones who apparently did 
his internship under Dr. Butcher, M.D. 
(that’s Medical Deviate, should you 
wonder). The luckless teens comprise 
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fouryanquis led by level-headed siblings 
Alex and Bea (Duhamel and Wilde), two 
British lager louts (Askew and Brown), and 
Aussie Pru (George), the only one among 
them who speaks Portuguese. After a 
calamitous bus accident, the group discov- 
ers a beachfront paradise populated by 
many supermodel types and one ingratiat- 
ing local named Kiko (Steib), who charming- 
ly practices his ESL skills on them before 
leading them into the jungle, through an 
underwater cavern system, and into the iso- 


lated bed-sitter of the aforementioned phy- 
sician (very well played by Miguel Lunardi), 
where, as they say, the magic happens. 
Turistas is being tagged as a down-market 
version of Eli Roth’s Hostel, but that’s lazy 
criticism and obscures the fact that, if 
anything, this is the more compelling film, 
commingling as it does echoes of every- 
thing from Ruggero Deodato and Umberto 
Lenzi’s ultrarealistic green hell horrors, the 
spelunking aspects of The Descent, and 
Marino Girolami’s scalpel-happy Cannibal 
Holocaust aka Doctor Butcher , M.D. Very 
believably acted throughout and featuring 
a literally breathless underwater sequence 
of cat-and-mouse, Turistas is, surprising, 
given its lousy marketing campaign and 
thankless release date, a solidly visceral 
piece of work. Socialized health care never 
sounded so good. - Marc Savlov

The sheer volume of linguistic and societal back- 
spatter promises discontinuity that only ends in one 
of two ways: silence or babble. Working in one of 
the few media that resist geographic and cultural 
borders, Iharritu and screenwriter Guillermo Arriaga 
(Amores Perros, 21 Grams) have woven together four 
disparate, interrelated stories amidst this overarch-

The story of Bobby Kennedy would make one 
hell of an epic melodrama. But writer/director 
Estevez chooses to forgo biopic convention with 
Bobby, instead focusing on the lives of 22 other 
people who happened to be in the Ambassador 
the night of June 5, 1968, when Kennedy was 
assassinated - everyday people whose own private 
dramas are playing out in the shadow of impending 
historical tragedy.

Bobby has a thousand stars in its galaxy, some 
of them great (Fishburne, Rodriguez), some of 
them not (Wood, Hunt), and one of them brilliant 
(Hopkins). Estevez has a surprisingly sure hand 
both as a writer and director, and he manages 
to broach the most pressing issues of the day

First unleashed on the world in a series of BBC 
comedic sketches on the Cambridge alumnus 
Cohen’s Da Ali G Show and later picked up for 
domestic consumption by HBO, alleged Kazakh 
newsman Borat Sagdiyev is the ugly American (or 
Brit) from elsewhere: a clueless, gangly, musta- 
chioed moron prone to anti-Semitic tirades so sub- 
versively over-the-top that the only serious reaction 
is giggles. This feature-length expansion of Cohen’s 
deliciously ridiculous character is, on the face of it, 
a mockumentary. It follows the titular clod and his 
producer, Azamat (Davitian), from their backwater 
Kazakhstan hovels to America on an ostensible mis- 
sion of discovery and cultural growth. Instead, what 
we witness are some of the most fearless acts of 
transgressive comedy in years. This is shockingly 
blunt comedy and shockingly funny, too. Cohen and 
Davitian are utterly fearless, poking fun not only at 
Americans but at the stereotype of the foreign Other, 
as well.

This time 
out the cancer-ridden Jigsaw is literally on his 
deathbed, and his chief target of abuse is Jeff 
Reinhart (Macfayden), a parent mourning the death 
of his young son. Jigsaw’s conceit is that Jeff has 
lived his post-trauma life consumed by ruinous 
vengeance and must now confront not only his 
child’s killer but also a series of seemingly random 
people whom Jigsaw and Amanda have kidnapped 
and placed throughout an abandoned warehouse, 
nestled inside various hyper-elaborate torture 
devices. Blood, gore, and viscera of an almost 
unprecedented level in an R-rated film follow. In the 
context of the Saw franchise, the third time’s the 
proverbial charm, with oodles of backstory ladled 
atop the proceedings, and bringing the whole 
series full circle, back to the first Saw, and in the 
case of the Jigsaw killer himself, beyond even that.

Instead of a passing 
event, the incident sparked years of fallout, dur- 
ing which the band who, up until that point, had 
been the bestselling female group in history, was 
subject to death threats, hate mail, and nonexis- 
tent record sales and touring opportunities. This 
documentary reveals the behind-the-scenes story 
of what occurred in the band’s life during those 
three years. Lucky for all of us that Maines and 
her bandmates decided to stick to their principles 
and not be browbeaten into surrendering their 
freedom of speech. The Dixie Chicks’ struggle 
with the seemingly conflicting demands of art and 
commerce is ready-made for Kopple’s camera. 

This episode helped the band members turn from 
chicks into women, and the fact that they’re still 
“not ready to make nice” offers inspiration to us 
all.

Negative Approach 


Of all the bands playing the inaugural 
Fun Fun Fun Fest, Negative Approach may 
be the most elusive. The seminal Detroit- 
bred hardcore act, led by John Brannon, 
who later formed the Laughing Hyenas 
and Easy Action, released only a fistful of 
songs - like nine-second manic meltdown 
"Pressure” - before disbanding during 
its Tied Down tour in 1983, one week 
before a planned three-city run of Texas 
with the Big Boys. Like Scratch Acid, NA 
recently reformed for Touch and Go’s 25th 
Anniversary Celebration, spurring a series 
of one-off gigs. The Chronicle tracked down 
Brannon to see what it’s like tapping into 
his 19-year-old self. 

Austin Chronicle: Do you find it difficult 
now to tap into the Negative Approach of 
20 years ago? 

John Brannon: Back in the day, we didn’t 
know what the fuck we were doing, only that 
we wanted to do it. There’s still a lot I can 
relate to. Our whole thing was about just 
standing up for yourself and self-expres- 
sion, not getting sucked into all the bullshit, 
and you can apply that to how you live your 
life today. I guess I’m still pissed off. 

AC: You once said Negative Approach is a 
lifestyle. What does that entail? 

JB: The whole thing with NA was just not worrying about what 
was the norm. I wrote lots of the lyrics when I was young, so 
a lot of that shit was my attitude towards people I went to 
school with, ex-girlfriends, whatever. We wanted to have our 
say, and we wanted it to be our way. We didn’t want people 
telling us what to do. We always had that around us, people 
saying, “You can’t do this; you can’t do that.” And we’re like, 
"Fuck you, we’re gonna do this shit,” and we did it. Look at 
where we are today. It’s finally accepted. - Austin Powell 
Read more with Brannon online.

JURY DUTY - 

WHAT HAPPENS IF I DON'T GO? 

W hat happens if I don’t show up for jury duty? 

You’ve been summoned for jury duty. Though it 
makes you feel momentarily morally reprehensible, 
the temptation to trash the summons and shirk 
your civic duties is strong. You ask: What’s the 
worst that could happen? 

It depends. Before your summons becomes 
scrap, consider the following: If you’re being sum- 
moned to serve for a federal jury and don’t show, 
you’re facing the possibility of being seized by a 
marshal, hauled before the court, and asked to 
“show cause,” that is, provide the court with a good 
reason, why you couldn’t make it to jury duty. In 
the event the court decides your “cause” wasn’t 
worthy, you’re now facing a fine up to $100, three 
days in jail, or both. 

But that’s if you were summoned by the feds. 
They say things are bigger and better in Texas, and 
when it comes to the range of possible penalties for 
shirking jury duty, the saying holds true. 

If you are summoned to jury duty in a J.E court 
(small claims or justice court) or a municipal court 
in Texas, the penalty for not showing up is exactly 
the same as under the federal rules: a fine up to 
$100 and/or a three-night stay in jail. If you blow 
off a county or district court summons though, 
state law provides for a potential fine starting at 
$100 on up to $1,000, and you can be jailed for 
contempt. Unlike the three-day stay for delinquent 
citizens under the federal rules, in Texas you can be 
jailed for contempt up to six months. 

In reality, courts don’t spend their time and 
resources fining and jailing folks who don’t show 
up for jury duty. If you pull a no-show, nothing is 
likely to happen to you. Seriously, though, actually 
going to jury duty is a lot less painful than people 
think and sometimes even enjoyable. The real con- 
sequence is that jury trials can’t happen without 
juries. In the event you ever need a jury, it’s only 
fair to ask others what you’ve done yourself.

Of 
course, we are also interested in a car that gets the 
best mileage possible, as we drive from South Florida 
to Boston at least once a year. Please help us!

p.s. Rick waited on you guys at a restaurant a 
couple of years ago. How about a better tip this 
time? Thanks! 

RAY: Oh, sorry, guys. My brother must have 
left the tip that night. He recently stopped car- 
rying a wallet and now just carries his cash in a 
pair of vice grips. 

TOM: With all your needs and your price 
limit, guys, I’m afraid you DO have to choose 
between style and reliability I mean, my wife 
got both when she married me, but that’s 
really unusual. 

RAY: Yeah, she got style and reliability. Early- 
horror-movie style and British-sports-car reli- 
ability. Actually, the Civic and Corolla are good 
choices, but since you list safety as a top con- 
cern, and you travel all the way up and down 
the East Coast every year, I’m going to suggest 
you go one step larger, and find a Honda Accord 
or a Toyota Camry. 

TOM: They’ll give you the same reliability 
as the smaller cars, but their increased size and 
weight will give you more protection in case of 
an accident - not to mention more comfort on 
those long highway trips. 

RAY: Your mileage will be slightly reduced, 
compared with the Civic and Corolla. But if you 
buy a four-cylinder Accord or Camry (which is 
what we’d recommend), your mileage will still 
be quite good - for instance, a 1999 Accord is 
rated at 25 city and 31 highway And a similar 
Camry is rated at 23/32. 

TOM: If you want to, you can also look at a 
Nissan Altima or Mazda 6 (or 626), which also 
fit your criteria. 

RAY: The four-cylinder versions of all of those 
cars are great. They have all the power you 
need. And the slightly lower mileage compared 
with a compact car is worth it, in your case, for 
the increase in safety and comfort. 

TOM: And that extra room in the back seat 
will come in handy As the boys get older, there 
will be more room to separate them when they 
start actually drawing blood on 95 North.
